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MANY  BOMBS  ARE  DROPPED 
NEAR  CENTRE  OF  LONDON 

Large  Squadron  of  German  Airplanes  Makes  Raid 

as  Business  Section  Is  Most  Crowded — 

Ply  Low  and  in  Regular  Formation 

—Effort  to  Kill  Civilians. 


FOUR  OF  RAIDERS  DESTROYED 

BY  PURSUING  BRITISH  AIRMEN

Official  Report   States   That    37    Persons    Were 

Killed  and  141  Injured  by  Bombs — Usual 

Preponderance  of  Victims   Is  Among 

Poor  People  in  Humble  Dwellings. 




LONDON,  July  7.— The  Mcond  descent 
Upon  London  by  a  squadron  of  air- 
planes was  made  this  morning:  between 
8  and  10  o'clock,  when  the  business  sec- 
tion of  the  metropolis  was  most  crowd- 
ed. Although  the  German  contingent 
waa  larger,  more  daring,  more  delib- 
erate In  lta  movements  and  descended 
much  lower  than  on  the  visit  of  June 
13»»*the   number   of   killed   and    wounded 


was,  according  to  the  first  official  list. 
roughly  one-third  the  previous  casualty 
Hat.  The  destruction  of  property  may 
nave  been  greater,'  but  this  Is  Impossi- 
ble to  estimate. 

Four  Brought  Down 

The  flight  Of  the  Germans  over  Lon- 
don lasted  about  twenty  minutes.  Brit- 
ish airmen  engaged  the  enemy  for  sev- 
eral minutes  ovur  the  metropolis,  and 
anti-aircraft  guns  were  tired  briskly, 
dotting  the  sky  with  shrapnel  puffs,  but 
without  succes  so  far  as  concerned  the 
destruction  of  any  of  the  twenty  or 
more  machines  which  made  up  the  in- 
vading force.  The  Admiralty  was  able 
to  report  tonight,  however,  that  naval 
airmen  who  followed  them  to  sea, 
brought  down  three  machines.  The 
Koyal    Plying  Corps  accounted  for   one. 

A  British  squadron  sent  up  from  Dun- 
kirk to  Intercept  the  returning  raiders 
did  not  encounter  them,  because  they 
had  taken  a  more  northerly  route,  but 
the  British  airmen  met  and  destroyed 
seven  other  German  machines. 

The  morning  was  one  of  hazy  weather, 
most  favorable  for  crossing  the  Chan- 
nel without  being  observed.  On  their 
former  visit,  made  in  similar  weather, 
the  Germans  kept  high  up  In  the  mist*, 
but  today  when  they  neared  their  ob- 
jectives most  of  them  descended.  Their 
formation  wan  like  a  flock  of  wild  geese 
as  they  approached,  and  neither  the  Brit- 
ish pursuers  nor  the  guns  were  able  to 
scatter  them  until  they  spread  out  be- 
fore letting  loose  the  bombs. 
Many   People   Bapoeed 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  on 
roofs,  from  windows  and  gathered  In 
the  streets,  saw  the  remarkable  spec- 
tacle. All  London  heard  the  noises  of 
battle.  At  flrst  there  were  a  few  min- 
utes when  the  anti-aircraft  guns  were 
crashing  sharply  and  the  machine  guns 
ware  rattling  aloft.  Then  came  three 
or  four  minutes  when  the  heavy  explo- 
sion of  bombs  and  the  shattering  of 
glass  were  the  dominant  sounds,  then 
a  few  minutes  when  the  artillery  Are 
receded    Into    the   distance. 

The  Germans  steered  a  course  across 
London  from  northwest  to  southeast. 
They  dropped  the  last  of  their  supply 
of  bombs  on  a  section  of  workmen's 
dwellings  and  crossed  the. Thames. 

gome  observers  said  that  a  giant  air- 
plane  piloted  the  squadron,  and  that 
the  bomb  cairrlers  were  In  the  centre 
flanked  by  scouts  for  lighting  off  the 
British   airmen. 

The  low  altitude  and  slow  pace  at 
which  the  Germans  crossed  London,  and 
the  daredevil  way  In  which  they  circled 
over  their  objectives,  caused  great  out 
prise.  When  flrst  seen  they  were  steer- 
ing. a  steady  course  from  the  northwest, 
evidently  In  the  act  of  making  a  long 
sweeping  curve  which  would  ultimately 
.bring  their  heads  in  the  direction  of 
home.  They  completed  the  manoeuvre 
over  the  Thames,  and,  as  the  British 
machines  cams  Into  the  picture,  the 
raiders  quickened  their  pace. 
Aimed   at   Civilians 

A  fierce  running  fight  ensued  between 
a  strong  force  of  British  and  the  raid- 
era  at  the  mouth  of  the  river.  The  ma- 
chines flew  fairly  low,  and  the  rattle 
of  machine  guns  was  distinctly  audible 
from  the  ground.  None  of  the  Germans 
had  been  brought  down  when  the  com- 
batants disappeared  from  view,  but  the 
British  squadron  continued  the  pursuit 
and  engaged  them1*  heavily. 

Today's  attack  was  plainly  directed 
against  the  civilian  population  and  bus- 
iness and  financial  buildings.  There  Is 
no  question  that  the  Germans  knew 
where  they  were,  and  it  was  not  a 
matter  of  scattering  explosives  blindly 
from  a  great  height  Why  more  per- 
sona were  not  killed  Is  hard  to  explain. 
Thousands  were  In  the  streets  In  thct 
area  bombed,  but  probably  a  much  larg- 
er proportion  took  shelter  In  the  solid 
buildings,  taught  by  the  lesson  of  June 
II. 

The  upper  story  of  one  building, 
where  several  hundred  men  and  girls 
were  employed,  was  partly  destroyed. 
First  reports  were  that  a  great  loss  of 
life  had  occurred  In  this  building,  but 
It  later  developed  that  no  one  waa  even 
Injured,  as  all  the  workers  had  been 
quietly  marshalled  Into  the  basement 
when  the  gunfire  began. 

BUT  Hospital  Attacked. 

Among  the  places  attacked  was  one 
of  the  moat  extensive  metropolitan  Hos- 
pitals, on  which  the  Red  Cross  flag 
was  flying  conspicuously.  Early  rumors 
were  abroad  that  the  hospital  had  been 
badly  damaged,  but  Investigation  show- 
ad  It  had  escaped  entirely,  although 
several   bombs  fall  close  to  it. 

The  day's  experiences  shewed  that 
persons  In  solidly  constructed  build- 
ings are  comparatively  safe,  but  the 
windows  of  these  buildings  ware  today 
mawjsded  with  young  clerks  determined 
not  to  alas  the  spectacle  at  whatever 


The    fate     or     humble      dwellers    in 
ion's  houses  was  different.     They 
chance   for   their   lives.      The 


sight,  now  familiar  to  Londoners,  of 
distracted/  sobbing  mothers,  rushing 
about  the  ruins  of  tenements,  fearing 
to  find,  and  sometlmef  finding,  the 
mangled  bodies  of  their  children,  was 
the   most  moving   incident  of   the   raid. 

A  thorough  investigation  of  the  re- 
sults of  the  battle  .staff  correspondents 
of  the  Associated  Press  showed  that  no 
munitions  or  supply  establishment  had 
been  touched.  Apparently  none  was 
sought,  since  the  Germans  undoubtedly 
well   knew   their  location. 

Demand  for  Beprlsala 

Five  minutes  after  the  explosions 
ceased  the  streets  were  Jammed  with 
humanity.  Fire  engines,  ambulances, 
patrol  wagons,  motors  with  nurses  and 
doctors  seemed  to  spring  from  the 
earth.  Almost  Immediately  waves  of 
sightseers  from  the  West  Knd  swept 
down  and  seemed  to  come  In  droves 
throughout  the  day. 

Anger  and  determination  seemed  to 
be  the  dominating  sentiments  of  the 
populace.  One  certain  result  of  the 
raid  will  be  an  Increased  demand  for 
reprisals  on  German  cities.  Several 
members  of  Parliament  have  already 
announced  their  purpose  to  raise  the 
question  as  soon  as  Parliament  meets. 
The  sentiment  recently  voiced  most 
strongly  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury and  seconded  by  perhaps  the  ma- 
jority of  the  substantial  leaders  of 
public  opinion,  that  the  British  should 
not  descend  to  the  level  of  the  Ger- 
mans, Is  not  popular  with  the  masses, 
and  the  suggestion  that  the  slaughter 
of  English  civilians  would  cease  if 
each  visitation  was  quickly  followed 
by  a  similar  stroke  against  some  Ger- 
man city,  commands  strong  support 
anion*  those  who  have  looked  on  the 
bodies  of  their  slain  and  mangled 
countrymen. 

Offlolai   Beports 

The  following  official  report  was 
given  out  about  noon: 

"Field-Marshal  Lord  French  reports 
that  about  1:30  o'clock  this  morning 
hostile  aircraft  In  considerable  num- 
bers, probably  In  two  parties,  appeared 
over  the  Isle  of  Thanet  and  the  east 
coast  of  Essex.  After  dropping  some 
bombs  In  Thanet.  the  raiders  proceed- 
ed In  the  direction  of  London.  Moving 
roughly  parallel  to  the  north  bank  of 
the  Thames,  they  approached  London 
from  the  northeast.  Then,  changing 
their  course,  they  proceeded  north  and 
west  and  crossed  London  from  the 
northwest  to  the  southeast.  Bombs 
were  dropped  In  various  places  in  the 
metropolitan  area." 

The  following  announcement  was  Is- 
sued  by   the   Admiralty: 

"The  enemy  raiding  squadron  waa 
chnsed  by  Royal  Naval  Air  Service 
machines  from  this  country  and  en- 
gaged forty  miles  out  at  sea  off  the 
east  coast.  Two  enemy  machines  were 
observed  to  crash  into  the  sea  and  a 
third  enemy  machine  was  seen  to  fall 
in  flames  off  the  mouth  of  the  Scheldt. 
All  our  machines  returned  safely." 

The  official  report  In  regard  to  casu- 
alties follows:

"One  enemy  machine  downed  by  ma- 
chines of  the  Royal  Flying  Corps  fell 
into  the  sea  off  the  mouth  of  the 
Thames."

OTTAWA,  July  7.— Mr.  W.  H.  Arm- 
strong, of  Vancouver,  who  Is  In  charge 
of  the  operation  of  the  British  Columbia 
and  Alberta  coal  mines.  District  18,  for 
the  Government,  arrived  In  Ottawa  to- 
day to  consult  with  the  authorities. 

Mr.  Armstrong  states  that  the  work 
Is  progressing  in  the  mines  satisfactor- 
ily, and  In  two  weeks'  time  he  expects 
the  largest  mines  to  be  working  full 
capacity.  The  men  are  working  hard  to 
make  up  for  lost  time  in  the  coal  output.

.  SAN  FRANCISCO.  July  7.— One  hun- 
dred and  thirty-one  Indictments,  ninety- 
eight  bearing  on  an  alleged  world-wldn 
plot  to  cause  a  revolution  against  Brit- 
ish rule  In  India,  and  41  bearing  on  the 
so-called  steamship  Sacramento  case,  in 
which  it  was  charged  that  efforts  were 
being  made  to  provision  German  war- 
ships at  sea,  were  returned  by  the  Fed- 
eral  grand  Jury  here  today. 

The  flrst  batch  of  ninety-eight  in- 
dictments were  on  secret  file.  United 
States  District  Attorney  John  W.  Pres- 
ton refusing  to  divulge  the  names  of  the 
defendants   until   their  arrest. 

The  other  forty-one  persons  Indicted, 
whose  names  were  made  public,  include 
German  officials  formerly  stationed  in 
the  United  States,  shipowners,  customs 
and  shipping  brokers  and  members  of 
the  crew  of  the  steamer  Sacramento. 
Von   Papen   Included 

Among  these  were  F.  von  Papen,  for- 
mer military  attache  of  the  German  em- 
bassy in  Washington,  A.  11.  von 
Schack,  former  vice-consul  of  the  San 
Francisco  German  consulate,  Walter 
Sauerbeck,  a  lieutenant  In  the  German 
navy,  now  Interned  In  this  country; 
Robert  Capelle.  local  agent  for  the  North 
German  Lloyd  Steamship  Company; 
Harry  C.  Kaufmann,  former  chancellor 
of  the  San  Francisco  German  Consulate; 
Louis  Hengstler,  former  Admiralty  law- 
yer of  the  German  Government  here 
and  a  former  member  of  the  faculty  of 
the  University  of  California;  T.  A  An- 
derson, captain  of  the  steamship  Sacra- 
mento; Ram  Chandra,  a  Hindu,  alleged 
leader  of  the  Indian  revolution  move- 
ment In  this  country,  and  J.  Clyde  Hlskr, 
officer  of  the  California  naval  reserve 
and  former  German  agent  at  San  Diego. 

In  addition  the  following  shipping 
firms  were  Indicted:  C.  D.  Bunt,  Jr.,  & 
Company;  Swayne  and  Hoyt;  the  Nor- 
thern and  Southern  Steamship  Com- 
pany; the  Golden  Gate  Transport  Com- 
pany, and  the  Maverick  Steamship 
Company. 

Preparing  Before  War 
"For  more  than  a  year  prior  to  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  certain  Hindus  and 
German  agents  In  San  Francisco  were 
openly  preparing  for  war  with  England,^ 
said  Mr.  Preston  today.  "At  the  out- 
break of  the  war  Hindu  leaders,  mem- 
bers of  the  German  consulate  here,  and 
attaches  of  the  German  Government  be- 
gan to  form  plans  to  Incite  revolution 
In  India,  for  the  twofold  purpose  of 
attempting  to  free  India  and  aid  the 
Germans  in  their  military  operations.'* 
Telegraphic  warrants  were  sent 
broadcast  to  Federal  sgents  by  Mr. 
Preston,  and  It  was  expected  many  ar- 
rests would  be  made  In  various  sec- 
tions of  the  country  tonight. 

The  slleged  violation  of  the  neutral- 
ity laws  In  the  Sacramento  case  ex- 
tended from  August  1.  1814.  to  Janu- 
ary 1,  1817.  officials  say.  The  indict- 
ments In  this  case  charge  the  defen- 
dants with  assisting  In  the  cargolng  of 
German  warships  with  arms,  ammuni- 
tion and  supplies,  to  have  been  used  In 
the  revolution  against  British  rule  In 
India.

Fortified  Forest  and  Several

PETROGRAD,  July  7— Violent  fight- 
ing has  begun  on  the  Russian  front 
west  of  Plnsfc.  The  city  of  Plnsk  is  In 
flames,  according  to  an  announcement 
today  by  the  semi-official  news  agency 
here.  The  Russian  artillery,  the  an- 
nouncement says,  Is  levelling  all  ob- 
stacles. 

Russian  troops  have  captured  the 
fortified  forest  of  Slanka,  with  all  the 
enemy's  organized  positions,  and  also 
Hill    388.    and    have    penetrated    lha_ Yllz. 


U'gu   of   Godov. 

Details   of  Attack 

Announcement  regarding  the  flghtinr. 
at  Slanka  and  In  the  Godov  area,  near 
Plnsk,  as  well  as  at  other  points  on  the 
frcnt  engaged  was  contained  In  a  semi- 
official statement  Issued  Just  before 
midnight  la«t   night,   which   reads: 

"According  to  news  received  by  the 
general  staff,  tbe  artillery  began  the 
bombardment  at  ten  in  the  morning. 
The  Infantry  then  charged  and  drove  the 
enemy  out  of  his  advanced  lines  of 
trenches  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 

"The  Russians  captured  the  fortified 
forest  of  Slanka  and  all  the  enemy's 
organized  positions.  The  Russian  In- 
fantry, which  advanced  considerably, 
Mas  subjected  to  the  enemy's  flanking 
artillery  fire  from  the  forest  of  Koro- 
stovetr.  The  Infantry  captured  Hill  30S 
and  penetrated  Into  the  village  of  Go- 
dov. 

"Southwest  of  Gorotchan,  the  Rus- 
sians drove  back  the  enemy's  advanced 
guards  and  moved  forward  on  a  front 
of  about  ten  versts  between  Llakhov- 
ltsky  and  Svinlchy.  Both  these  vil- 
lages  were   taken. 

"The  attack  by  the  Russian  troops  in 
the  region  of  Svinlchy  and  Godov  is 
meeting  with  stubborn  resistance  from 
fresh  reserve  forces,  which  were  hastily 
moved." 

Contest  Further  »outh 

Russian  troops  have  occupied  the 
helghta#  northwe-t  of  Presovce,  on  the 
Gallclan  front,  and  the  villages  of 
Lavrlkovce  and  Travotlok.  They  also 
have  occupied  Dzulnatch  and  pressed 
back  the  enemy  In  the  Jamnlca-Pasech- 
na  sector,  northwest  of  the  Stanlslau 
region.  The  War  Office  made  this  an- 
nouncement  this   afternon. 

The  text  of  the  statement   reads: 

"In  the  region  of  the  town  of  Plnsk 
our  naval  flotilla  destroyed  mined  bar- 
riers on  the  bank  of  the  river  Plna. 

"In  the  Zlochoff  region  our  Infantry 
occupied  three  lines  of  enemy  trenches, 
but  later  he  succeeded  by  a  aeries  of 
counter-attacks  In  pressing  back  our 
detachments. 

Severe    Plghtlng. 

"Northwest  of  Presovce  .and  in  the 
wood  west  of  Konluchy  our  detach- 
ments engaged  in  a  stubborn  battle 
throughout  yesterday.  Six  fortified 
positions  contantly  changed  hands,  but 
the  enemy  executed  a  series  of  counter- 
attacks and  succeeded  In  pressing  back 
our  detachments.  Toward  evening, 
however,  there  remained  In  our  hands 
the  heights  northwest  of  Presovce,  the 
villages  of  Lavrlkovce  and  Travolokl, 
and  the  heights  east  of  Godov.  We  cap- 
tured 17  officers  and  878  men." 

Further  galna  have  been  made  by 
the  Russian  forces  in  Gal  Ida.  Advices 
from  the  front  record'  the  taking  of 
first  line  trenches  by  troops  of  the  11th 
Army,  which  also  at  some  points  cap- 
tured second  line  positions. 
Oerman   Report 

BERLIN,  July  7.— The  War  Office 
announces  the  defeat  of  Russian  at- 
tacks near  Konluchy  and  farther  to  the 
north  in  Eastern  Gallcla.  Russian  at- 
tacks in  the  Carpathians  also  were  re- 
pulsed. The  Russians  are  said  to  have 
suffered    heavy    losses. 

Attacks  were  made  by  the  Russians 
In  East  Gallcla  as  far  north  as  the 
ZIochoff-Tarnlpol  railway,  between  Bat- 
kow  and  Zwyzyn,  at  Brresany.  and  In 
the  region  of  Stanlslau.  Retreating 
Russian  forces  were  attacked  by  the 
Germans.  Russian  cavalry,  which  waa 
being  held  in  readiness,  was  dispersed 
by   the   fire  from   long  range  guns.

Including  Commissioner  Roye, 
Brigadier-General'  MacDougall  and  Col- 
onels Donnelly,  Hodgctts,  J.  B.  White, 
Beauchamp,  KheuiuSTe,  and  also  ten  nur- 
ses. Fifty  men*-of  the  Laval  University 
Hospital  Unit  from  Troyes,  and  Col.

While  the  Dutch,  who  attach  enor- 
mous importance  to  potatoes,  had  none, 
huge  consignments  were  being  sent  to 
Germany  by  perms  Is  Ion  of  the  Dutch 
Government.  As  soon  as  somebody  was 
killed  Dutch  potatoes  '  for  Dutchmen 
were  forthcoming  In  abundance,  and 
the  rioting  ceased.  That  in  a  nutshell 
explains  the  troubles,  but  the  German 
and  pro-German  Dutch  papers  are  en- 
deavoring to  poison  Dutch  opinion 
against  England,  alleging  her  to  have 
been  the  en  use  of  the  riots. 

The  Rhentecbe  Weatfaellsrhe  Zeitung 
effusively  assuren  Holland  that  she  had 
better  be  on  her  guard,  and  adds  that 
ahe  cap  count  on  Germany's  sympathies 
and  complete  protection  In  the  rear. 


FRENCH  FRONT,  June  14— (By  mall 
correspondence; — Grenades  thrown  with 
wonderful  precision  by  devotees  of  pe- 
lota.  the  national  game  of  Cuba,  of 
Spain  and  of  the  Basque  country,  In 
the  southwest  of  France,  have  done 
much  toward  defeating  the  almost  in- 
cessant counter-attacks  by  the  Ger- 
mans on  the  plateau  of  Callfornle,  over- 
shadowing Craonne,  and  on  the  Case- 
mates plateau,  further  west  along  the 
Chemln  des  Dames,  which  are  Joined 
by  a  narrow  crest. 

The  latest  vain  German  effort  waa 
made  on  .rune  3,  when  General  Von 
Boehm.  with  two  fresh  divisions  of 
Rhenish  troops  who  had  Just  been  hur- 
ried back  from  the  Roumanian  front, 
assaulted  the  Callfornle  and  Casemates 
plauteaux  with  a  suddenness  and  fury 
such  as  rarely  has  been  noted  on  the 
part  of  the  Germans. 

The  attack  opened  with  a  most  in- 
tense artillery  bombardment.  Not  a 
sign,  however,  was  given  by  the 
Basques  of  yielding  ground  until  the 
German  advancing  ranks  ope/fed  and 
brought  to  view  men  equipped  with  Im- 
plements throwing  liquid  flames.  Then 
the  Basques  fell  back  at  those  por- 
tions of  their  lines  whleh  were 
sprinkled    with    blazing   spirits. 

The  French  soon  organized  a  counter- 
attack with  grenades  and  bayonets. 
The  hand  grenades  were  thrown  by 
them  with  such  precision  that  they 
forced  the  Germans  out  again  rapidly, 
and  In  the  fury  of  their  onrush  even 
advanced  beyond  their  original  lines.

Total  Weight  of  33 #  Tons  of  Projectiles  Carried 

by   Raiders  —  Germans   Bomb   Hospital 
►  Near  Nancy — British  Airmen  Have 

Success  in  Many  Fights. 


PARIS.  July  7—  The  official  com- 
munication issued  by  the  War  Office 
tonight    reads: 

"Our  artillery  was  particularly  active 
today  in  the  sector  of  Cerny-Ailles,  the 
region  of  Hill  304,  Le  Mort  Homme  and 
south.  or  Moronvilllers,  near  the 
Rhone-Rhine  canal  and  the  Carspach 
wood.  Several  attempts  against  our 
small  posts  cost  the  enemy  losses  with- 
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out  result. 

"In  the  course  of  •  a  bombardment 
yesterday  by  enemy  airplanes  In  the  re- 
gion of  Nancy,  several  bombs  fell  on  a 
hospital.  Three  persons  were  killed, 
one  of   them  a  child,  and   four  wounded. 

"It  Is  also  reported  tbat  several  were 
wounded  at   Epernay. 

Qrsat    Air    Bald. 

"On  the  night  of  July  6,  eighty-four 
machines  took  to  the  air.  Several  of 
these  raids  had  an  their  object  towns 
situated  very  far  In  the  Interior  of 
German  territory,  reprisal  for  bombard- 
ments  against   our   open    towns. 

"Eleven  of  our  airplanes  flew  over 
Treves,  on  which  they  nhowered  2,650 
kilos  of  shells.  Seven  fires  broke  out, 
one  of  great  violence  In  the  central 
station.  Six  other  machines  bombarded 
Ludwigshafen,  doing  considerable  dam- 
age. Among  other  buildings,  the  Im- 
portant Badlsche  Aniline  was  devoured 
by   flames. 

"Another  of  our  airplanes,  piloted  by 
Marechal  des  Logls  Rallols,  pushed  hs 
far  as  Essen,  and  dropped  projectiles 
en  the  blulldings  of  the  Krupp  factory. 

"Military  Installations  in  the  envir- 
ons of  Coblenz,  the  Hirson  station,  the 
railroad  west  of  Pfalzburg,  and  the 
Thlonvllle  station  were  likewise  bom- 
barded. Another  series  of  operations 
over  the  enemy  lines  gave  excellent  re- 
sults. A  fire  broke  out  in  the  station  at 
l>un-aur  Mcuse;  a  munitions  depot  ex- 
ploded at  Bfnthevllle;  the  railroad  sta- 
•  ion  at  Machault  and  establishments  at 
Cauroy    were    burned. 

Great  Weight  of  Projectiles 

"In  all  30,455  kilos  (about  3314  tons) 
of  projectiles  were  used.  Two  of  our 
airplanes    have   not    returned. 

Belgian  communication:  "During  the 
night  the  enemy  artillery  was  active  In 
the  region  of  Het  Sas  and  Woesten. 
During  the  day  there  was  artillery 
fighting  In  the  neighborhood  of  Ram- 
capelle,    Ltzerne   and    Het   Has." 

Heavy  artillery  fighting  occurred  last 
night  noar  La  Royere  and  Pantheon, d>n 
the  Alsne  front,  and  In  the  reglofi  south 
of  Moronvillers,  In  the  Champagne,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  announcement  is- 
sued here  this  afternoon. 

"Between  June  21  and  June  30  nine- 
teen enemy  airplanes  and  one  captive 
balloon  were  brought  down  by  out 
aviators,"  the  report  adds.  "In  addi- 
tion to  these,  fourteen  Oerman  ma- 
chines, seriously  damaged,  fell  in  the 
Oerman  lines.  Our  airmen  bombarded 
effectively  in  the  same  period  the  rail- 
way stations  at  Rechlcourt  and  Akrl- 
court  and  enemy  establishments  in  the 
region  of  Belne,  in  the  Suippes  Valley.

LONDON.  July  7.— The' offlelal  report 
from  British  headquarters  In  France  to- 
night reads: 

"After  a  heavy  bombardment  the 
enemy  attempted  to  raid  our  trenches 
east  of  Loos,  but  was  driven  off  with 
loss. 

"There  was  much  aerial  fighting  yes- 
terday, chiefly  on  the  front  between 
Lens  and  Yprea.  In  this  area  enemy 
machines  were  encountered  in  large 
numbers;  one  formation  waa  composed 
of  as  many  as  thirty.  Despite  this  and 
the  pronounced  activity  on  the  enemy's 
psrt,  we  bombed  hla  airdromes  during 
the  day,  causing  damage,  and  carried 
out  successful  artillery  and  photographic 
work. 

"The  activity  wa  caused  by  bombing 
during  the  night,  In  which  the  enemy 
showed  more  enterprise  than  he  had 
hitherto  done.  He  dropped  144  bombs 
on  our  side  of  the  line,  our  bombing 
machines  dropping  nearly  three  times 
that  number  on  his  side. 

"In  the  fighting  during  the  day  and 
night  eight  hostile  machines  were 
brought  down,  and  six  others  were 
driven  out  of  control.

The    result   of    the    East    Clare    election 

is  likely  to  be  a  landmark  In  Irish  pol- 
itics. 

The  Issue  Is  now  set  plainly  be- 
tween the  constitutional  government 
and  revolution.  The  extremists  have 
captured  the  south  and  many  other 
parts  of  Ireland.  If  East  Clare  ahows 
that  the  policy  of  hatred  and  revolu- 
tion commends  itself  to  the  mtddl*,agert 
voters  the  outlook  will  be  aerlous.  If 
the  Nationalist  candidate  wins  one  may 
expect  a  reaction  against  the  Sinn 
Fein,  supported  hy  the  authority  of  the 
Catholic  church,  which  Is  thoroughly 
alarmed. 

In  a  speech  yesterday  Mr.  Lynch,  the 
official  candidate,  said  that  the  teach- 
ing of  the  extremists  could  only  re- 
sult in  the  slaughter  of  the  youth  of 
Ireland  by  British  guns. 

At  a  meeting  at  Valera  of  hla  sup- 
porters, the  Sinn  Fein  candidate,  Dar- 
rell  Figgis,  aald  that  Ireland  must  ob- 
tain freedom.  The  problem  was  he 
said,  being  thought  out  by  a  number  of 
men.  and  at  the  propel)  time  a  full 
policy  would  be  declared.  Meanwhile 
the  Sinn  Fein  members  were  not  Idle. 
If  the  nation  rallied  they  would  sas  an 
Irish  republic  In  two  years.  The  Irish 
Times  takes  a  grave  view  of  the  apread 
of  sedition  and  disaffection  among  the 
younger  clergy  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
and  urges  the  government  to  watch  de- 
velopments closely.

OTTAWA.  July  7.— Two  clauses  of 
the  Military  Service  Bill  passed  the 
House  In  committee  at^  the  Saturday 
sitting,  standing  as  In  the  Bill  when 
presented  to  the  House. 

Young  married  men  will  be  called  out 
before  unmarried  men  over  38,  although 
the  flrst  three  classes  Include  only  un- 
married men  or  widowers  without  chil- 
dren  up  to  that  age. 

Mr.  Fred  Pardee  argued  that  unmar- 
ried men  should  be  compelled  to  serve 
before  married  men.  He  felt  vry 
strongly  that  this  course  would  ho  In 
the   best   Interests   of   the  country. 

The  reply  in  behalf  of  the  Govern- 
ment, however,  was  that  men  between 
the  ages  of  IS  and  88  had  been  found 
to  perform  the  best  military  service  In 
the  field,  whereas  men  over  38  did  not 
stand  the  strain  ss  well. 

Hon.  Arthur  Mela-hen  stated  that  the 
expectation  of  the  Government  was  that 
the  100.000  men  necessary  would  ho  go* 
cored  from  the  flrst  two  cjaasee,  and  If 
It  was  found  that  they  wore  obtaining 
more  than  that  A  umber,  class  tiro  would 
he  subdivided.

"It  appears  the  Kaiser  is  now  begin- 
ning to  appreciate  the  full  weight  of 
what  participation  of  the  United  States 
may  mean.  German  officialdom  is  frank- 
ly staggered  by  the  scope  of  this  na- 
tion's war  programme.  The  placing  of 
the  entire  nation  on  a  war  footing,  the 
dispatch  of  military  and  naval ,  forces 
to  Europe  and  the  determination  of 
America  to  devote  her  entire  resources 
to  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  have 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  German  officials. 
As  a  result,  the  whole  German  war  pro- 
gramme may  be  radically  changed,  and 
Instead  of  following  the  policy  of  at- 
tempting to  present  an  Iron  front  to 
h*r  enemies  Germany  may  now  seek  to 
make  a  last  superlative  military  effort  on 
the  French  or  Russian  front. 

"There  still  remains  the  hope  in  Ger- 
many that  the  U-boats  may  win  the  war 
by  starving  the  Entente  Into  submission, 
but  this  hope  Is  not  so  strong,  now  as  it 
was  six  weeks  ago."

Russian  Provisional  Govern- 
ment- Criticises  Change 
in  Greece  —  Says  People 
Should  Settle  Government 


PETROORAO.  July  S— (Delayed) — 
The  official  news  agency  today  printed 
a  declaration  of  the  provisional  govern- 
ment concerning  the  proposed  confer- 
ence of  the  Entente  Alien  on  the  Bal- 
kan situation.  The  declaration  states 
that  Russia's  representatives  will  be 
Instructed  to  insist  on  the  general  prin- 
ciples applying  to  foreign  policies  that 
have  been  proclaimed  by*  Russia's 
democracy. 

In  part  .these  Instructions  refer  to 
the  recent  events  In  Greece.  The  de- 
claration says  that  the  provisional  gov- 
ernment cannot  but -take  as  unfavor- 
able efforts  applied  to  enforce.,  change 
In  the  sovepelgns  of  Greece.  Although 
the  Russian  Provisional  Government 
condemned  former  King  Constantino's 
personal  policy,  It  nevertheless  regard- 
ed as  not  permissible  any  Interference 
in  the  internal  affairs  of  Greeee.  Thus, 
Russia  was  compelled  to  lodge  objec- 
tions to  the  change  In  rulers  and  to 
refuse  participation  of  Russian  troops 
In  the  Entente  expedition  in  Southern 
Greece. 

In  her  relations  with  the  Allies  Rus- 
sia has  defended  the  standpoint  that 
the  form  of  the  government  and  the 
state  organisations  In  Greece  are  ex- 
clusively tho  affairs  of  the  Greek  peo- 
ple. The  declsratlon  concludes  with 
the  assertion  that  the  artillery  activity 
of  Russia's  army  now  has  increased  the 
Importance  of  the  democracy's  views  In 
international   affairs.

Russian  Drive  in  Galicia  Se- 
cures Unexpected  Success 
in  Earliest  Days  —  Austrian 
Army  Corps  Destroyed 


PETROGRAD.  July  4,  via  London. 
July  7.— (By  Herbert  Bailey.)—  In  the 
flrat  day  of  the  offenalve  the  Russian 
armlea  accomplished  what  it  was  -esti- 
mated could  only  be  accomplished  In 
three  days.  Tha  84th  Imperial  Austrian 
Army  Corps  was  completely  destroyed 
and  5,000  prlaonera  captured  during  the 
struggles  in  the  streets  of  one  village. 

In  four  days'  bombardment  with  guns 
of  the  heaviest  calibre  the  enemy 
trenches  melted  away.  From  thirty  to 
thirty-live  thousand  casualties  were  in- 
flicted on  the  Austro-Qermans.  The 
Sixth  Army  Corps  alone  took  10,000 
prisoners,  while  the  Fourth  Finnish 
Rifle  Division  and  the  Czeche-Slovak 
brigade  took  5,000  between   them. 

Germany  evidently  Is  waiting  to  see 
what  the  offensive  achieves  before  she 
answers  Russia's  blow.  Where  this 
counter-stroke  will  fall  is  one  of  the 
chief  concerns  of  the  army.  That  Ger- 
many, If  she  strikes,  will  strike  power- 
fully. Is  fully  recognized.  fcihe  bus  re- 
duced her  forces  in  the  west  on  the 
Franco-British  frontier  front  170  to  150 
divisions  In  order  to  strengthen  the 
Russian  front.

HEADQUARTERS  OK  THUS  RUS- 
SIAN SOUTHWESTERN  FRONT,  July 
'i,  via  1'etrogrud,  July  5,  and  London. 
July  7. — Our  right  flank  today  scored  a 
great  victory  In  the  open  country  in  the 
direction  of  North  Pomorcany.  Operat- 
ing along  a  front  of  live  mlleB,  we 
stormed  the  enemy's  positions  and  ad- 
vanced two  miles,  capturing  seven  thou- 
sand prisoners  and   twenty  guns. The 


Czecho-Slovak  brigade,  composed  'of 
volunteers,  performed  prodigies  of 
valor,  successfully  storming  three  forti- 
fied heights  and  breaking  .the  enemy's 
front,  taking  over  3,000  prisoners'  and 
fifteen  guns.  This  success  Is  mater- 
ially assisting  the  advance  of  our  left 
Hank,  which  has  been  impeded  by 
strongly  fortified  forest  areas  and 
heavy  rains.  The  reserves  display  an 
excellent  spirit. 


Better  Light  on  War  Situation 
Filtering  Through  Military 
Censorship  —  Socialist  Or- 
gan Warns  Government 


STOCKHOLM.  July  7.— Tha  Vor- 
waerts,  the  German  Socialist  organ,  calls 
out  warnlngly  to  the  Government: 

"Let  none  be  blind  to  the  fact  that 
at  this  time  a  certain  unrest  Is  spread- 
ing throughout  the  nation." 

This  la  the  most  important  feature 
of  the  rapidly  changing  situation  in 
Germany  today,  of  which  significant 
symptoms  are  rapidly  multiplying.  The 
food  riots  in  Dusseldorf,  Stettin,  Glel- 
wltz  and  other  cities  are  only  isolated 
outcropplngs  of  the  increasing  restless- 
ness throughout  the  German  nation, 
which  is  essentially  psychological 
rather  than  physical. 

Tried  by  economic  and  food  pressure 
almost  to  the  limits  of  human  endur- 
ance, and' now  suddenly  faced  with  the 
officially  Intimated  certainty  of  a  fourth 
Winter  of  war,  when  all  hopes  had  been 
confidently  pinned  to  tha  submarine 
warfare  ending  the  struggle  this  Fall 
the  patient,  long-suffering  German  na- 
tion at  last  is  beginning  to  Bee  clearly 
that  something  has  been  radically  wrong 
in  the  past,  and  that  until  this  "some- 
thing rotten  In  the  state  of  Germany" 
is  eliminated  there  can  be  no  prospect 
of  peace. 

Under  the  lash  of  economic  pressure, 
the  agitated  German  public  opinion 
appears  to  be  undergoing  a  tremendous 
change  of  heart  and  soul  and  many  of 
even  the  most  benighted  ones  are  be- 
ginning to  turn  towards  democratization 
as  their  sole  salvation.  One  of  the  moi»t 
suggestive  symptoms  of  the  rapidly 
changing  order  Is  that  a  handful  of 
German  "Intellectuals"  are  callliiR  on 
the  Government  for  the  Immediate  In- 
auguration of  an  equal  and  secret  ballot 
in  Prussia.  Their  appeal  has  created  a 
tremendous  sensation  throughout  Ger- 
many.    The  Vorwaerts  says: 

"Their  courage  deserves  recognition 
and  Imitation,  and  they  will  not  remain 
alone,  for  today  all  men  In  Germany 
whose  thoughts  are  not  bound  by  spe- 
cial economic  interests  or  outworn  party 
dogmas  are  unanimous  In  tha  convic- 
tion that  things'cannot  continue  as  they 
have   been   going." 


Enormous  War  Burden  on 
Great  Britain1  Will  Not  Cause 
Collapse — Startling  Figures 
of  Expenditure 


LONDON,  July  7.— Within  a  short 
.time  British  finance  will  be  the  subject 
of  lively  discussion  in  Parliament. 
Complete  figures  to  June  30  show  that 
Great  Britain  In  the  last  three  months 
has  spent  $3,555,000,000,  or  at  the  rate 
of  f  13,420,000,000  yearly,  approximately 
the  debt  of  the  United  Kingdom  before 
the  war.  This  implies  a  daily  expendi- 
ture of  over   158,300,000. 

This  figure  includes  the  usual  expen- 
ditures, necessary  during  peace:  loans 
to  the  Allies  and  Dominions,  purchase* 
of  food  and  other  commodities  and  as- 
sistance  to  shipbuilders. 

In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Bonar  Law, 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  United 
States  will  help  materially  to  relieve 
the  loan  Item,  but  he  admits  that  if  the 
war  lasts  until  March  31  next  expendi- 
tures will  considerably  surpass  the  esti- 
mates. 

At  first  sight  these  colossal  figures 
might  be  expected  to  crush  Great  Brit- 
ain and  bring  the  war  to  an  end,  but 
1 11  v os ligation  of  the  country's  revenue 
allows  that  the  nation  is  far  from  ex- 
hausted financially.  Last  year  the 
treasury  received  12,687,500.000.  This 
year  Mr.  Bonar  Law  has  budgetted  for 
$3,192,500,000.  In  the  first  quarter  he 
received  $530,000,000,  which  Is  $215,000.- 
000  more  than  In  the  same  quarter  of 
last  year.  An  increase  of  $175,000,000 
comes  from  excess  profits,  and  If  the 
ratio  continues  he  should  collect  $3,500,- 
000.000  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
which  is  tiiree  times  more  than  the 
highest  revenue  of  peace  times. 

Thus  It  is  hurdly  strang«  that  he  has 


permitted  a  reduction  of  two  cents  per 
ounce  in  the  price  of  tobacco. 

Colossal  as  the  figures  are,  they  tell 
the  story  of  the  triumphant  success  of 
British  war  finance  and  show  the  folly 
of  predicting  the  collapse  of  the  war 
through  crippling  Britain  financially. 
The  strain  has  been  great,  but  there  is 
no  danger  of  collapse. 

The  steel  output  has  been  increased 
from  seven  to  ten  million  tons  and  Is 
still  rising;  the  average  wage  of 
women  has  Increased  to  $6  per  week, 
and  agricultural  wages*  have  increased 
60  per  cent.  Practically  the  only  work- 
ers whose  Income  has  remained  station- 
ary are  those  in  clerical  jobs.

AMSTERDAM.  July  7.—A  Vienna  dis- 
patch to  The  Frankfurter  Zeitung  says 
that  the  recent  amnesty  decree  of  En, 
peror  Charles  has  not  resulted  in  the 
freeing  of  Dr.  Karl  Kramers  and  Dr. 
Aloyslus  Reschln,  leaders  of  the  Csecii 
party   In   the   Hungarian  parliament. 

They  remain  In  prison  because  their 
sentences  were  not  Imposed  for  treason 
alone,  and  a  special  ruling  of  the  crown 
will  be  required  to  bring  about  their  re- 
lease. 

Herr  Klofao,  Czech  radical  deputy, 
also  Is  still  held,  having  been  Informed 
that  he  is  accused  of  espionage  aa  well 
aa  treason.  The  Czechs  dispute  this, 
stating  he  was  Indicted  merely  for  trea- 
son.

TORONTO,  July  7.— Mechanical  and 
operating  officials  of  the  eastern  division 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  were  In 
conference  yesterday  at  the  King  Ed- 
ward Hotel,  presided  over  by  Alfred 
Price,  assistant  general  manager  of  the 
eastern  line*.

Fuel-saving  devices 
will  be  used  on  engines.  It  waa  pointed 
out  that  slower  trains  mean  proportion- 
ately leas  coal  consumption.  This  may 
mean  an  alteration  of  both  freight  and 
ached  alas. 
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LONDON,  July  7.— (By  K.  A.  Macken- 
zie.)— Revelations  concerning  the  treat- 
ment of  British  prisoners  in  Germany 
are  arousing  growing  resentment  here. 
Various  cases  are  reported  of  British 
officers  being  sentenced  to  several 
months'  confinement  as  a  reprisal  for 
the  supposed  mistreatment  of  German 
non-commissioned  officers  who  are  held 
by  the  British. 

Private  Frank  C.  Macdonald,  a  Cana- 
dian, who  arrived  in  England  after  his 
fourth  attempt  at  escape,  reports  ho 
was  sent  to  work  In  the  Augusta  Vic- 
toria mine  In  Westphalia.  This  is  like 
the  Black  Hole,  of  Calcutta.  The  bar- 
racks are  dirty  and  overcrowded  and  the 
beds  foul  and  swarming  with  vermin. 
The  conditions  are  worse  trfhn  slavery. 
Men  are  whipped ;for  the  smallest  mis- 
takes. The  Times  publishes  appalling 
stories  of  British  prisoners  behind  the 
German  front  in  the  West  and  In  Poland. 
These  confirm  and  amplify  the  strong- 
est statements  made. 

One  Canadian  sergeant  who  recently 
escaped  says  he  saw  a  number  of  men 
captured.  Some  were  sent  to  the  Hamel 
camp  after  being  absolutely  broken  In 
health  and  starved  and  beaten  while 
working  immediately  behind  the  Ger- 
man line  In  the  west. 

"They  arrived  In  such  a  weak  condi- 
tion," said  the  sergeant,  "that  they  had 
to  be  carried  from  the  station  hospital. 
I  myself  .helped  to  carry  ten  of  them. 
They,  were  in  a  terrible  state — human 
skeletons,  covered  with  vermin,  and  not 
one  of  them  could  walk.  They  had  been 
given  no  clothes.  I  never  saw  such 
looking  people.  While  working  behind 
the  lines  around  Cambral  they  received 
scarcely  enough  food  to  keep  body  and 
soul  together.  They  were  subject  to 
brutal  treatment  and  were  flogged  by 
their  guards." 

One  party  numbering  100  In  mid- 
January  was  reduced  to  sixty  in  March, 
the  remainder  collapsing,  many  dying  of 
starvation    and    ill-treatment. 

Tales  from  tha  Polish  front  are  even 
worse.  Five  hundred  British  were  kept 
In  such  a  condition  that  200  were  sent 
to  the  hospitals  badly  frost-bitten 
within  a  few  weeks,  many  dying.

OTTAWA,  July  7.— In  the  House  to- 
day Sir  Thomas  White  rose  to  reply  to 
certain  statements  made  in  tho  House 
yesterday  by  Sir  Sam  Hughes  in  re- 
gard to  himself.  After  expressing  re- 
gret that  he  was  not  present  when  the 
ex-Mlnlster  spoke.  Sir  Thomas  quoted 
from  Hansard  Sir  Sam's  remarks  to 
the  efTect  that  the  Minister  of  Finance 
had  on  one  occasion  remarked  to  him 
that  Canada  had  done  more  than  her 
share  In  aiding  England  and  that  he 
(Sir  Sam)  had  replied  that  "we  were 
not  fighting  for  England  but  for  the 
Allies  snd  humanity."  "I  desire  to  say," 
said  Sir  Thomas,  "that  such  a  state- 
ment Is  fiction  pure  and  simple.  It  Is 
absolutely  untrue  In  every  particular." 
He  added  that  such  a  statement  was 
entirely  contrary  to  his  views  and  his 
official  attitude  since  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war. 

Sir  Thomas  went  on  to  say  that  dur- 
ing the  fall  of  lil«  It  had  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Government  that 
In  certain  districts  the  vital  industries, 
such  as  coal  mining,  the  iron  and  steel 
business,  agriculture  and  the  manu- 
facture of  munitions  were  suffering 
because  of  the  fact  that  recruiting  was 
not  In  any  aense  selective.  Manx, 
skilled  mechanics  were  being  recruited 
and  It  was  Impossible  to  replace  them 
because  of  the  long  period  of  training 
recruits.  He  received  many  requests 
both  verbally  and  by  letter  In  regard 
to  the  matter  and  In  order  that  the  Is- 
sue might  not  depend  upon  the  word 
of  the  ex-Mlnlster  and  himself  he 
would  read  a  letter  he  had  written 
which  expressed  the  views  he  heML 

Sir  Thomas  then  read  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  him  on  February  If.  l»t«,  to  Mr. 
Ilsrmer.  of  the  Sawyer,  Maasey  Co, 
Hamilton.  In  which  he  stated  that  "the 
great  need  was  for  men  end  more 
men."  He  pointed  out  In  the  letter 
that  U  men  who  offered  to  gallst  were 


not  taken  the  effect  might  be  to  dis- 
courage recruiting  and  that  if  it  were 
possible  to  get  a  quick  decision  at  the 
front  it  would  be  desirable  to  do  so 
even  If  production  did  suffer  to  some 
extent. 

Sis  Thomas  f>ald  he  had  always  been 
inclined  to  the  view  that  In  order  that 
essential  Industries  should  not  be 
crippled  recruiting  should  be  on  the 
basis  of  compulsory  selective  conscrlp- 
tlon. 

"Always?"  queried  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurler. 

Sir  Thomas  replied  that  he  had 
stated  In  his  speech  on  the  hill  thai 
selective  conscription  was  the  fairest 
method  because  the  voluntary  system 
distributed  the  burden  unfairly.  He 
had  also  stated  that  conscription 
should  not  be  resorted  to  until  the 
need  was  imperative  because  of  the 
desirability  of  preserving  national 
unity.

Edmund  Burke,  who  Thomae  Do 
Quincy  described  as  tho  man  of  the 
largest  and  nneat  understanding  of  hie 
century,  speaking  of  the  Bible,  agJd:„ 

The  Scripture  fie  no  one  summary  of 
doctrines  regularly  digested,  tn*?Meh  a 
man  could  not  mistake  hie  way:  »•*•*> 
moot  venerable  but  moot  multifarious 
collection  of  the  rocorde  of  the  Divine 
economy — a  collection  of  an  Infinite  var- 
iety of  coomogny,  theology,  history, 
prophecy,  pealmody,  morality,  apologue, 
allegory,  leglalatlon,  ethics  carried 
through  different  books,  by  different  au- 
thors, »t  different  ogee,  for  different 
ends  and  purposes. 

This  is  probably  the  most  succinct 
yet  all-embracing  eummary  ever  put  in- 
to words  of  what  the  Bible  is.  The 
.  general  duty  of  Christianity  Is  to  sort 
*  out  what  Is  intended  as  sound  doctrine. 
The  question  i.  how  can  this  be  done  cost^  of 
and  who  are  thoee  properly  nusllned  to 
do  it,  and,  when  done,  how  can  the  great 
maes  of  humanity  be  brought  to  a  reali- 
sation of  what  should  be  their  perpetual 
obligation  in  a  spiritual  sense?  This  Is 
an  age-old  problem,  for  the  different  In- 
terpretations of  Scripture  have  been  the 
bases  of  the  many  Christian  faiths  and 
creeds  we  have  In  the  world  today.  The 
task  of  sorting  out  beliefs  and  determin- 
ing which  are  temporary  and  whlch^eter- 
nal  does  not  grow  easier.  Instead,  as 
far  as  any  purely  doctrinal  teachings 
ere  concerned,  the  task  becomes  harder 
because  of  the  increasing  number  of  re- 
ligions. If  there  was  but  one  interpre- 
tation of  the  doctrine  of  Holy  Writ  there 
would  be  but  one  religion  among  ClTrls- 
tlan  peoples,  but.  as  It  is.  the  steps  by 
which  we  seek  to  find  the  road  to  God 
are  multiplying  yearly. 

y[a  believe  that  the  craving  for  new 
beliefs,  or  perhapa  it  would  be  more  cor- 
rect to  say  for  new  versions  of  old  be- 
liefs, is  Induced  by  the  growth  of  what 
we  are  pleased  to  term  our  standard  of 
civilization.  The  world  Is  living  a*  a 
faster  pace  today  than  ever  In  the  past. 
The  thought  of  mankind  has  become 
more  concentrated  on  the  things  of 
earth.  Great  passions  and  high  thinking 
do  not  occupy  the  same  place  as  they 
once  did  In  humanity's  ken.  It  seeTns 
as  if  the  meaning  of  this  must  be  that 
while  there  is  more  material  comfort 
there  la  less  human  happiness  than 
when  there  were  fewer  religions  to  per- 
plex mankind.  Perhaps  the  explanation 
of  the  groping  after  new  modes  of  inter- 
preting faith  is  found  In  the  demand  for 
mental  excitement  superinduced  by  the 
physical  strain  of  these  times.  The 
problem  Is  how  far  our  search  after' 
such  scriptural  interpretatlona  Is  Inter- 
fering with  true  doctrine  and  weakening 
belief  lit,  the '-Divinity'  of  the  Oodhaad. 
All  we  know  Is  that  go  many  conflicting 
theologies  are.  being  spread  broadcast, 
and  they  are  attracting  so  many  adher- 
entsvthat  a  spirit  of  unrest  prevails,  and 
It  la  extremely  doubtful  If  the  multipli- 
cation of  religions  has  In  any  sense 
proved  a  common  blessing,  whatever  the 
ultimate  result  may  be.  In  things 
spiritual  this  Is  a  vexed  and  wandering 
generation,  but  If  all  Is  not  well  with  us 
now  it  Is  certain  that  the  search  for 
truth  is  a  hopeful  sign  of  the  times. 

As  long  as  a  religion  Is  serious,  whe- 
ther natural  or  revealed,  it  deserves  the 
closest  study,  for  within  its  tsnets  may 
lie  the  germ  of  some  eternal  truth, 
which,  when  applied,  will  awake  human- 
ity With  a  trumpet  blast.  There  is  a 
greater  spirit  of  tolerance  among  relig- 
ions today  than  In  the  past.  The  mutual 
hatred  of  Christian  congregations  Is  dis- 
appearing. It  Is  inspiring  to  think  of 
this  aspect  of  out  theological  history 
and'  Its  ultimate  possibility,  for  It  may 
be  that  the  road  we  are  travelling  will 
lead  to  a  common  understanding  that  It 
Is  "the  glorious  and  distinguishing  pre- 
rogative of  humanity  to  be  a  religious 
creators." 

As  long  as  mankind,  In  the  Incertitude 
of  Interpreting  the  Bible,  holds  as  true 
the  doctrine  of  Redemption  and  bellevee 
with  an  Impeccable  faith  In  the  sound- 
lees  depths  of  God's  eternal  mercy;  as 
loaf  aa  the  practice  of  right  living  Is 
followed  and  the  dictates  of  conscience 
k  obeyed,  ao  long  shall  there  be  a  noble 
and  comprehensive  interpretaton  of  the 
Book  of  Books.  As  Kdmund  Burke  points 
out,  the  8crlptures— and  by  these  we 
mean  both  Old  and  New  Testament — 
were  written  by  different  authors,  at  dif- 
ferent ages  for  different  ends  and  pur- 
poses. Never  forget  this,  and  never  try 
to  And  some  hidden  meaning  la  every 
verse.  It  Is  tho  lelt  motif  thst  runs 
through  the  Bible  which  should  dom- 
inate the  Impressions  conveyed  by  any 
particular  record  of  the  Divine  Economy. 
Faith,  hope  and  charity,  the  triumph  of 
good  over  evil,  the  belief  In  tho  resur- 
rection of  the  dead  and  In  tho  Ineffable 
love  and  forgiveness  of  He  who  Is  all 
powerful  to  sawo  should  bo  tho  resonant 
themea  we  asooslato  with  any  attempt 
to  Interpret  the  Divine  Word.  There 
are  things  that  we  can  never  understand 
ts>  this  Ufa,  tor  only  to  some    and  those

Sir  Robert  Borden  has  made  an  ex- 
cellent move  In  prohibiting  all  gambling 
on  race  tracks  for  the  balance  of  the 
war.  Eight  years  ago  wo  had  an  apt 
Illustration  out  here  nf  how  harmful  the 
practice  Is.  hSwi^t  retards  business  and 
depreciates  the  public  morals.  It  Is  a 
method  of  dissipation  that  Canada  can 
well  afford  to  dispense  with  in  these 
years  of  trial,  when  all  the  nation's  en- 
deavor should  be  directed  towards  win- 
ning the  war.  Race  track  gambling. 
practised  as  it  Is  at  different  points  in 
Quebec  and  Ontario,  must  have  had  a 
considerable  effect  In  diverting  men's 
minds  from  the  sterner  duties  of  tho 
time,  upon  which  too  much  attention 
cannot  be  concentrated  If,  In  this  war, 
we  are  to  be  worthy  of  ourselves. 

Tho  Prime  Minister  has  performed  a 
patriotic  act,  but  to  our  way  of  think- 
ing he  should  have  done  more.  The 
principal  of  stock  exchange  gambling  is 
not  a  right  one  In  war  time.  Sending 
up  "the  prices  on  the  market  is  anything 
but  a  patriotic  act,  for  It  is  responsible 
In  no  small  measure  for  the  Increased 

lng. If   anyone    Is    able    to 

show  that  gambling  on  stock  exchanges 
Is  necessary  In  the  nation's  economic 
life  it  will  afford  us  pleasure  to  print 
any  reasons  that  can  be  adduced.  For 
our  own  part  we  cannot  see  its  advan- 
tages, especially  at  a  time  like  this.  It 
can  hardly  be  dented  that  there  are 
thousands— and  among  them  some  of 
our  well-to-do  citizens — who  are  dally 
engaged  In  "playing  the  stock  ex- 
change." The  money  that  is  used  for 
this  end  would  be  better  employed  in 
legitimate  Investments,  or  In  helping  to 
build  up  the  country.  Instead  It  Is 
tied  up  in  protecting  shares  that  are 
bought  on  margin.  The  men  who  make 
their  life  Interest  a  matter*  of  punting 
mi  the  stock  exchange  rarely  take  a  serl- 
out  part  In  civic  development.  If 
such  people  were  giving  tho  same 
thought  and  attention  to  Industry  and 
commerce,  how  much  better  the  nation 
might  be  through  the  employment  of 
their  bratns  and  wealth. 

The  most  serious  aspect  of  this  stock 
exchange  gambling — for  It  can  be  char- 
acterised by  no  other  name — Is  that  In 
war  time  the  speculation  feature  is  all 
the  more  attractive,  and  any  wild  ru- 
mor, or  happening  of  first-rate  Import- 
ance, Is  used  for  elevating  or  depressing 
prices.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  tho 
great  bulk  of  business  on  the  different 
stock  exchanges  is  pursly  speculative. 
An  enormous  amount  of  capital,  which 
should  be  set  free  for  the  war  time 
needs  of  the  nation.  Is  thus  tied  up,  so 
that  certain  wealthy  men;  and  some- 
times poor,  ones  who  have  a  little 
loose  money,  may  have  excitement  with 
the  chance  of  profit 
-  The  legitimate  purchase  and  sale  of 
shares  on  stock  exchanges  should  con- 
tinue during  the  war  lust  as  in  peace 
times,  but  suoh  transactions  should  bo 
under  Government  supervision.  It  is 
the  gambling  element,  caused  by  the 
manipulation  of  prices,  that  should  bo 
discontinued.  We  venture  to  say  that 
a  very  definite  step  In  the  direction  of 
reducing  the  coat  of  living  will  be  taken 
If  stock  exchange  gambling  Is  pro- 
hibited. This  form  of  speculation, 
which  has  Its  ramifications  throughout 
the  country,  Is  every  whit  as  deterior- 
ating in  Its  Influence  as  gambling  at 
race  meets,  which  will  cease  on  August 
1.  It  Is  a  matter  to  which  early  at- 
tention should  be  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment  > 


such  aa  that  of  yesterday,  in  the  future 
the  number  should  not  be  Increased  to 
S00  or  even  in  the  course  of  time  to 
2,000.  The  development  of  airplanes 
means  that  Britain  is  no  longer  an 
island,  and  that  ahe  must  deviae  means 
of  meeting  the  new  peril. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  owing  to  the 
great  height  at  which  raiding  machines 
By.  It  ia  impossible  to  reach  them  with 
anti-aircraft  guns  and  difficult  to  en- 
gage them  with  other  airplanes,  for  by 
the  time  the  latter  can  rise  the  enemy 
has  turned  for  home.  A  sensible  sug- 
gestion that  has  been  put  forward  Is 
that  the  enemy  should  be  kept  so  busy 
defending  his  own  military  establish- 
ments that  he  will  have  no  time  to  In- 
vade England.  But  "there  IS  another 
remedy  that  would  be  even  more  effica- 
cious. When  the  Germans  are  driven 
from  Belgium  and  Northern  France  they 
will  be  forced  to  fall  back  on  Heligoland 
ae  a  Jumplng-off  point  for  their  attacks. 
In  other  words,  make  the  ground  over 
which  the  enemies'  machines  must  tra- 
vel a  hostile  camp.  It  is  because  of 
thle  condition  that  It  Is  so  difficult,  and 
of  little  military  advantage,  for  French 
and  British  machines  to  bombard  Ger- 
man towns  as  they  are  passing  along 
hostile  airways  all  the  way.  That,  too, 
Is  the  reason  why  attacks  on  Paris  have 
ceased. 

In  considering  methods  to  cope  with 
the  aerial  menace  Britain  must  on  no 
account  weaken  her  air  forces  at  the 
front,  for  they  are  doing  a  magnificent 
work  which  must  be  continued  and  in- 
creased in  scope.  The  lines  of  com- 
munication between  England  and  the 
battlefront  must  also  be  guarded.  Bri- 
tain will  have  to  devise  means  of  se- 
curing better  warning  of  the  approach 
of  hostile  craft  and  will  have  to  have 
large  numbers  of  machines  ready  to  rise 
and  meet  them  and  prevent  them  reach- 
ing their  objectives.  Iluy  weather  of- 
ten makes  this  difficult,  but  some  system 
better  than  that  now  in  force  should  be 
perfected.  In  addition,  not  scores  but 
hundreds  of  machines  should  be  sent  out 
to  destroy  the  German  airdromes  in 
Belgium,  which  Is  the  starting  point  of 
all  recent  raids  on  England.  No  doubt 
efforts  to  this  end  are  being  made,  and 
when  they  are  perfected  greater  security 
will  prevail.  But,  Just  as  In  the  case  of 
submarines,  airplanes  will  continue  a 
menace  to  life  and  property  throughout 
the  war.  Neither  danger  Is' one  that  can 
be  entirely  eliminated  through  the  mea- 
sures of  protection  can  be  vastly  Im- 
proved.

The  Importance  of  the  recurring  riots 
and  strikes  In  Germany,  of  which  reports 
come  through  Amsterdam,  should  not  be 
exaggerated.  It  is  doubtful  if  they  are 
political  in  any  sense  of  the  word.  Most 
have  been  brought  about  by  reductions 
In  the  food  rations,  which  about  this 
time  are  reaching  their  minimum  Just 
prior  to  the  gathering  of  the  harvest.

Aerial  activity  is  steadily  grow- 
ing greater,  and  on  the  battlefront 
the  enemy  is  showing  more  enterprise 
and  daring  than  for  some  months  past. 
British  machines  are  engaged  every  day 
in  bombing  airdromes,  ammunition  de- 
pots, railways,  and  other  military  estab- 
lishments behind  the  German  lines,  a 
work  which  is  playing  a  very  Important 
part  In-  Insuring  the  success  of  offen- 
sives. For  a  long  time  It  was  rare  for 
German  machines  to  fly  oyer  the  British 
lines.  This  may  have  been  through  a 
shortage  of  airplanes  or  the  need  of  se- 
curing and  training  the  right  kind  of 
pilots.  Yesterday  more  courage  was 
shown,  so  that  It  seems  thst  Germany 
Is  making  another  of  many  attempts 
during  the  war  to  reassert  herself  In  the 
air.  But  the  honors  of  the  day  rested 
with  the  British,  who  along  the  battle- 
front  brought  down  eight  of  the  enemy's 
msohlnes    and    drove    down    six    others, 

losing  only  five  In  "the  operations.  " 
• 
The  air  raid  on  London  evidently  in- 
flicted severe  material  damage,  while 
the  casualties  were  also  heavy.  It  was 
notable  from  three  standpoints:  that  It 
was  carried  out  la  broad  daylight  over 
the  heart  of  London;  that  tho  Germans 
showed  on  in t rapidity  and  precision  as- 
sociated with  none  of  their  former  raids 
over  England,  and  that  they  descended 
low  down  In  order  to  reach  their  objec- 
tives. On  the  return  voyage  four  of 
tho  enemy's  machines  wore  brought 
down.  It  has  boon  proved  by  recent 
happenings  thst  the  aeroplane  and  not 
the  seppeltn  Is  the  moat  dangerous  air 
Invader.  With  the  growth  In  number 
of  tho  machines  being  used  them  Is  no 
why.  If  twenty  oaa  snake  a  raid 


During  the  last  few  months  three  of 
the  Important  officials  of  the  Provincial 
Government  have  resigned  and  accepted 
more  lucrative  positions  In  civil  life- 
There  are,  of  course,  criticisms  of  men 
who  do  that  kind  of  thing,  and  the 
reason  is  that  in  the  majority  of  cases 
they  have  been  largely  educated  at  the 
expense  of  the  State,  and  should,  by  a 
sort  of  indirect  moral  reasoning,  give 
their  services  to  the  State.  There  is 
a  weakness  In  our  educational  system 
In  that  regard.  Years  ago,  the  young 
man  who  waa  ambitious  In  one  way  and 
another  managed  to  work  his  way 
through  life.  After  he  passed  through 
the  public  school  he  managed  by  teach- 
ing school  or  In  some  other  way  to  make 
enough  money  to  pass  him  through  the 
University  or  a  technical  school,  but 
what  he  did  was  the  result  of  his  own 
efforts,  and  he  was  entitled  to  shape  his 
own  course  In  after  life.  lie  was  usual- 
ly a  success.  Today  we  not  only  sup- 
ply a  youth  with  the  fundamentals  ifut 
'we  go  much  further.  We  take  him  at 
the  public  expense  to  the  top  of  the 
tree.  He  graduates  as  a  doctor,  an  en- 
gineer, an  agriculturist,  or  something 
else,  and  usually  obtains  a  position  In 
the  Government  service,  in  whlclT'fipV 
ciallsts  are  In  demand.  In  any  event. 
If  at  all  fitted  for  practical  work,  he  Is 
taken  hold  of  by  a  private  corporation. 
He  ceases  to  feel  any  obligation  to  the 
8tato  which  nurtured  him.  In  other 
words,  he  obtains  special  advantages 
over  the  ordinary  boy  who,  after  leav- 
ing the  public  school  has  to  "rustle",  for 
himself. 

The  point  is  not  that,  indirectly,  the 
educating  of  men  for  special  vocations 
may  in  Itself  be  sufficient  Justification 
for  the  efforts  of  the  State  as  a  contribu- 
tion to  development.  The  point  is  that 
when  a  young  man  succeeds  In  some 
public  capacity  he  Is  taken  up  by  a 
corporation  and  the  State  loses  him. 
One  reason  for  that  Is,  so  far  as  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Is  concerned,  political  con- 
ditions are  so  uncertain  that  no  mat- 
ter how  competent  or  how  conscientious 
he  may  be,  he  has  no  guarantee  of  a 
permanency  In  the  civil  service.  He  Is 
subject  to  all  kinds  of  criticism,  snd  if 
political  considerations  prevail  he  is 
liable  to  be  removed  on  some  pretence 
In  order  that  someone  else  may  be  ap- 
pointed In  his  place.  Until  we  get  the 
civil  service,  both  Inside  and  outside, 
quite  free  from  political  Influence  nnd 
placed  under  competent  Independent  su- 
pervision, there  can  be  no  guarantee  of 
keeping  valuable  men  In  the  employ  of 
the  Government,  and  until  such  time  we 
cannot  blame  specialists  for  taking  cov- 
er in  a  private  way  while  tho  oppor- 
tunity la  good.  In  Germany — and  not- 
withstanding our  prejudice  against  Ger- 
mans at  the  present  time,  there  Is  much 
we  can  learn  from  them— they  national- 
Ac  brains,  and  a  man  who  shapes  his 
course  properly  is  definitely  retained  aa 
part  Of  tho  state  machinery.  Wo  either 
should  encourage  boys  and  girls  to  hoe 
their  own  way  In  life.  or.  under  a  sys- 
tem of  state  education,  utilise  their  ser- 
vices ao  part  of  tho  State  organisation. 


The  Food  Controller's  first  public  ut- 
terance gives  some  facts  and  figures 
that  should  prove  a  great  Incentive  to 
thrift.  It  is  in  wheat  and  its  products 
that  the  saving  must  be  effected  by  the 
people  of  this  country,  so  that  the  Al- 
lies in  Europe  may  not  face  starvation. 
We  are  now  feeling  the  pinch' of  war  In 
this 'country,  but  as  yet  the  people  have 
not  fully  awakened  to  tho  fact.  Our 
public  bodies  have  been  slow  in  preach- 
ing the  gospel  of  conservation,  and  the 
City  Council  a"*  few  months  ago  offered 
only  the  scantiest  consideration  to  a  re- 
request  for  support  from  the  Household 
Economics  Committee,  which  is  doing 
an  excellent  work  in  the  community.  It 
is  essential  that  a  different  spirit  be 
shown  in  the  future.

The  Dominions  aad  India. 
General  Smuts  knows — no  man  better 
— the  dangers  which  lurked  In  the  ano- 
malous relations  between  the  Domin- 
ions and  India.  He  as  much  as  any 
statesman  of  the  Empire  must  rejoice 
at  the  better  promise  which  is  Implicit 
in  the  representation  of  India  at  the 
Imperial  Cabinet;  and  he  had,  we  may 
conjecture,  his  full  share  In  the  happy 
establishment  of  cordial  relations  be- 
tween the  representatives  of  the  Domin- 
ions and  of  India- — The  Times. 


The  PoUoy  of  Safety. 
As  Mr.  Lloyd-George  remarked  late- 
ly, we  must  lay  our  plans  on  the  as- 
sumption that  we  may  fail  to  discover 
anything  to  put  down  submarines. 
That  is  the  policy  of  safety.  We  must 
build,  build,  build,  devoting  to  the  move- 
ment the  maximum  amount  of  organiz- 
ing energy,  labor  and  material.  The  ex- 
tent of  the  effort  put  forth  In  the  next 
few  months  will  determine  the  degree 
of  economic  strain  which  the  nation 
must  support  while  striving  ceaselessly 
towards  Its  goal. — London  Dally  Tele- 
graph. 


The    Imperial    Cabinet. 

People  are  begining  to  talk  of  the 
Imperial  Cabinet  as  though  it  were  a 
final  solution  of  the  constitutional  pro- 
blem of  the  Empire.  That  is  a  mistake 
which  cannot  be  passed  by,  though  in 
practice  it  does  not  make  very  much 
difference  while  the  war  lasts.  The 
Prime  Minister's  Statement  should 
haye  been  warning  enough  against  any 
error  of  the  kind.  He  Hexplalned  that 
"the  experiment  of  constltutng  an  Im- 
perial Cabinet,  In  which  India  was  re- 
presented,  had   been  so  fruitful 

that  It  ought  to  be  perpetuated."  But  he 
was  careful  so  say  that  "we  did  not  at- 
tempt to  settle"  the  "constitutional  de- 
velopments" to  which  Its  establishment 
might  lead.

The  Imperial 
Cabinet,  In  other  words,  does  not  settle 
the  constitutional  problem;  It  prevents 
It  from  being  an  awkward  obstacle 
while  the  war  lasts.

Notification  has  been  received  by 
Constable  and  Mrs.  Nesbltt,  of  ASS 
Hampshire  Road,  Oak  Bay,  of  the  death 
at  the  front  of  Mrs.  Neabltt's  brother, 
Pte.  William  Dunlop.  Pte.  Dunlop,  ac- 
cording to  the  cablegram  from  the  War 
Records  Office,  I»ndoit,  was  killed  near 
Bullecourt,  France,  on  May  S,  In  an  en- 
gagement preceding  the  taking  of  that 
village  by  the  British  troops  a  few  days 
later.  He  was  a  member  of  the  4th  Bat- 
talion, First  Brigade,  Australian  con- 
tingent. He  was  also  a  veteran  of  the 
South   African   War. 

While  Pte.  Dunlop  wasMn  this  city  for 
nearly  nine  years,  and  had  many  friends 
her*  as  well  as  several  relatives,  he 
was  a  native  of  piasgow,  and  it  was 
from  that  city  that  he  volunteered  for 
the  South  African  War,  becoming  a 
member  of  the  60th  Rifles.  With  this 
unit  he  saw  much  of  the  fighting  on  the 
Tugela  River,  and  was  one  of  the  rew 
Who  survived  of  the  storming  party  In 
the  famous  assault  on  Splon  Kop.  He 
was  also  among  the  first  troops  to  en- 
ter Ladysmith  after  the  cavalry  had  ef- 
fected .Its  relief. 


News  has  been  received  here  of  the 
death  of  Lce.-Cpl.  R.  W.  McGregor,  of 
Duncan.  He  was  attached  to  39th 
Canadian  Tramway  Corps,  and  died  of 
wounds  at  No.  6  Canadian  Casualty 
Clearing  Station.  He  was  burled  in 
the  cemetery  nearby. 

Lce.-Cpl.  McGregor  enlisted  from 
Duncan  in  the  88th  Battalion  In  April, 
19if..

COMPULSION  URGED 

BY  BOYS  IN  FRANCE 

In  a  letter  from  Sergt.  Ovington  Watt 
to  his  parents  here,  the  following  will 
be  of  interest  as  voicing  the  opinion  of 
the  Canadian  soldiers  at  tha  front  and 
In  England  in  regard  to  conscription. 
It  Is  written  on  the  eve  of  his  depar- 
ture for  the  front,  and  dated  from  the 
let  Canadian  Reserve  Battalion,  Seaford, 
Sussex,  June  15: 

"As  you  may  well  imagine,  every 
available  man  is  needed  these  days  and 
reinforcements  from  Canada  seem  prac- 
tically nil  now.  Just  how  we  are  going 
to  keep  our  divisions  M)  up  to  strength 
Is  a  pusile  indeed.  You  will  certainly 
do  the  right  thing  over  there  if  you 
put  the  Conscription  Bill  through.  This 
Is  the  opinion  of  all  of  us  here.  Bring 
the  slackers  to  the  Isst  man  out.  It 
will  be  a  poor  figure  Canada  will  cut  If 
she  cannot  maintain  her  present  strength 
in  the  field.  Then  there  Is  the  question 
of  backing  up  the  boys  who  have  en- 
dured so  much  and  especially  those  who 
have  gone  before."

Fisheries    Held*    Pivot    Meeting 

at    Vsneouver 

Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson  leaves  today  for 
Vancouver  where  he  will  meet  Mr.  W. 
Sand  ford    Evans   and    Mr.    V.    T.   Jamesi 

tie  confreres  on  the  Roysl  Commission 
hlch  has  been  apolnted  to  Investigate 
the  situation  In  regard  to  the  northern 
fisheries  of  British  Columbia.  Mr. 
Evans  Is  chairman  of  the  commission. 
The  first  meeting  will  be  held  at  Tan- 
imivfr  Jomorrow  and  will  be  devoted 
chiefly  ™o  organisation.  The  Province 
will  be  represented  at  the  Inquiry  by 
Mr.  J.  P.  Babcock.  deputy  commissioner 
of  fisheries,  on  Instructions  from  Pre- 
mler   Brewater. 

As  the  Inquiry  affects  the  fisheries  of 
the  northern  waters  only  It  Is  hardly 
likely  that  any  sessions  will  be  held  In 
Victoria 


While  as  yet  a  hint  has  not  bean 
forthcoming  as  to  when  the  Govern- 
ment proposes  to  hold  the  by-elections 
in  Albernl.  Newcastle  and  Vancouver, 
rumor  has  it  that  there  Is  every  like- 
lihood that  the  election  In  the  first- 
named  riding  may  be  held  much  earlier 
than  it  was  generally  expected.  Increas- 
ed political  activity  in  that  constitu- 
ency would  Indicate  that  the  rumor  la 
well-founded. 

While,  it  is  stated,  the  preparation 
of  the  new  lists  in  Vancouver  will  re- 
quire from  six  to  eight  weeks,  and  con- 
sequently It  will  not  be  possible  to  hold 
the  by-election  In  that  city  to  fill  the 
vacancy  ocaaioned  by  the  death  of  the 
late  Hon.  Ralph  Smith  until  after  the 
August  session  of  the  House,  no  such 
delay  la  necessary  in  Albernl,  where 
the  list  la  a  comparatively  small  one, 
and  will  not  take  long  to  print.  In 
fact,  it  is  stated,  the  work  of  prepar- 
ing the  new  list  for  Albernl  will  com- 
mence within  a  day  or  two,  and  the 
rumor  has  It  that  the  by-election  there 
v.  ill  be  sprung  within  the  next  ten  days, 
in  that  case  it  will  be  the  first  at 
which  the  newly  enfranchised  women 
in  that  riding  will  be  enabled  to  vote; 
and,  in  fact,  the  first  riding  In  the 
province  to  allow  the  fair  sex  an  op- 
portunity to  cast  their  ballots. 
Mewcaatls   last   Short 

The  Newcastle  list  will  not  be  a  long 
one,  and  could  probably  be  prepared  in 
tlm*  for  a  by-election  before  the 
House  re-assembles  on  August  14  next, 
-but  there  the  Government  party  is  in 
no  shape  for  an  election,  and  while 
there  is  no  lack  of  aspirants  for  politi- 
cal honors,  none  Is  in  sight  who  can 
defeat  Mr.  J.  H.  Hswthornthwalte,  the 
Independent  candidate,  whose  .  chances, 
his  friends  aver,  are  so  favorable  that 
his  election  is  a  certainty,  something 
tha  Government  forces  dread  but  which, 
fioTb  the  present  outlook,  they  will  be 
entirely    unable    to   prevent. 

Albernl,  then,  apepars  to  be  the  only 
riding  in  which  an  early  by-election 
promises  results  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  Government,  the  more  so  as  the 
opposition  has  not  as  yet  decided  upon 
a  csndldate,  and  a  rushed-on  election 
would  find  it  at  a  disadvantage.  There, 
too,  the  Government  by  hurrying  on  an 
election  would  not  repeat  the  mistake 
It  made  at  the  recent  by-election  in 
Victoria,  when  the  Government,  which 
has  repeatedly  declared  Its  whole- 
souled  solicitude  and  anxiety  that  the 
women  should  exercise  the  franchise 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  side- 
stepped Its  promises  on  the  plea  that 
the  new  voters'  list  could  not  be  pre- 
pared and  rushed  on  the  election,  with 
the  result  that  the  women  of  Victoria, 
who  otherwise  would  have  had  the 
honor  of  being  the  first  to  exercise 
their  new  franchise,  were  unable  to  do 
so,  much  to  their  disgust.  A  by-elec- 
tion In  Albernl,  at  which  the  women 
would  be  enabled  to  vote  so  that  they 
would  have  a  voice  In  electing  a  candi- 
date to  the  coming  session,  might  be 
deemed  a  politic  move  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  make  amends  for  the  abrupt 
manner  in  whloli  the  claims  of  the  wo- 
men In  Victoria  were  Ignored. 
Interest  Increasing 

That  interest  is  Increasing  In  mat- 
ters political  In  the  AlSernl  riding  Is 
Indicated  by  the  fact  that  Mr.  W.  J. 
Bowser,  leader  of  the  opposition,  spent 
several  days  In  the  riding  during  the 
past  week  conferring  with  leaders  of 
the  Conservative  party  there.  He  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Burdick. 
While  they  were  on  their  way  back  to 
Victoria,  Hon.  William  Sloan,  Minister 
of  Mines,  and  Hon.  Dr.  King,  Minister 
of  Public  Works,  were  en  route  to  the 
same  riding,  ostensibly  to  look  into  the 
matter  of  applications  for  trails  to  a 
number  of  mineral  \  bearing  sections 
which  are  now  the  centre  Of  mining 
activity.  But  while  on  the  trip  the 
two  miniaters  did  not  fall  to  examine 
into  the  political  situation  and  meet  a 
number  of  stalwarts  In  that  section 
where  Mr.  Bledsoe  of  Albernl  has  been 
nominated  as  Liberal  candidate.  It  is 
ssld  thst  the  advice  the  ministers  re- 
ceived from  the  Liberals  of  the  riding 
was  to  hurry  along  the  election  before 
the  opposition  forces  had  decided  upon 
their  candidate.  Hon.  Dr.  King  return- 
ed to  the  city  yesterday  morning,  and 
Hon.  Mr.  Sloan  will  be  back  tomorrow 
morning*.  Doubtless  their  advice,  based 
upon  the  representations  of  the  party 
leaders  In  the  West-coast  riding,  will 
have  weight  in  determining  what  action 
the  Government  will  take  with  respect 
to  an  early  election.

vice,  will  be  Initiated.  Both  the  rail- 
way company  and  the  street  railway 
employees  will  be  represented  at  the  in- 
vestigation, which  will  probably  con- 
tinue for  some  days. 

Professor  Shortt  will  also  visit  Vic- 
toria and  confer  with  Premier  Brew- 
ater. He  was  the  author  of  the  new 
Civil  Service  Act.  passed  at,  the  recent 
session  of  the  Legislature,  an  Act  which 
the  Government  has  not  as  yet  brought 
Into  effect.  Be  far  the  appointment  of 
the  Commissioner  by  whom  the  Act  will 
be  sdmtnlstered  hss  not  been  named, 
and  great  secrecy  as  to  the  individual  to 
whom  the  position  will  go.  a  position 
for  which  there  has  been  no  lack  of 
applicants.  Is  being  maintained. 

It  Is  no  secret  that  Premier  Brewster 
would  be  delighted  if  Professor  Shortt 
would  himself  accept  the  office,  but  the 
letter's  position  at  Ottawa  as  a  member 
of  the  Dominion  Civil  Sat  vice  Commis- 
sion Is  a  more  Important  one,  and  while. 
It  Is  stated,  the  Provincial  office  la  his 
If  he  desires  It.  he  does  not  feel  that  he 
can  leave  his  work  In  the  Bast. 

It  Is  probable  that  the  appointment  of 
the  Provincial  Commissioner  will  be 
soon  rmsde.  and  that  In  tha  selection  of 
a  man  for  the  position  -Professor 
Shortt 's  recommendations  will  hear 
groat  weight  with  the  Government.

I  was  privileged  to  be  one  of  a  small 
party  Invited  to  an  outing  in  a  motor 
one  afternoon  last  week,  and  I  am 
prompted  to  write  a  few  lines  in  con- 
sequence of  what  I  saw  in  my  25-mlle 
ride. 

Our  first  objective  point  was  Cordova 
Bay,  via  Mount  Tolmie.  To  my  surprise 
there  is  a  miniature  park  belonging  to 
the  tram  company  In  graas  and  well 
taken  care  of.  Cordova  Bay  la  quite  a 
little  settlement  of  neat  cottages  with 
refreshment  stands.  The  cottages  are 
continued  along  the  beach  of  the  bay 
for  a  distance,  and  altogether  It  seemed 
an  Ideal  place  to  spend  the  Summer 
months.  On  our  way  to  Cordova  Bay 
ws  passed  many  patches  of  cultivated 
land,  some  of  the  sections  of  farms  dat- 
ing back  to  pioneer  days,  one  of  which 
was  "Cloverdale,"  the  home  of  Dr.  Tol- 
f  mle'a  family  which  dates  back  over  65 
years.  I  had  been  out  there  when  In  my 
youth,  and  it  was  many,  many  years 
ago,  and  I  hardly  recognised  the  country 
especially  as  we  passed  on  to  Oordon 
Head,  where  we  passed  fields  and  acres 
of  strawberries,  on  to  Uplands,  and  Cad- 
boro  Bay. 

Here  It  was  a  revelation  to  see  the 
yachts  at  anchor  with  boat  houses  and 
pleasure  boats  and  the  distant  view  of 
the  steamers  from  Vancouver  passing 
by  on  their  way  to  victoria.  The  sun 
was  shining  on  this  scene,  which  made 
it  all  a  thing  of  beauty,  which  Is  of 
course  a  Joy  for  ever.  We  next  passed 
through  the  "Uplands,"  the  site  of  the 
Uplands  Farm  of  1869,  one  of  the  scenes 
of  my  boyhood.  I  remember  so  well 
when  In  company  of  James  Douglas,  my 
school  friend  of  the  old  Colonial  school 
days,  X  visited  the  farm  and  received 
the  hospitality  of  Mrs.  Leigh;  those 
were  days  worth  remembering.  Ws  next 
came  to  Oak  Bay.  passing  on  and  round 
the  Oolf  Links,  the  Ross  Bay  Cemetery, 
Beacon  Hill  Park,  and  from  there  home 
to  "Dlngley  Dell,"  Victoria  Arm.  It  re- 
vived memories  of  the  past  and  I  felt 
refreshed  and  the  better  for  it.  Now 
for  my  observations  on  what  I  saw.  Of 
late  we  have  received  many  lectures 
and  warnings  on  the  subject  of  doing 
our  bit  for  the  war,  by  cultivating  the 
vacant  land  in  the  production  of  vege- 
tables or  food  of  any  kind.  So  I  start- 
ed out  to  take  notice  of  all  the  land 
under  cultivation  on  our  way,  as  I  am 
doing  my  bit  In  this  line  myself. 

Wen*  in  a  way  I  was  pleased  to  see 
so  many  fields  under  cultivation,  many 
of  which  were  In  potatoes,  which  may 
be  classed  as  a  "staff  of  Ufa"  next  to 
bread.  As  I  said  I  was  very  pleased, 
but  there  was  another  thing  I  noticed, 
and  that,  was  that  the  tillers  "of  the 
soil  and  the  drawers  of  water  that  made 
these  fields  a  pleasant  sight  were  Chi- 
nese. Now  I  am  not  objecting  to  this, 
on  the  contrary.  It  was  the  correct 
thing,  for  they  are  born  gardeners,  so 
much  so  that  the  Old  Country  has  10,000 
of  them  today  cultivating  the  fields  of 
England,  while  the  English  farm  hands 
are  fighting  In  France.  What  would 
they  have  done  without  them?  and  also 
In  Franca  where  there  are  60,000  at 
work.  Is  it  not  a  matter  for  thankful- 
ness they  were  to  be  got  to  save  the 
situation T  As  I  on  a  former  occasion 
stated  that  In  the  early  days  of  British 
Columbia,  here  in  the  outskirts  of  Vic- 
toria hundreds  of  acres  of  swamp  lands 
were  reclaimed  by  the  Chinese,  and  put 
under  cultivation,  thus  supplying  Vic- 
toria with  good  and  cheap  vegetables. 
This  was  continued  until  the  boom, 
when  these  vegetable  farms  were  cut 
up  into  city  lots,  and  many  now  grow 
wooden  pegs  or  weeds,  sad  I  am  glad 
to  say  also  some  pretty  cot  taxes 

What  a  beautiful  country  Is  this  our 
heritage!  I  thought,  as  the  different 
views  along  the  coast  cams  Into  view. 
In  all  my  visits  to  Southern  California 
I  saw  nothing  to  compare  with  It  and 
It  will  assuredly  bear  lots  of  advertis- 
ing.

j Y  felt  that  I  was  going  to  attend  on*  some  humor  sketches,  the  -*«•«  to  he 
•t  the  most  notable  fathering*  ever 
held  fey  the  National  Council  of  Women 
of  Canada,  but  whan  I  reached.  Winni- 
peg and  sensed  the  attitude  of  those 
women  of  the  Middle  West  I  knew  that 
upon  the  outcome  of  this  meeting  would 
depend  the  future  of  the  Council  repre- 
senting the  organised  womanhood  of 
the  Dominion  now  numbering  ovtr  166,- 
000,  and  I  asked  myself  would  It  fulfil 
the  hopes  which  circled  around  it  and 
rise  to  the  opportunities  presented  of 
welding  together  East  end  West,  Far 
East  and  Leujt  Went  In  one  homogeneous 
whole?     Time  alone  could  tell. 

Over  200  delegates  were  present  from 
all  parte  of  the  Dominion,  and  were  wel- 
comed by  Sir  James  Alklns  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in  a  brilliant  and  moat 
patriotic  speech. 

There  Is  one  thing  I  must  mention, 
and  that  le  my  deep  regret  that  the  Vic- 
toria City  Council  did  not  realise  the 
Importance  of  aendlng  a  representative. 
We  muet  not  wonder  if  we  are  over- 
looked, and  Victoria  figurative!*  "wiped 
off  the  map"  at  these  national  gather- 
Inge  when  we  do  not  take  the  trouble 
to  he  on  the  epot. 

The  meetings  were  held  In  the  Uni- 
versity Buildings,  formerly  the  old  »w 
courts,  on  Kennedy  Street,  and  were 
moot    admirably    aulted    for    the       pur-

nor  with  that  of  the  corresponding  sec- 
retaries as  they  will  appear  In  the  Year 
Book,  which  will  be  ready  for  distribu- 
tion by  August  1. 

Sew    Applicants 

At  our  first  national  executive  meet- 
ing three  new  societies  applied  for  af- 
filiation: The  AUnmnae  of  Queen's 
University,  the  Women  Grain  Growers' 
Association  of  Saskatchewan,  and*  the 
Ontario  Women's  Liberal  Association, 
but  their  reception  was  hotly  opposed 
by  several  members. 

The  first  because  It  was  not  a  national 
organisation,  the  second  because  It  was 
wholly  provincial,  and  the  third  because 
It  was  essentially  provincial  and  po- 
litical. 

It  was  at  this  meeting  that  I  made 
my  maiden  speech  In  support  of  these 
societies  being  received,  and  they  were 
Anally  all  admitted  by  a  small  majority 
vote.  First,  because  a  University 
Alumnae  Is  national  and  Its  branches 
can  affiliate.  Second,  because  the  Wo- 
men Grain  Growers'  Association  will 
embrace  all  agricultural  provinces  even- 
tually, and  third,  because  the  platform 
of  the  National  Council  Is  broad  enough 
to  admit  women  of  all  parties  and 
creeds. 


The  information  brought  out  by  the 
discussion  on  the  first  resolution  on 
the  agenda  was  vary  instructive,  Mrs. 
Boomer  making  a  most  characteristic 
speech  when  moving  It.  The  women  In 
one  large  city  had  pledged  themselves 
to  attend  the  "movies"  and  see  films 
to  the  number  of  300.  These  were 
found  to  contain  >••  scenes  character- 
ised as  immoral,  without  counting  num- 
berless scenes  of  a  questionable  charac- 
ter which  mocked  social  and  moral  ar- 
der.  The  women  continued  to  attend 
the  picture  shows,  and  finally   won  out

One  of  the  most  brilliant  discussions 
of  the  convention  took  place  on  this 
<i«ieatlon.  the  speakers  on  both  sides  be- 
ing well  prepared,  and  the  comment  of 
The  Manitoba  Free  Press,  in  on*  of  its 
editorials  on  the  outcome.  Is  worthy  of 
reproduction  here: 

"The  National  Council  of  Women  Is 
walking  circumspectly.  Yesterday  It 
took  up  the  discussion  of  the  Single 
Tax  This  is  a  debatable  question  as 
everyone  knows  who  has  ever  been 
thrown  Into  the  company  of  Single  Tax- 
ers  and  Double  Taxers.  Incidentally,  a 
good  many  people  could  be  classed  as 
No  Taxers.  Well,  the  women  debated 
the  question,  and  decided  to  leave  it 
alone  for  the  present.  They  have  an- 
nounced that  the  members  were  not  fa- 
miliar enough  with  the  subject  to  lay 
down  a  hard  and  fast  resolution  about 
It.  More  Information  Is  to  be  sought 
before  an  attempt  at  a  definite  pro- 
nouncement  will   be   made. 

"A  lot  of  other  public  bodies  might 
take  an  example  from  the  National 
Council.  When  in  doubt  it  decided  to 
mark  time.  A  good  many  other  organi- 
sations, when  In  doubt,  pass  a  resolu- 
tion." 

Trades  Unions 

In  discussing  the  resolution  regard* 
ing  the.  union  label,  it  wai 
affirmed  that  if  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Women  thought  fit  to  en- 
dorse  the  use  of  the  union  label  it  did 
not  thereby  adopt  the  principles  of  the 
labor  union.  It  stands  for  equal  pay 
for  equal  work  and  equal  opportunity 
which  labor  unions  do  not,  but  discrim- 
inate between  the  sexes  and  invariably 
give   the  highest   paid  ponltionB    to   m#n. 

Several  Instances  of  this  were  given, 
the  most  glaring  being  that  of  the  city 
treasurer  of  a  well  known  large  city 
who  received.. a  salary  of  $0,500  a  year. 
The  assistant  city  treasurer,  who  is  a 
lady  and  does  all  the  work,  received 
$2,200,  and  when  the  treasurer's  salary 
was  raised  the  extra  $500  owing  to  the 
Increased  cost  of  living,  her  salary 
was  not   raised  accordingly. 

The  resolution  was  lost  on  a  division, 
and  Miss  Derrick  then  moved  that  the 
whole  question  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  to  consider  the  relation  of 
women  to  organised  labor,  and  report  at 
the  next  annual  meeting. 

unitary   Training    . 

Military  training  will  naturally  be 
the  resolution  In  which  we  are  most 
interested,  as  it  was  sent  In  from  this 
council.  It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Hanlng- 
ton  in  a  characteristic  speech.  Unfor- 
tunately Miss  Houlton  did  not  get  to 
Winnl--*-*  in  time  to  second  it,  although 
the  council  had  considerately  permitted 
it  to  be  postponed  for  24  hours  In  or- 
der to  allow  of  her  arrival.  After  con- 
sulting Mrs.  Hanington  I  decided,  as  I 
was  totally  unprepared,  to  ask  Mrs. 
Orlffln  to  second  it,  and  reserve  myself 
for  later  on  In  the  discussion. 

However  the  members  of  the  opposi- 
tion put  up  such  a  splendid  fight,  and 
were  so  well  equipped  with  ammunition 
in  the  way  of  latest  facts,  figures  and 
data  of  every  description,  that  rather 
than    have    the    resolution    voted    down,

■migration 

The  resolution  on  emigration  was 
taken  up  in  connection  with  the  report 
on  emigration  Introduced  Into  the  "plat- 
form"   by   Mrs.   L.   A.    Hamilton. 

The  six  planks  of  the  platform  were: 
1.  Public  health,  Including  mentally  de- 
ficient. 

2.  Employment  and  professions  for 
women. 

3.  Conservation  and  thrift. 

4.  Women  as   citizens. 

5.  Education  and  recreation. 

6.  Immigration. 

The  discussion  on  plank  1 — public 
health  and  the  par*  of  the  mentally  de- 
clent— was  Introduced  by  Mrs.  Smlllle 
of  Montreul,  and  Mrs.  Stead  of  Halifax. 
Mrs.  Smlllle  pointed  out  In  a  forceful 
manner  the  necessity  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  federal  health  bureau,  ex- 
plaining that  she  used  the  word  "bu- 
reau" rather  than  "department"  because 
It  could  Include  women  members,  where- 
as, as  at  present  constituted,  a  "depart- 
ment" of  the  Government  consists  of 
men  only.  • 

absolution 

Resolved,  "That  the  National  Council 
of  Women  of  Canada,  believing  that  the 
usefulness  and  happiness  of  a  nation 
are  largely  conditioned  by  the  physical 
condition  of  its  citizens,  and  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  care 
and  training  for  those  who  are  either 
permanently  or  temporarily  unfit!  for 
normal  life,  advocates  the  following 
measures: 

"1.  The  establishment  of  a  Federal 
Bureau  of  Health,  to  co-ordinate  exist- 
ing health  authorities  and  introduce  a 
Dominion  wide  policy  for  safeguarding 
health  and   treating  disease. 

"2.  The  establishment  of  institutions 
— preferably  on  the  farm  colony  plan — 
for  the  care  and  training  of  the  blind, 
deaf  and  crippled,  with  the  view  of  fit- 
ting men  aa  far  as  possible  for  normal 
life. 

"3.  And  more  especially  for  the  cus- 
todial care  and  training  of  the  mentally 
defective,  so  that  then  our  happiness 
and  the  safety  of  the  community  may 
be  secured. 

"4.  The  provision  of  trw  treatment 
for  venereal  disease  and  the  adoption 
by  the  health  authorities  of  immediate 
measures  to  arrest  Its  spread,  In  co- 
operation with  the  educational  and  re- 
ligious authorities. 

"5.  The  Council  would  Impress  upon 
all  organizations  of  women  the  duty  of 
safeguarding  or  securing  pure  food, 
pure  water  and  healthy  houses  and  pub- 
lic places,  and  of  the  need  of  co-opera- 
tion among  all  those  working  for  these 
ends." 

Mrs.  Stead  urges  custodial  care  and 
segregation  of  the  feeble-minded,  aux- 
iliary classes  'and  separate  Institutions 
with  trained  attendant*,  "because  it  is 
hereditary.  Incurable,  accompanied  by 
crime,  alcoholism  and  prostitution,  and 
the  only  way  It  can  be  arrested  Is  by 
compulsory  Institutional  care,  for  the 
feeble  minded  multiply  far  more  rapidly 
than  the  normal." 

Plank  Two 

"Whereas  the  war  has  brought  to 
many  women  new  economic  conditions, 
and  whereas  training  Is  necessary  for 
efficiency,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Women  affirm  the  ne- 
cessity of  adequate  technical  training 
for  girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  that  voca- 
tional training  be  afforded  In  the  senior 
classes.  Further,  that  there  should  be 
bureaus  of  employment  under  Govern- 
ment: Government  registration  of  nurses 
and  teachers;  and  training  of  domestic 
help."  • 

Miss  Jones  advocated  Government  bu- 
reaus of  labor  operating  provlnclally 
and  with  a  Dominion  bureau  as  a  clear- 
ing house  for  the  provinces.  This  was 
spoken  to  by  Miss  Winifred  Harvey, 
who  has  organised  and  opened  on  behalf 
of  the  Ontario  Government  labor  bu- 
reaus In  Toronto,  Hamilton  and  London. 
She  gave  some  very  Interesting,  facts 
concerning  her  work  and  methods  of  fit- 
ting the  square  pegs  into  square  holes. 
Conservation  aa«  Thrift 

"Whereas  the  children  are  the  great- 
est asset  of  the  nation,  be  It  resolved, 
that  tit*  National  Council  of  Women 
record  Its  belief  that  the  conservation 
of  child  and  tnfant  life  should  be  a  first 
care  of  the  State,  and  that  all  voluntary 
organisations  of  women  should  co-op- 
erate in  this  work  and  that  they  should 
nee  their  Influence  a*  voters  to  empha- 
sise the  need  of  proper  ear*  of  the  chil- 
dren. 

"And  to  this  end  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Women  recommends  that  a  de- 
partment of  the  Federal  R<ir**n  should 
he  devoted  to  the  study  end  ear*  of 
child  life. 

"And  also  that  pension*  he  granted  to 
a   a  hick  it 


necessary  for  the  mother  of  young  chll- 
dren  to  become  a  wage  earner. 

"And  whereas  the  shadow  of  famine 
Ilea  upon  the  world,  be  It  resolved,  the 
National  Council  urges  upon  the  Fed- 
eral Government  the  necessity  of  regu- 
lating the  consumption  of  food,  sup- 
plies and  of  using  the  registration  for 
National  service  In  order  to  supply  as 
far  as  possible  the  need  of  farm  labor. 

"And  that  the  Council  Urges  all  wo- 
men _  to  do  their  utmost  by  spending 
wisely,  as  well  aw  by  producing  and  pre- 
serving fruit  and  vegetables  to  assist 
the  Government  to  secure  an  adequate 
food  supply  for  the  nation  and  also  for 
exportation."  • 

These  sections  were  dealt  with  both 
nationally  and  locally.  In  order  to  con- 
serve the  child  life  of  the  nation  the 
council  recommended  that  a  department 
of  the  federal  bureau  of  health  should 
be  devoted  to  the  study  and  care  of 
child  life,  and  that  in  cases  where  it 
was  necessary  for  the  mothers  of  young 
children  to  become  wage  earners  such 
mothers  should  be  granted  adequate 
pensions  In  order  to  enable  them  to  re- 
main with  their  children  during  the 
critical  and  impressionable  age  of  child- 
hood believing  that  even  a  poor  mother 
is  bettor  than  an  institution. 
Wesson  as  Citizens 

"Whereas  the  enfranchisement  of  the 
women  of  five  provinces  -  has  given  wo- 
men in  Canada  new  responsibilities  as 
well  as  new  privileges,  the  National 
Council  of  Women  urges  upon  the  new 
voters  the  duty  of  all  good  citizens  at 
this  time  to  make  Canada  worthy  of 
the  men  who  have  fought  and  died  for 
her,  not  permitting  her  fair  name  to 
be  sullied  by  party  faction  and  public 
corruption  In  these  grant  days,  when  the 
country  needs  In  its  governments  and 
public  offices  men  and  women  of  the 
highest  mental  and  moral  calibre. 

"Be  It  further  resolved  that  the  Coun- 
cil records  its  condemnation  of  party 
or  campaign  funds  secretly  collected 
and  administered,  and  recommends  that 
all  campaign  expenses  be  subject  to  pub- 
lic audit,  and  that  the  patronage  sys- 
tem by  which  political  affiliation  rather 
than  fitness  for  office  secures  appoint- 
ment to  public  positions,  since  It  both 
attracts  Into  the  public  service  men  who 
care  little  for  the  public  good  and  alien- 
ates men  of  high  character.  Is  an  un- 
mitigated evil,  and  should  be  opposed 
by  every  citizen  who  cares  for  the  well- 
being  of  the  country.         -. 

"And  further,  that  women  who  have 
received  the  vote  should  register  In  or- 
der to  better  record  their  votes,  and 
should  encourage  others  to  do  so,  and 
should  also  do  all  In  their  power  to  en- 
courage the  candidature  of  persons  of 
high  character  (of  whatever  party)  for 
public  positions. 

"And  further,  that  the  principle  of 
proportional  representation,  as  provid- 
ing for  the  representation  of  minorities, 
should  be  carefully  studied  and  dis- 
cussed." 

Discussion  led  by  the  conveners  of  the 
standing  committees  on  "Citizenship," 
"Equal  Moral  Standard."  "Objectionable 
Printed   Matter." 

Aa  an  outcome  of  the  discussion  on 
this  plank,  a  resolution  was  passed  ask- 
ing the  provincial  governments  to 
amend  the  election  laws  and  make  the 
woman  voters  subject  to  the  name  <|iial 
Iflcations  as  the  man.  It  appears  that 
a  man  has  to  reside  five  years  within 
the  British  Kmplre  and  one  year  In  the 
same  locality  before  he  is  qualified  to 
vote,  but  a  woman,  as  the  law  now 
stands,  automatically  takes  the  citizen- 
ship of  her  husband  and  ran  vote  after 
only  three  months'  residence  In  any 
locality,  even  If  she  be  an  alien  and 
unable  to  speak  or  write  Knglish.  The 
foreign  element  In  the  population  of 
Manitoba  Is  40  per  cent  and  In  Sas- 
katchewan 42 'per  cent,  showing  that 
there  Is  a  very  great  danger  from  this 
foreign  vote  at  the  present  time,  when 
so  large  a  percentage  of  the  Kngllsh- 
speaklng  vote  is  absent  on  the  battle- 
field. 

"Whereas  a  well  balanced  system  of 
education  Is  among  the  greatest  safe- 
guards of  a  democracy:  and 
."Whereas  character  Is  trained  not  only 
in  places  of  learning  but  also  In  placee 
of  education: 

"Therefore  be  It  resolved,  that  the 
National  Council  of  Women  hereby  af- 
firms its  belief  that  the  teaching  pro- 
fession Is  of  supreme  Importance  In  the 
community,  and  that  every  means 
should  be  adopted  hjr  adequate  remun- 
eration and  consideration  to  attract 
Into  Its  ranks  men  and  women  of  the 
highest  mental  and  moral  calibre,  and 
that  no  considerations  should  weigh  la 
making  appointments  except  the  capa- 
city and  fitness  of  tho  candidate. 

"2.  That  the  aim  of  the  school  sys- 
tem should  be  to  train  the  children  as 
good  citizens  of  the  Dominion*  and  the 
Kmplre.  and  that  therefor*  the  educa- 
tion throughout  tho  Dominion  should  be 
standardised  and  revised  In  the  light 
of    new    conditions    brought    shout    by

That  the  educational  syatem  must 
be  broad  enough  to  care  for  the  for- 
eign Immigrant — child  and  adult— so  as 
to  weld  the  nation  Into  a  homogeneous

"4.  That  true  education  should  train 
the  taste  and  senses  as  well  as  the 
mind  and  body,  and  should  therefore 
include  music  (especially  choral  sing- 
ing), the  principles  of  art,  as  well  as 
physical  training  and  *  technical  educa- 
tion. 

"5.  That  the  health  of  the  children 
Rhould  be  protected  by  medical  inspec- 
tion of  the  pupils  and  of  the  school 
premises. 

"«.  That  It  is  the  duty  of  every  com- 
munity to  provide  supervised  play- 
grounds for  Its-,  children,  to  encourage 
placea  of  amusement  and  recreation 
which  are  not  a  menace  to  young  peo- 
ple through  evil  suggestion  and  tempta- 
tion.

Discussion  led  by  the  conveners  of  the 
standing  committees  on  "Education," 
"Fine  and  Applied  Arts."  "Supervised 
Playgrounds." 

The  only  contentious  point  In  the 
above  was  whether  or  not  It  would  be 
advisable  for  the  National  Council  to 
support  a  rerommendatlon  that  church 
buildings  should  be  used  as  recreation 
centres,  Including  dancing.  This  gave 
rise  to  a  very  heated  discussion  on  both 
sides,  and  finally  it  was  decided  that 
the  National  Council  should  not  express 
Itself  as  a  whole  on  the  matter. 
Immigration 

"Whereas  the  selection  and  assimila- 
tion of  its  new  cttisens  Is  the  most  Im- 
portant task  of  Canada  at  this  time; 
and 

"Whereas  party  and  private  interests 
should  not  b*  permitted  to  control  or 
sway  those  employed  In  this  task; 

"Be  It  resolved  that  the  National 
Council  of  Women  advocates  that  the 
control  of  Immigration  should  be  placed 
under  a  non-party  commission  appoint- 
ed by  the  Federal  Parliament,  which 
should  Include  a  representation  of 
those  (both  men  and  women)  who  have 
been  studying  the  question  and  working 
among  foreign  Immigrants,  and  that  the 
commission  should  deal  with  the  follow- 
ing points,  among  others: 

"(a)  The  methods  of  appointing  and 
qualifications  of  Immigration  officials, 
with  the  view  of  eliminating  political 
consideration  and  securing  the  appoint- 
ment of  suitable  persons. 

"<h>  The  methods  to  be  adopted  to 
secure  the  admission  of  desirable  Immi- 
grants only.  (Medical  inspection  at  res- 
idences; alienist  at  port  and  border, 
etc.) 

"(c)  The  best  method  of  absorbing 
the  foreign  Immigrant  into  national 
life,  while  preserving  their  national 
Rifts.  (Bureaus  and  Handbooks:  Educa- 
tion.) 

•TAJ  The  openings  In  Canada  for  va- 
rious Classes  of  English-speaking  immi- 
grants—teachers,  nurses,  soldiers,  *tc. 

"(e)  The  co-ordination  of  Federal* 
Provincial  and  local  authorities,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  well-being  of  the  immi- 
grant and  their  co-operation  with  vol- 
untary effort.  (Housing;  health;  re- 
creation >." 

The  Council  unanimously  opposed  the

rasa  was  addad  to  by  tha  serious  Ill- 
ness of  Mr.  M.  S.  Davys  and  conse- 
quent stoppage  of  operations  .at  the 
concentrator  works  at  Kaslo.  where 
the  ilno  product  from  the  Rosabary  con- 
centrator had  been  made  marketable  by 
magnetic  separation  of  the  iron  from 
the  sine  in  the  concentrate  and  by  re- 
sultant enrichment  of  tho  concentrate 
In  bringing  Its  sine  content  up  to  the 
higher  percentage  required  to  make  It 
a  profitable  product  to  ship  to  the 
smelting  works.  Ths  return  to  proflt- 
earnlng  operations  will  bo  welcomed, 
since  under  Mr.  Larson's  direction,

Mr.  A.  G.  Larson,  receiver  for  the 
Lucky  Jim.  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Keane,  lessee 
of  the  Rosebery  mill,  signed  a  contract 
yesterday.  It  Is  on  a  basis  of  76  tons 
a  day. 

Alterations  are  being  made  to  the 
M.  S.  Davys  mill  at  Kaslo  and  when 
that  plant  ahall  be  ready  to  resume 
operations  Lucky  Jim  ore  will  also  be 
shipped    there    for    concentration. 

For  some  months  the  Lucky  Jim  has 
not  bean  shipping  milling  ere,  hut  has 
been  sending  out  sufficient  crude  ore  to 
pay  expenses  and  provide  a  surplus, 
which  has  been  used  to  pay  off  unse- 
cured creditors.  Twenty-flv*  per  cant 
of  the  total  of  these  claims  has  been 
liquidated. 

Something  like  6.000  tons  of  oro  Is 
already  broken  down  In  the  Lucky  Jim 
mine  In  readiness  for  shipment  to  Rose- 
bery and  Kaslo,  so  that  a  steady  out- 
put of  oro  for  concentrating  will  be 
available  all  the  Summer.

Today  another  excerpt 
is  made,  this  containing  particulars  of 
tbe  known  occurrences  of  Iron  ore  In 
the  Port- San  Juan  or  Renfrew  district? 
situated  in  the  southwestern  part  of 
Vancouver  Island,  aa  follows: 
Port   Sen  Joan   or  B  so  flow   District 

This  district   is   known   by   both   tbe 

above    names;    tha    former,    being    the 

voider.  Is  still   retained    on    the    maps, 

while   the  latter   name  is   used   locally 

sad  by  the  postal  authorities. 

The  deposits  of  magnetite  In  this  dis- 
trict occur  on  the  Gordon  River  and  on 
some  of  its  tributaries,  notably  on  Bug- 
aboo Creek.  The  Gordon  River  flows 
into  tbe  bead  f  San  Juan  Bay  from 
the  north,  and  is  about  twenty  miles 
long,  heading  In  the  mountains  on  the 
west  side  of  Cowlchan  Lake. 

History.— Prospecting  for  Iron  ore  on 
the  Gordon  River  and  Its  tributaries 
was  actively  prosecuted  during  1898 
and  for  a  few  years  later,  during  which 
time  a  large  number  of  mineral  claims 
were  located,  on  some  of  which  con- 
siderable development  work  was  done, 
notably  on  the  Gordon  River  group, 
owned  by  the  Gordon  River  Iron  Ore 
Company;  also  the  Bugaboo  group,  the 
property  of  the  same  owners;  and  on 
the  Conqueror  group,  owned  by  a  Vic- 
toria  syndicate. 

This  work  was  being  carried  on  dur- 
ing lftf,  whefl  Mr.  Herbert  Carmlchael, 
then  Provincial  Assayer,  made  the  ex- 
aminations which  aro  tbe  basis  of  his 
report  in  the  Minister  of  Mines'  Report 
for  that  year.  Later  all  work  was 
suspended,  and  In  1907.  when  Mr.  Elnar 
Llndeman  was  making  an  examination 
for  the  Mines  Branch  of  the  Canada 
Department  of  Mines,  no  work  was  be- 
ing done  on  any  of  the  properties,  nor 
has  any  been  done  since. 

Owing  to  these  facts,  and  because  toe 
writer  had  made  an  examination  for 
private  Interests  several  years  ago.  It 
was  not  considered  necessary  tor  him 
to  visit  the  district  during  the  past 
Summer,  especially  as  none  of  tbe  own- 
ers had  representatives  on  the  ground; 
therefore  the  following  description  of 
the  deposits  In*  this  district  Is  a/com- 
pllatlon  from  the  reports  mentioned 
above: 

Gordon  BlTor  Group 

This  group  of  mineral  claims  con- 
tains the  following  named  eleven 
claims,  via:  Rose.  Sophia.  Rambler. 
Jen,  Puffing  Billy,  Pig  iron,  Cold  Steel, 
Max,  Max  Frac,  FUs  and  Fizz  Frac; 
and  is  owned  by  the  Gordon  River  Iron 
Ore  Company.  The  total  area  contain- 
ed in  the  group  Is  362.22  acres.  The 
property  is  situated  on  the  north  bank 
of  the  Gordon  River  about  nve  miles 
from  salt  watsr.  and  is  connected  with 
San  Juan  Bay  by  a  good  trail. 

The  development  work  on  the  group 
has  been  principally  done  on  the  Rosfc 
claim,  on  which  a  shaft  has  been  sunk 
to  a  depth  of  about  I00  feet  on  an  out- 
crop of  magnetite,  and  drifts  driven 
at  the  100,  800  and  100- foot  levels.  Mr. 
Carmlchael'*  description  of  this  shaft 
Is  as  follows:  "Close  to  the  camp  a 
shaft  had  been  sung  about  300  feet  on 
a  magnetite  outcrop,  which  appeared  to 
dip  Into  the  hill.  At  about  100  feet 
down  this  shaft  a  crosscut  drift  had 
been  run  to  the  north.  This  drift  was 
not  examined.  It  was  reported  by  the 
foreman  to  be  boarded  up,  and  all  work 
had  been  suspended  for  the  time  at 
this  point,  but  It  was  stated  by  the 
management  that  the  drift  had  been 
run  for  about  40  feet,  and  had  cut 
diagonally  through  about  It  feet  of 
ore  mixed  with  country  hock.  Similar 
drifts  had  been  set  off  at  the  200  and 
300-foot  levels  simultaneously,  that  at 
the  200-foot  level  being  now  In  about 
II  feet,  and  that  at  the  300-foot  not 
so  far.  In  neither  of  these  drifts  nor 
In  the  shaft  was  any  ore  visible,  the 
rock  passed  through  being  chiefly 
dlorlte,  though,  of  course,  these  drifts 
had  not  been  driven  far  enough  to 
strike  the  ore  body,  should  it  continue 
at  the  surface  dip  to  this  depth." 

From  the  foregoing  description,  the 
only  occurrence  of  magnetite  exposed 
underground  Is  on  ths  100-foot  level, 
where,  the  management  stated,  "ths 
drift  cut  diagonally  through  II  feet  of 
ore  mixed  with  country  rock."  There 
la  consequently  no  data  on  which  any 
tonnage  of  actual  ore,  or  even  possible 
ore.   can   be  estimated. 

Other  outcropplngs  of  magnetite  oc- 
cur along  the  Gordon  River  on  both 
banks  for  about  a  mile,  following  the 
contact  between  the  Nltlnat  marble  and 
Plutonic  rocks.  The  work?  consisting 
of  trenching  at  various  intervals,  shows 
that  the  outcropplngs  are  apparently 
dleconneoted  lenses.  Further  sys- 
tematic prospecting  Is  necessary  in  or- 
der to  demonstrate  the  extent  of  the 
ore  bodies  and  determine  their  /'com- 
mercial value.  /       >< 

Bogaboo  Greek  Oeenp 
There  are  ten  mineral  claims  In  the 
Bugaboo  Creek  group,  named  as  fol- 
lows; War,  AX.  Ax  Frac.  Tan,  Gen. 
Warren.  Gen.  French.  Little  Bobs. 
Raden  Powell.  Gen.  White,  end  Sirdar. 
The  total  area  Is  tll.fr  acres.  This 
property  is  now  also  held  by  the  Gor- 
don River  Iron  Ore  Company.  The  most 
Important  of  the  claims  are  the  Baden 
Powell,  Little  Bobs,  and  Sirdar,  which 
are  In  the  Gordon  Valley,  about  seven 
miles   from    San    Juan   harbor. 

The  following  description  of  these 
mineral  claims  is  copied  from  Mr.  Elnar 
Llndeman's  "Iron  Ore  Deposits  of  Van- 
couver and  Tex|da  Islands.  British  Co- 
lumbia." published  by  the  Canada  De- 
partment of  Mines  In  the  Mlnee  Branch 
Bull.  No.  47,  1110,  page  10:  "Ah  out- 
crop of  magnetite  is  found  on  the  flank 
of  a  ridge,  along  which  It  can  be 
traced  for  3(0  feet.  In  several  places 
on  the  ridge  a  sharp  contact  between 
the  ore  and  an  Igneous  rock  was  ob- 
served.

"East  of  this  mala  outcrop,  and  doss 
to  the  trail  leading  down  to  the  mate 
trail  up  the  Gordon  Valley,  several 
strippings  had  exposed  magnetite,  bat 
did  not  give  sufficient  Information  in 
regard  to  the  extant  of  the  ore  bodies, 

"The  Sirdar  mineral  claim  Is  situated 
two  miles-  farther  up  the  valley,  and  Is 
very  similar  to  the  Baden  Powell  and 
Little  Bobs.  The  magnetite  outcrops 
here  along  ths  face  and  brow  of  a 
ridge  for  about  100  feet. 

"About  10  feet  below  the  top  of  the 
ridge  a  tunnel  has  been  driven  101  feet 
into  the  hill,  hrowlng  the  width  of  the 
ore  to  be  about  IS  feet.

The  group  la  on  Bugaboo  Creek,  a 
tributary  of  Gordon  River,  and  the 
main  showing  of  magnetite  occurs  on 
the  Conqueror  mineral  claim,  about 
eight  miles  from  Sea  Juan  Bay,  at  aa 
elevation  of  about  1)600  feet  above  sea 
level,  where  the  creek  crosscuts  a  solid 
body  of  magnetite  about  40  feet  high, 
over  which  the  creek  forms  a  water* 
fall.

From  the  foregoing  data  the  writer 
estimates  If, 000  tons  of  actual  ore  ex- 
posed on  three  sides,  14  feet  long,  100 
feet  wide,  to  feet  deep,  but  from  the 
exposures  he  roughly  estimates  230,000 
tons  of  probable  ore  and  110,000  tons  of 
possible  ore  that  further  development 
may  make  available.

Outcropplngs  of  magnetite  occur  on 
some  of  the  other  claims  In  the  group, 
notably  on  the  David,  east  of  ths  Con- 
queror. Open-cuts  have  been  made  In 
several  places,  exposing  magnetite  of 
approximately  the  same  grade  as  the 
above-mentioned  samples,  but  the  work 
is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  an  esti- 
mate of  the  quantity  of  available  ore. 

The  water  supply  In  Gordon  River, 
as  well  as  In  Bugaboo  Creek,  is  suffi- 
cient for  ordinary  power  purposes,  as 
well  as  for  mining  and  domestic  use. 
The  timber  is  ample  for  all  purposes. 
Including  the  manufacture  of  lumber. 

Transportation  facilities  to  salt  water 
from  any  of  the  mineral  claims  includ- 
ed in  the  groups  described  herein.  In 
the  Port  Renfrew  district,  can  be  pro- 
vided at  reasonable  cost.  The  harbor 
near  the  mouth  of  Gordon  River  af- 
fords some  good  sites  for  bunkers  and 
wharves.

PLAN  SUCCEEDING 

From  The  "British  Columbian  it  Is 
learned  that  the  help-the-farmer  move- 
ment by  which  it  la  hoped  to  send 
from  New  Westminster  city  a  hundred 
business  and  professional  men  to  work 
on  Fraser  Valley  farms  during  their 
vacation  this  Summer,  is  meeting  with 
considerable  success,  states  Mr.  W.  O. 
McQuarrie,  chairman  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  or- 
ganise this  movement.  Mr.  McQuarrie 
brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
the  board  on  June  it,  but  aa  he  stated 
then,  the  Idea  was  not  original  with  him. 
It  was  really  suggested  by.  Mr.  W.  J. 
Whiteside,  K.C..  and  Mr.  Whiteside,  be- 
lieving in  practising  what  he  preaches. 
Is  willing  to  sign  on  for  two  weeks' 
farm  work.  Another  enthusiastic  sup- 
porter of  the  Idea  appears  in  the  person 
of  Rev.  W.  J.  Kerr,  who  Is  willing  to 
give  two  weeks  or  a  month  this  Sum- 
mer to  helping  the  farmers  with  ths 
crop. 

The  movement,  Mr.  McQuarrie  statce, 
ia  likely  to  be  taken  up  In  Vancouver, 
Judging  from  a  conversation  he  had 
with  the  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  there;  and  In  fact  It  may  de- 
velop that  the  New  Westminster  Board 
of  Trade  has  started  s  movement  that 
may  sweep  all  Canada. 

Mr.  McQuarrie  la  lass  lag  an  appeal 
to  all  bualness  and  professional  men 
In  the  city  willing  to  help  to  register 
with  the  secretary  af  the  Board  of 
Trade  or  at  tbe  City  Hall.  In  person 
or  by  telephone,  so  that  the  committee 
may  know  aa  quickly  aa  possible  what 
supply  it  will  have  to  draw  upon.  Ths 
committee  elso  wants  the  farmers  to 
advise  how  many  men  they  want  and 
when  they  want  them. 

An  integral  part  of  tho  Mm  Is  that 
all  wages  earned  by  these  mew  mast- 
be  psld  over  to  soma  patristic  feed. 
Mr.  McQuarrie  states  that  this  la  ths 
only  basis  on  which  the  committee  will 
work,  and  anyone  registering  with  this 
committee  will  have  no  option  or  keep- 
ing his  wages.

The  following  account  of  some  sf  the 
mom  Interesting  phases  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  Wo- 
men waa  contained  In  the  report  given 
to  tho  local  body  by  Mrs.   R.   S.   Day: 

"A  most  stirring  appeal  was  made  to 
all  council  members  to  support  The 
Women's  Century,  because  it  was  felt 
that  such  an  organ  Is  absolutely  essen- 
tial st  this  stage  la  our  progress.  And 
all  local  councils  are  asked  to  collect 
and  send  material  elthsr  through  their 
correspondence  secretary  or  some  one 
specially   appointed. 

"One  noteworthy  feature  of  the  ar- 
rangements made  by  the  Winnipeg 
Council  waa  the  Intercessory  service 
for  the  'British  Empire  at  War,'  held 
00  the  King's  birthday.  Sunday,  June 
t.  la  the  Walker  Theatre,  presided 
over  by  Lady  Alkens.  wife  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  and  conducted  en- 
tirely by  women.  Also  at  noon  each 
day  the  National  Anthem  was  sung, 
followed  by  a  few  moments  of  silent 
prayer. 

"It  was  altogether  a  very  serious 
convention,  wit  and  humor  whenever 
appearing  wore  discouraged.  The  out- 
standing feature  of  all  sessions  was 
the  prevailing  spirit  of  tolerance,  even 
when  opinions  differed  vitally.  There 
waa  no  East  and  no  West,  but  the  unit- 
ed women  of  Canada  striving  to  reach 
Just  end  practical  conclusions  on  some 
of  the  great  problems  of  the  da4C  ' 

"One  of  our  prominent  coun/11  wo- 
men, who  has  attended  every  annual 
meeting  since  the  council  was  organ- 
ised in  1893,  said,  'Never  have  I  at- 
tended a  conference  so  happily  free 
from  personalities  and  so  happily  rich 
in    Individualities.' 

"And   after  all  was  over — what? 
mental  Indigestion 

'•Mental  Indigestion,  hi  Its  most  acute 
form,  of  course,  and  the  ardent  desire 
so  wonderfully  expressed  Jn  thogg  lines 
of   Bliss   Carman's: 

*".     .     .    ".  to   find   a   warm   beeehwood. 
And  He   down   and. keep   still: 
And  swear  a  little,   and   feel   good,    - 

Then   loaf  up  on   the  hill; 
And    let '  the    Spring    house-clean  '  my

Franchise  Granted 
"On  that'  memorable  Saturday  morn- 
ing—the day  we  closed — tbe  announce- 
ment was  sent  up  to  the  'Parliament  of 
Women'  that  the  'Federal  franchise' 
had  been  granted  to  women,  and  though 
this  was  modified  at  the  lunch  hour,  It 


was  a  never-to-be-forgotten  occasion. 

"The  first  president  of  the  first  Can- 
adian suffrage  association,  Mrs  Mc- 
Ewen.  of  Brandon,  with  her  sweet  face, 
snow-white  hair  and  veneraMe  form, 
who  has  for  ft  years  led  In  this  move- 
ment, stood  on  ths  platform,  anl  with 
a  voice  ehaklag  with  emotion,  express- 
ed her  deep  gratitude  and  appreciation 
of  tbe  fact  that  aha  had  been  permit- 
ted to  live  to  see  the  work  of  years 
rewarded.  Beside  her  stood  the  last 
president.  Dr.  Gordon,  .of  Toronto,  and 
oa  the  other  side  the  Marchioness  of 
Aberdeen  and  Temalr  offering  the  con- 
gratulations of  the  International  Coun- 
cil. Mrs.  Torrington,  the  president, 
stated  that  she  had  always  affirmed 
that  'If  the  enfranchisement  of  women 
Is  part  of  the  great  plan  for  the  up- 
lift of  humanity,  it  will  com*.  *\nd  no 
power  on  earth  can  prevent  It.* 

"It  has  come,'  said  Mrs.  Torring- 
ton; 'may  God  grant  that  we  may  rise 
to  our  great  responsibilities.'  A  tele- 
gram wae  sent  to  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den expressing  ths  appreciation  of  the 
National  Council  of  Women  of  Canada, 
and  never  can  I  forget  the  faces  of 
those  women  as  they   stood  and   tang, 

0  Canada!  We  Stand  on  Guard  for 
Thee'  with  tears  In  their  voices  and  a 
vow  In  their  hearts.  This  alone  waa 
worth  going  many  miles  to  witness, 
and  no  pen  can  describe  it. 

Urges  Bepreseatation 
"Beneath  all  other  feelings  was  one 
of  solidarity,  a  solidarity  which  bound 
those  women  together  for  service  to 
tbe  nation,  to  womanhood  and  to  hu- 
manity, and  now.  In  closing,  may  I 
again  urge  upon  this  council,  not  the 
advisability,  but  the  necessity  of  hav- 
ing direct  representation  at  these  groat 
national  gatherings.  In  the  past  I 
have  urged  it  many  times  until  you 
must  have  thought  it  an  obsession,  but 
never  have   I   urged   It   as   strongly  as 

1  do  today.  With  tho  enfranchisement 
of  women  the  struggle  is  only  begin- 
ning, not  ending.  The  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities which  we  have  had  will 
be  but  child's  plsy  compared  with  those 
we  shall  have.  It  Is  Imperative  that 
women  from  all  parts  of  the  Dominion 
shouldymeet  together  periodically  and 
confer Vipon  great  national  questions, 
get  one  another's  viewpoint  and  com- 
bine tar  action  upon  Important  matters 
relating  U  Jho  welfare -of  the-nattorr 
and   community. 

"In  order  to  do  so  every  council 
must  be  represented— the  day  of  prox- 
ies 1s  past— we  must  be  alive  to  the 
growing  necessity  for  personal  repre- 
sentation and  provide  a  fund  for  the 
purpoae.  'The  only  councils  in  a  lan- 
guishing state  are  the  councils  that  a>-e 
not  represented  at  these  annual  con- 
ventions, because  they  lose  touch  with 
the  source:  from  which  their  vitality 
and  inspiration  should  be  drawn. 
Please  consider  this  matter  moat  care- 
fully in  your  plans  for  the  coming 
year,  and  In  this  great  work  of  na- 
tional uplift  and  reconstruction  remem- 
ber that  "While  each  one  must  do  her 
part,  It  Is  the  union  of  the  whole  which 
will  give  strength  and  victory '  to  our 
efforts. 

"Many,  so  many,  of  our  men  are 
away  suffering  all  things  that  Canada 
may  live— and  shall  not  the  women 
whom  they  have-  left  behind,  also  suf- 
fering, bear  the  scars  of  devoted  and 
united  service,  tbe  service  which  comes 


through  the  union  of  all  for  the  good 
Of  all,   which  can  only   bo  attained   by 

sympathetic  personal  contact  and  un- 
derstanding discourse  for  mutual  help 
and  encouragement  along  Dominion- 
wide  linear' 


CANADA  POSSESSES 
LARGEST  BISON  HERD 

The  largest  herd  of  buffalo  in  the 
world  la  new  owned  by  Canada.  They 
form  a  picturesque  group  as  they  roan. 
over  the  new  national  reserve  set  apart 
for  them  near  Wa in w right,  a  city  lit 
miles  eaat  of  Edmonton,  on  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway. 

Canadians  recognised  the  need  of  ac- 
tion if  the  bison  were  to  be  preserved, 
and  purchased  practically  the  entire 
herd  of  100  or  7»0  from  Michael  Pablo 
of  Montana,  who  had  carefully  gather- 
ed them  together  and  protected  them 
on  his  great  ranch  near  Ravalli. 
Koto  Than  500  Shipped. 

In  the  Walnwrtght  national  park  were 
placed  more  than  500  buffalo,  which 
were  transported  across  the  interna- 
tional boundary  line  by  train  from  the 
Pablo  ranch.  The  rounding  up  and 
loading  on  the  cars  of  this  large  num- 
ber of  untamed  aairaala  and  their  young 
was  no  light  task,  and  afetr  a  long 
period  of  hard  work  more  than  160  of 
the  most  unruly  had  to  be  left  behind,, 
having  stampeded  every  time  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  drive  them  toward 
a  corral.  • 

An  especially  well  organised  effort 
will  be  made  to  ship  these  a  little 
later.  In  addition,  76  buffalo  now  con- 
fined In  a  park  at  Banff  will  be  sent 
to  the  Walnwright  reserve  The  natural 
increase  of  tho  herd  haw  brought  up  the 
number  to  nearly  1,9ft.  In  the  present 
favorable  environment  it  is  expected 
that  they  will  multiply  rapidly. 
■are  targe  Bangs. 

Although  kept  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  reserve,  the  bison  can  hardly  be 
said  to  be  in  confinement.  Their 
stamping  round  covers  an  Hrca  of  107,- 
000  acres — IfS  square  miles.  It  Is  25 
miles  In  in  air  line  the  longest  way 
across.  A  wire  fence  eight  feet  high 
arm  71  miles  long  encloses  it. 

When  the  fence  was  completed  It  was 
found  that  12  wild  deer  and  ono  wapiti 
had  been  fenced  in.  Eighteen  small 
lakes  and  a  number  of  streams  arc 
within  the  park.  Prairie  chickens, 
ducks  and  other  game  find  a  resting 
place  here  undisturbed  by  the  hunter. 

The  park  Is  truly  a  buffalo  paradise. 
The  grounds  bear  every  evidence  that 
in  other  days  they  have  been  a  favorite 
haunt  of  the  lords  of  the  plains.  Every- 
where are  outlines  of  the  buffalo  trail 
and  wallows. 

Grass  Kind  BaCTalo  Like. 

These  wallows  are  being  reopened  by 
the  new  ^denizens,  and  once  again  the 
trails  are  being  marked  'by  the  hoofs 
of  the  bison.  Tbe  grasses  are  the  kind 
that  the  buffalo  specially  like.  As  the 
ordinary  span  of  a  buffalo's  life  is  a 
hundred  years,  it  may  be  that  some  of 
the  herd  are  revisiting  scenes  of  their 
youth. 

Michael  Pablo,  from  whom  the  Cana- 


- 


dian government  purchased  tbe  herd.  Is 
a  pure  blooded  Indian  and  one  of  the 
wealthiest  of  the  redmen.  He  received 
1200,000  from  the  Dominion  for  too 
head  of  buffalo. 

Aroused  by  tha  loss  of  these  buf- 
falo, the  United  States  has  established 
a  national  bison  range  in  the  Flathead 
Indian  reservation  la  Montana,  com- 
prising 12.100  acres  near  the  towns  of 
Ravalli  and  Dixon,  and  It  will  be  stock- 
ed by  the  American  Bison  Society. 
Some  animals  for  a,  nucleus  may  be 
obtained  from'  a  herd  of  about  10,  own- 
ed by  the  Conrad  estate  near  Kalisoel. 


The  Government  of  this  Province  had 
been  obliged  to  pay  a  million  dollars 
during  tbe  past  year  on  defaulted  debts 
of  the  P.  G.  K .  mid  Mr.  Pattullo.  Many 
people  want,  the  railway  completed  at 
'any  price,  but  this  would  be  a  foolish 
expenditure  until  a  settlement  had  been 
made  with  the  contractors.  Tbe  Gov- 
ernment was  now  suing  the  railway 
company  for  114.000,000  they  had  re- 
ceived in  overpayments.  It  would  take 
•  11,000,000  to  complete  the  road.  The 
Government  was  determined  to  make  tho 
contractors  pay  back  ths  millions  taken 
from  the  people  of  this  Province,  and 
the  case  will  be  expedited  as  rapidly  aa 
possible. 

Mr.  Pattullo  believed  that  if  the  P.  G. 
E.  had  been  planned  from  Prince  George 
to  .the  feace  River  and  the  northern 
section  built  first  it  would  have  been 
of  greater  service  to  the  Province.  He 
hoped  to  vlsJt  the  «rent  Peso.  R»v*r 
country  with  Premier  Brewster  this 
year. — Prince   Oeorge   Citizen.

young  member.  Never  peculiarly  diffi- 
dent, Mr.  Cust  was  elated  by  tbe  com- 
pliment. The  heir  to  a  well  known 
peerage  and  to  immense  wealth,  -  the 
world  seemed  to  him,  no  doubt,  very 
much  In  the  position  of  Falstaffs  oys- 
ter, and  so,  If  his  own  private  ver- 
sion of  the  interview  is  to  be  regarded 
as  strictly  Veracious,  he  received  Mr.

Mr.  Astor  had  told 
him,  when  he  dcprecatlngty  remarked 
that  he  knew  nothing  whatever  of 
newspapers  or  how  to  rua.#thsin«.  that 
that  was  a  bagatelle.  He  had,  he  de- 
clared, watched  his  course  with  1  near- 
est for  some  years,  and  he  felt  con- 
vinced that  he  was  the  man  to  make 
The  Pall  Mall  a  great  London  organ. 
In  that  Mr.  Cust,  to  use  Mr.  Astor's 
own  expression,  certaialy  "made 
good."  But  he  made  good  at  a  cost 
which  must  have  been  astonishing, 
even  to  the  owner  of  the  Fortunatus* 
purse  of  Mr.  Astor. 

Mr.  Cust  did  not  write  himself,  or 
only  rarely  wrote*  hut  he  did  Invent 
the  wonderful  plans  which  soon  made 
The  Pall  Mall  Gazette  unquestionably 
the  most  read  paper,  of  Its  kind.  In 
London.  It  was  not  of  course  a  mere 
nowspapW.  Its  success  had  always 
been  dueNralte  as  much  to  Its  literary 
flavor  as  to  its  news,  and  Mr.  Cost's 
head  lines  alone  became  veritable 
works  of  art.  The  paper,  Indeed,  had 
Inherited,  something  of  the  genius  of 
the  great  novelist  who  gave  its  name  to 
It,  in  that  famous  scene  In  the  Fleet 
Prison,  when  Captain  Shandon  wrote 
his  remarkable  prospectus  sitting  on 
his  bed.  whilst  |Jr.  Bungay,  the  pub- 
lisher, dosed  placidly  In  the  chair  op- 
posite. In-'"  doing  this  Mr.  Cust's 
method  was  extremely  simple.  He 
surrounded  himself  with  a  body  of 
men,  the  most  brilliant  on  whom  hs 
could  lay  bis  hands,  and  not  being  re- 
strained by  tha  vulgar  necessities  of 
finance  paid  any  salaries  demanded, 
which  would  enable  him  to  gat  whom 
or  what  he  wanted. 

Tha  result  became  apparent  Imme? 
dlately,  and  In  tbe  arm  chatra  In  the 
club  windows  In  The  Pall  Mall  the  paper 
waa  In  Immense  demand.  Five  out 
of  six  of  tbe  readers  In  any  self- 
respecting  first-class  carriage  bringing 
the  population  of  "tha  City"  home  In 
the  evening  might  be  depended  upon 
to  be  found  read  In*  It  It  waa.  Indeed, 
not  much  to  be  wondered  at,  for  ao 
man  ever  knew  what  Mr.  Cust  would 
db  or  sky  next.

journalist.

Those  .  were  the  daya  when 
London  screamed'  with  laughter  over 
the  Inimitable  "Mr.  Miggs."  who  aa  the 
president  of  the  club,  as  famous,  for 
a  little  space.'1  as  that  Of  the  Specta- 
tor, ths  club  which  numbered  among 
fts  members  the  "lorryman"  and  tha 
"white  faced  man,"  reduced  the  poli- 
tics of  the  Liberal  party  to  bathos. 
Those,  too,  were  the  days  of  that  re- 
markable office  boy  "Alf,"  whom  Clar- 
ence Rooke  made  almost  as  human  as 
Btuart  did  "Mr.  Miggs,"  and  those 
again  were  the  days  of  8teev«ins's  cor- 
morant of  St.  James  Park.  Was  It  not 
a  cormorant?  Anyway,  some  brrd  that 
did  not  belong  there,  but  which  labor- 
iously endeavored  in  Spite  of  every 
disappointment  to  bring  up  a  family. 
It  was  Steevens,  that  master  of  pen- 
and-ink  studies,  who  helped  amongst 
others  to  make  the  Pall  Mall  In  the  con- 
sulate of  Mr.  Cust.  Mr.  Cust  discov- 
ered him,  and  then,  as  It  were,  for  the 
moment  forgot  him.  In  other  words,  he 
appointed  him  a  member  of  the  staff, 
and  then  for  several  days  forgot  to  give 
him  any  work  to  do,  or  even  that  ha 
had  engaged  him.  Steevens  waited  pa- 
tiently, plaintively,  and  humorously 
remarking  to  the  other  members  that 
he  believed  he  waa  on  the  staff,  and 
supposed  he  would  some  day  have  some- 
thing to  do.  Some  day  he  did,  and  he 
did  it  with  such  effect  that,  when  Mr. 
Cust  shook  the  dust  of  Fleet  Street  off 
the  soles  of  his  shoes,  two  great  news- 
paper proprietors  were  found  content  to 
let  him  name  his  own  salary  If  he 
•would  only  Join  the  staff  of  either. 

So  things  went  on,  and  tha  paper 
prospered,  and  its  circulation,  if  not  Its 
profits.  Increased,  until  that  day  when 
the  accumulated  exasperations  of  months 
exploded,  and  suddenly  the  Pall  Mall 
knew  a  new  editor.  The  change  from 
Mr.  Cust  to  Sir  Douglas  Straight  was 
ss  the  change  from  Carlyle  to  Dryas- 
dust, and  so  a  famous  experiment  In 
the  Journalism  of  the  nineties  was 
eclipsed.

to  rule  of  Lloyd-George  and  his  associ- 
ates. He  is  a  hard  fighter.  When  hs 
was  arousing  Great  Britain  to  her  weak- 
ness In  munitions  and  her  need  of  con- 
scription, he  made  many  enemies  and 
defied  censorship  and  autocratic  oppo- 
sition. Even  when  It  was  seen  that 
what  he  urged  waa  a  national  necessity 


and  his  advice  was  followed.  It  was 
long  before  he  was  forgiven  for  lil* 
rough  poaltlveness  In  awakening  tho 
country  to  action.  The  services  of  a 
man  of  such  unbounded  energy  and  ex- 
traordinary organising  ability  will  In 
his  present  mission  prove  of  solid  valuo 
to  his  own  country  snd  ours. — New 
York  Outlook.

Despite  the  fact  that  Assistant  Man- 
ager Murrin,  of  the  B.  C.  Electric  Rail- 
way, has  informed  the  Council  that  his 
company  could  not  see  Its  way  clear  to 
make  a  change,  a  strong  effort  will  be 
made  by  municipal  officials  to  have  a 
station  established  at  Paterson  Road 
on  the  Fraser  Valley  branch  of  the 
B.  C.  E.  R. 

The  Chllliwack  City  Council  has  re- 
isclnded  the  1917  tax  by-law  passed  re- 
cently, which  struck  a  rate  of  37  mills, 
and  passed  a  new  one  striking  a  rate 
of  42  mills.  This  was  done  because  It 
was  discovered  that  the  Legislature 
amended  the  Municipal  Act  last  session 
making  the  rebate  applicable  to  the  en- 
tire tax  levy.

Telephone  Company  three  lines  be- 
tween these  two  cities,  besides  which 
there  are  the  Government  wires  for* 
use  in  emergencies. 

Messrs.  Harry  White  and  Fred  Can- 
nell  narrowly  escaped  drowning  in  the 
Coumbla  river  recently.  They  went  on 
the  river  In  a  light  boat  to  secure  a 
log;  when  their  boat  struck  the  log 
It  capslsed.  They  managed  to  keep} 
afloat  until  rescued  by  Jack  Schofleld. 
who   went   after   them   In   another   boat. 

Alfred  Mondol!  was  crushed  to  death 
at  the  Consolidated  Company's  sine 
works  when  the  electric  motor  he  was 
driving,  with  its  train  of  three  loaded 
cars,  fell  from  a  trestle.  A  coroner's 
jury  found  '  that  his  death  resulted 
from  "a  trestle  giving  way  through 
faulty  construction,  letting-  down  the 
motor  and  train,  thereby  bruising  and 
crushing  him  to  death."  Officials  of 
the  company  testified  that  explicit  in- 
structions had  been  given  to  keep 
motors  off  the  trestle  and  behind  cars 
when  at  the  dump,  and  that  under  or- 
dinary conditions  the  trestle  was  safe. 
The  tender  of  Blanco  4b  Magllo  of 
Trail  waa  accepted  for  construction  of 
new  waterworks  for  Trail.  There  were 
three  tenders  as  follows:  Grant  4k 
Co.,  Rossland,  932,C(2.50  plus  35  cents 
a  foot  for  rock  work:  Broley  ft  Co., 
Fernie,  (29,192  and  94.50  a  yard  for 
rock  work,  and  Bianco  ft  MagRo,  Trail, 
(20,387.60  and  93.(0  a  yard  for  rock 
work.  The  Violin  Lake  part  of  the 
waterworks  scheme  is  not  Included  In 
this  contract  Tenders  received  earlier 
for  the  whole  system  were  regarded  as 
too  high,  so  the  City  Council  Invited 
fresh  bids,  leaving  out  the  Violin  Lake 
part  which  seemed  to  be  the  cause  of 
bids  having  been  in  excess  of  what 
the  Council   was   disposed   to  pay. 

Other  news  from  The  Trail  News  Is 
that  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany has  changed  the  name  of  the

INTRODUCTORY 


Tlierc  are  still  a  few  people  living 
In  Victoria  who  like  to  call  them- 
selvet  British  Columbians  in  order  to 
differentiate  themselves  from  the  rest 
of  Canadians.  We  have  all  met  them, 
they  are  the  most  loyal  of  citizens  to 
this  Province.  Their  attitude  is  not 
peculiar  in  so  far  that  it  applies  only 
to  themselves;  their  like  is  to  be 
found  in  every  provittce  in  Canada, 
and  nowhere  is  it  more  true  than  in 
regard  to  certain  elates  and  com- 
munities in  the  East.  There  are  other 
people  again-  who  have  come  to  this 
country  from  England  or  some  other 
part  of  Euiope  during  the  last  ten 
or  fifteen  years,,  and  who,  like  some  of 
the  native-horn  British  Columbians, 
prefer  to  think  of  this  Province  as 
a  distinct  entity  and  quite  apart  from 
the  other  provinces,  wtjich  they  dc- 
fignate  by  themselves  as  Canada,  of 
which  they  have  only  a  vague  and 
imperfect  idea,  and  in  which  they  are 
not   greatly    interested. 

Now,  while  this  attitude  may  have 
been  pardonable  in  the  past  and  have 
moved  real  Canadians  merely  to 
amusement,  the  time  when  that  sort 
of  thing  should  be  condoned  or  treat- 
ed with  amused  tolerance,  is  past.  If 
Canada  is  ever  to  take  her  place 
among  the  grept  nations  of  the  world 
It  is  time  indexed  that  everybody  was 
aroused  to  a  sense  of  their  citizenship 
of  that  nation.  "  ' 

We   have   just   celebrated   the   fifti- 
eth anniversary  ot  the  greatest  event 
in  the  history  of  our  Dominion,  the 
Confederation  of  the  Provinces.  Fifty 
years  ago  saw  the  finest  statesmen  of 


ly 

selfish  ends,  all  individual  aims,  all 
personal  ambitions,  even  the  praise- 
worthy ambitions  they  had  for  their 
own,. single  native  provinces,  into  the 
one  great  common  effort,  the  ad- 
vancement and  the  amalgamation  of 
the  whole;  saw  life-long  enemies 
shake  hands  and  work  together  for 
the  common  good,  saw  one  man  give 
way  cheerfully  to  another  if  he 
thought  such  sacrifice  would  best 
serve  his  country.  And  now  on  this 
anniversary  the  lact  is  borne  very 
very  forcibly  and  plainly  upon  us, 
that  the  spirit  of  those  Father.-,  of 
Confederation  is  a  spirit  which  should 
possets  us  all  today,  in  order  that 
we  too  may  forget  ourselves,  and  all 
political  and  geographical  limitations, 
and  work  together  with  one  thought 
in  view,  the  continuing  of  Confedera- 
tion in  the  closer  welding  together 
and  the  further  advancement  of  tnc 
country  as  a  whole. 

This  is  a  different  Canada  than  the 
statesmen  of  Confederation  knew. 
Joseph  Howe's  prophecy:  "Some  of 
you  will  live  to  hear  the  whistle  of 
the  steam  engine  among  the  passes 
of  the  Rockies  and  to  make  the  jour- 
ney from  Halifax  to  the  Pacific  in 
five  or  six  days,"  has  come  more  than 
true,  and  today  the  transcontinental 
roads  have  opened  up  lands  and  made 
accessible  regions  of  wealth  in  mines, 
in  timber,  and  great  waterways  un- 
dreamed of  by  the  seers  of  fifty  years 
ago.  We  have  all  the  more  reason 
than  the*  had  to  take  a  just  pride 
in  our  xountry,  and  energetically 
strive  to  come  to  a  better  under- 
standing of  her  possibilities  and  po- 
tentialities, and  a  closer  kinship  with 
the  various  peoples  who  go  to  make 
up  the  Canadian  race. 

A  few  weeks  ago  in  Victoria,  400 
boys  and  girls,  more  or  less,  are 
writing  on  the  subject  of  Canadian 
history  for  their  High  School  exam- 
inations,, and  what  is  true  of  Vic- 
toria is  true  of  every  town  and  city 
in  Canada.  Thousands  of  children, 
the  future  citizens  of  the  Dominion 
will  concentrate  all  their  minds,  for 
an  hour  and  a  half  on  what  they 
have  been  studying  throughout  the 
year,  and  which  culminates  in  the 
question:  "How  much  do  I  know 
i bout  Canada 

Think  of  it,  you  whose  ancestors 
were  among  that  handful  of  people 
who  founded  this  country.  It  is  a 
solemn  thought.'  One  wonders- what 
impression  these  small  minds  retain, 
one'  wonders  whether  from  out  the 
more  or  less  dull  pages  of  their  his- 
tory they  have  been  able,  with  the 
help  of  a  loyal  and  conscientious 
teacher,  to  glean  anything  in  the  na- 
ture of  an  inspiration  which'  will  im- 
pel them  toward  a  high  national 
ideal.  The  hope  of  our  country  lies 
in  the  hands  of  those  children,  theirs 
to  mould  and  to  sway  the  destiny  of 
Canada  when  you  and  I  have  ceased 
our  labors. 

Now  the  question  which  the  chil- 
dren are  asking  themselves  is  the 
question  which  you  and  I  must  ask 
of  ourselves,  and  it  is  according  to 
he  answer  which  we  can  give,  how 
ligh  we  can  rank  ourselves  as  citi- 
tens. 

It  is  the  intention  in  this  series  of 
articles  to  describe  something  of  the 
romances  of  the  provinces,  to*  try 
and  familiarize  ourselves  a  little  with 
•  tide  of  their  history  that  the  school 
text  books  barely  touch  upon.  We 
want  to  learn  something  of  the  real 
life  of  the  different  localities,  and  to 
set  in  word  pictures  their  scenic  pecu- 
liarities and  beauties.  We  would  like 
to  traver  in  thought  on  the  Brae 
d'Or  of  Cape  Breton,  through  the 
lovely  country  of  Evangeline,  up  the 
North  shore  of  New  Rrunswick, 
where  the  fisher-folk  tell  the  wierd- 
est  ghost  tales  ever  heard,  or  in  the 
care  of  a  taciturn,  keen-eyed  half- 
breed  ascend  the  waters  of  Mira- 
michi  and  the  Tobique.  We  want  to 
peer  into  the  heart  of  Old  Quebec 
and  Montreal,  and  travel  across  the 
continent  as  far  north  as  the  Yukon, 
there  to  learn  a  little  of  one  of  the 
most  exciting  stories  in  Canadian 
history,  the  great  gold  rush  to  the 
Klondyke. 

There  is  a  wealth  of  material  to 
draw  upon,  and  no  writer  in  a  short 
series  can  hope  to  do  the  subject 
half  justice.  However  it  may  serve  to 
stimulate  us  to  seek  further  for  our- 
selves in  a  study  which  is  as  fas- 
cinating at  it  it  inexhaustible. 


realize  that  it  is  only  because  you  and 
thousands  or  millions  like  you  have 
held  that  opinion  that  those  men 
have  ever  risen  to  the  pinnacle  of 
fame.  And  why  have  you  held  that 
opinion?  Because  vaguely  or  defin- 
itely you  have  understood  or  can  un- 
derstand all  the  mighty  motives 
which  actuated  those  men  —  be- 
cause to  a  greater  or  lessor  extent 
the  goal  that  they  set  for  themselves 
has  been  the  goal  that  you  Would 
like  to  have  set  for  yourself  had  you 
felt  worthy  or  capable,  or  had  the 
way  been  plain. 

Never  before  has  there  been  so 
urgent  a  demand  for  something  to 
fill  the  spiritual  and  intellectual  needs1 
as  there  is  today.  The  stress  of 
events  has  brought  us  face  to  face 
with  intense  wants  which  cannot  be 
stifled,  and  which  cannot  be  supplied 
by  anything  material.  Religious,  eth- 
ical and  economic  articles  are  de- 
voured by  people  who  only  a  few 
short  years  ago  would  have  passed 
them  by  without  a  glance.  The  books 
on  the  shelves  of  the  public  libraries 
which  are  asked  for  repeatedly  today,

Men  and  women  from  whose 
exterior  you  would  not  believe  could 
appreciate  such  problems  at  all,  are 
spending  hours  of  thought  each  day 
upon  what  has  brought  about  present 
conditions,  and  what  the  world  it 
going  to  do  to  remedy  existing  evils 
or  to  continue  to  build  on  founda- 
tions already  laid,  a  new  civilization.

Becanat  of  the  people's  opin- 
ion. Pause  for  a  moment  and  select 
the  men  of  yesterday  and  today  who 
are  nearest  your  ideal  of  what  is  fin- 
sot  and   best  it)   humanity,  and  then 


themselves  drawn  along  by  an  irre- 
sistible current  from  the  shallow  wa- 
ters of  small  talk,  out  into  the  vast 
ocean  of  world-stirring  questions, 
where  the  whole  force  and  fabric  of 
their  mental  being  is  called  upon  to 
keep  their  thoughts  plain-sailing.  We 
meet  one  another  casually  oh  the 
street,  and  almost  at  once  a  question 
is  asked,  an  answer  given,  and  we 
are  deep  in  a  subject  the  very  thought 
of  which  would  have  appalled  us  by 
its  weight  in  former  days. 

When  in  times  gone  by  the  com- 
mon people  were,  to  a  certain  extent, 
inarticulate,  and  history  has  only  let 
us  glimpse  their  feelings  and  aspira- 
tions through  an  outstanding  spokes- 
man here  and  there,  the  spreading 
of  democracy,  the- extension  of  fran- 
chisement,  and  its  consequent  freeing 
of  humanity  physically  and",  mentally, 
have  given  the  people  a  voice  they 
have  never  before  been  able  to  use; 
as  a  consquence  their  thoughts,  find- 
ing an  outlet  should  flow  and  grow 
until  the  whole  current  of  their  intel- 
ligence is  broadened  and  deepened 
and  strengthened. 

The  majority  of  us  do  not  realize 
where  wje  stand  today.  Xet  us  stop 
and  think  a  little.  Go  back  a  little 
along  the  path  of  history,  through 
Confederation  and  the  American  Re- 
volution, through  the  French  Revo- 
lution, and  still  further  to  the  won- 
derful earlya  days  of  this  country  and 
the  voyages'  of  the  first  intrepid  navp 
gators  and  discoverers;  back  again 
through  the  wars  of  the  Common- 
wealth, through  the  Hundred  Years' 
War,  ana  the  great  religious  struggles 
and  Crusades;  back  again  through 
Britain's  early  days  and  the  days 
when  France  was  Gaul.  Pass  the 
lonely  Figure  on  the  Cross  and  go 
back  to  Rome's  struggle  with  the 
barbarian?,  and  the  time  of  the  glory 
of  Athens;  still-  further  when  through 
the  mists  of  time  and  legend  we 
glimpse  the  civilization  of  Egypt  and 
ancient  Babylon — does  it  not  .seem 
as  if  all  that  had  gone  before  us  has 
meant  the  ultimate  crisis  with  which 
we  are  face  to  face  just  now.  Can 
we  not  see  in  the  events  of  the  cen- 
turies a  tending  toward  the  one  great 
■objective,  the  making  of  the  whole 
world  free  materially  and  spiritu- 
ally? 

That  great  objective  has  been  al- 
most gained.  The  way  is  plain  before 
us — not  only  before  some  one  speci- 
ally chosen  here  and  there,  but  before 
you  and  me  in  the  humblest  walks  of 
life.  Nations  have  risen  and  decayed. 
Dynasties  have  flourished  and  fallen, 
and  civilizations  gave  ruled  and  pass- 
ed into  oblivion.  To  the  end  that  you 
and  I  should  stand  today  before  wide 
open  gates  and  see  before  us  a  path 
at  the  end  of  which,  with  God's  help, 
we  shall  be  nearer  heaven  on  earth 
than  the  world  has  ever  been  before. 

You  have  been  content  in  the  past 
to  let  others  think  for  you,  and  to 
accept  their  interpretation  of  your  as- 
pirations because  you  have  been 
wordless,  the  time  has  come  to  think 
for  yourself.  You,  who,  perforce, 
have  been  obliged  to  let  some 
one  else  take  your  place  in 
the  world  of  action,  because 
the  way  was  not  plain,  or  the 
moment  ripe,  the  time  has  come  to 
act  for  yourself!  Every  one  of  us 
has  the  seeds  of  greatness  sown  with- 
in us.  The  truth  of  this  is  written 
in  the  struggle  of  the  unnumbered 
ages  toward  the  light.  And  today  the 
destiny  of  the  world  lies  in  your 
hands  and  in  mine. 

In  the  heart  of  Quebec  stands  a 
little  old  chapel.  Its  exterioY  is  grey 
and  dim.  If  you  enter  it  at  any  hour 
of  the  day  or  night  U  is  always  twi- 
light, and  there,  at  any  hour  of  the 
day  or  night,  you  will  hear  music, 
faint,  fine,  sweet  music  from  voices, 
in  which  all  sensuality  has  been  hush- 
ed away,  and  which  rises  clean  and 
clear  and  spiritual  from  a  little  white 
group  of  nuns  before  the  altar.  That 
music  never  ceases.  It  goes  on  today 
as  it  has  gone  on  for  a  hundred  years, 
one  group  of  nuns  constantly  Replac- 
ing another,  and  sending  up  an  end- 
less,petition  to  Almighty  God  fpr  the 
salvation  of  the  world. 

While  your  duty  and  mine  does  not 
lie  within  the  walls  of  a  chapel,  while 
we  acknowledge,  perhaps,  no  bond  of 
church  or  creed,  nevertheless  it  is 
that  attitude  of  endless  prayer  which 
should  and  must  animate  our  hearts 
today,  if  we  would  have  our  thoughts 
and  acts  directed  aright.  It  is  only 
by  putting  yourselves  in  communion 
with  God  that  we  realize  that  God 
is  within  as,  and,  having  arrived  at 
this  realisation,  can  we  ever  be  in  the 
dark  again?  Mutt  we  not  continue 
to  grow  toward  the  Light  until  in 
the  fullness  and  in  the  beauty  of  our 
lives  and  in  the  lives  to  which  we 
give  birth  we  shall  tat  God's  king- 
dom upon  earth. 


"The  relationships  in  life  which 
we  prize  most  are  not  those  which 
give  us  the  greatest  profit,  but  those 
which  give  us  the  opportunity  to  do 
for  others."  In  Colonel  William 
Hamilton  Merritt's  book  on  'Canada 
and  National  Service,'  Macmillan  and 
06.,  Toronto,  we  find  this  quotation 
taken  from  an  editorial  in  The  New 
York  Evening  Mail.  It  is  a  thought 
which  everyone  should  bear  in  mind 
just  now,  when  each  one  of  us  has 
some  part  to  play  in  the  defense  of 
the  Empire.  It  goes  without  saying 
that  Colonel  Merritt  is  qpposed  to 
the  present  methods  of  recruiting  in 
Canada,  and  in  his  book  he  very 
plainly  and  concisely  gives  his  rea- 
sons for  _the  necessity  of  a  change* 
quoting  profusely  from  many  author- 
ities, and  giving  us  most  interesting 
accounts  of  how  Universal  Service 
has  been  found  to  work  in  the  most 
exemplary  countries  in  the  world. 

Colonel  Merritt  draws  "our  atten- 
tion to  the  distinct  difference  between 
"Conscription"  and  "Universal  Mili- 
tary Service."  In  the  former  case  all 
able  bodied  men  are  liable  to  serve, 
exemptions  are  confined  to  individual 
cases,  such  as  the  only'  sons  of  wid- 
ows, and  judges,  clergy,  etc.  In  the 
latter  case  a  regulated  annual  con- 
script contingent  is  chosen  by  lot 
from  a  considerably  larger  number  of 
young  men*  of  military  age,  any  one 
of  whom  may  be  exempt  on  payment 
of  a  certain  sum  of  money  or  the 
finding  of  a  substitute.  Conscription, 
he  points  out,  has  been  almost  uni- 
versally abandoned,  and  as  it  has  in- 
herited a  bad  name,  the  sooner  we 
do  away  with  it  and  use  instead  the 
far  more  comprehensive  expression 
of  "Universal  Service"  the  better.  • 

He  argues  that  the  militia  force  of 
Canada  is  a  •  force  of  mercenaries; 
which  statement  he  modifies  by  say- 
ing that  he  excepts  from  this  the 
large  number  which  have  joined  it 
from  personal  interest  in  the  work- 
such  as  members  of  city  regiments 
who  do  not  draw  their  pay  and  so 
forth,  and  he  goes  on  to  further  ex- 
plain the  real  difference  which  exists 
between  a  soldier  of  France  or  Swit- 
zerland and  a  soldier  of  Canada. 

In  the  old  days  bauds  of  soldiers 
were  hired  not  only  by  individuals 
but  by  States  to  do  thci*  fighting, 
and  they  were  termed  "mercenaries." 
Long  ago  brave  little  Switzerland  ac- 
complished prodigies  in  hurling  back 
her  powerful  neighbors,  and  acquired 
such  a  reputation  that  other  nation* 
vied  with  one  another  in  hiring  her 
soldiery  to  fight  for  them.  At  the 
present  time  the  law  of  Switzerland 
distinctly  forbids  such  a  thing.  Her 
soldiers,  like  the  soldiers  of  France, 
deem  it  a  duty  and  an  honor  to  bear 
arms  for  their  country,  which  the 
law  of  the  land  makes  an  obligation. 
As  this  obligation  applies  to  all, 
there  is  a  universal  military  service 
system,  which  is  the  antithesis  of 
mercenary  service. 

Now,  when  the  State  places  a 
charge  on  the  individual,  who  is  then 
obliged  to  do  his  duty  in  defence  of 
his  country  (and  any  money  given 
him  is  not  supposed  to  pay  for  that 
service)  a  charge  equally  compelling 
comes  upon  the  State,  and  is  as- 
sumed by  it,  not  Only  to  care  for 
the  soldier  but  also  to  look  after 
those  who  may  be  dependent  upon 
him  for  support.  The  Militia  De- 
partment in  this  country,  says  Col- 
onel Merritt,  has  been  obliged  to  in- 
crease the  pay  to  fill  up  the  ranks 
with  "patriots."  While  Frenchmen 
draw  one  cent  while  in  uniform,  Can- 
ada has  to  adopt  the  dollar  basis  to 
fill  up  her  ranks. 

In  speaking  of  the  aspect  of  labor 
towards  universal  service,  the  Colonel 
has  this  to  say:  "*I  have  conversed 
with  labor  in  Germany,  in  France, 
and  Switzerland.  I  have  met  and 
talked  with  Argentines,  Australians, 
New  Zealanders,  Japanese,  Dutch, 
Belgians,  and  people  from  other  lands 
where  the  principle  of  manhood's 
duty  of  defence  is  acknowledged  and 
acted  upon,  and  I  have  yet  to  dis- 
cover a  country  where  lahor  is  un- 
happy under  the  universal  system — 
under  the  true  democratic  system.  If 
it  were,  the  system  would  not  last  for 
a  day  in  such  ultra-democratic  com- 
munities as  Switzerland  and  Australia, 
in  which  latter,  in  spite  of  the  recent 
referendum  on  foreign  service,  the 
people  are  practically  a  unit  in  the 
matter  of  a  universal  military  system 
for  defence." 

The  subject  of  the  Swiss  military 
system  is  dealt  with  at  some  length, 
and  because  it  is  the  most  democratic 
"in  its  fair  treatment  of  all  citizens 
alike,  of  any  military  system  in  the 
world,"  we  give  a  brief  outline  of  it 
here.  In  considering  the  Swiss  mod- 
el for  Canada,  the  writer  points  out 
that  whereas  it  was  evolved  by  a 
brave  little  country  for  defence 
against  giant  nations,  it  would  be  es- 
pecially adapted  to  Canada,  because 
of  the  letter's  small  population,  and 
the  necessity  for  a  strong  defensive 
strength  in  case  it  were  actually  in- 
vaded by  such  powerful  nations  as 
Germany,  Japan  or  the  United  States. 

When  the  young  Swiss  reaches  his 
nineteenth  year  he  is  examined  for 
fitness.  He  has  to  appear  before  a 
committee  of  experts  who  {ravel 
around  to  the  remotest  districts. 
From  their  earliest  youth  the  young 
Swiss  have  a  goal  before  their  eyes 
—their  nineteenth  year.  This  makes 
with  all  the  boys  of  the  same  age 
for  a  species  of  solidarity.  The  same 
expectations,  hopeful  and  otherwise, 
permeate  their  consciousness.  At 
the  age  of  twenty  the  first  training 
begins.  The  recruits  of  a  district  as- 
semble in  sufficient  nuntbers  to  or- 
ganize a  full  infantry  battalion.  The 
recruit  course  takes  place  in  barracks 
and  lasts,  for  the  infantry,  sixty-seven 
days;  for  the  artillery,  seventy-seven; 
for  the  cavalry  ninety-two:  and  for 
the  medical  corps,  sixty-two  days. 
The  training  is  gone  through  with 
great  energy  and  a  system  has  keen 
developed  which  brings  out  of  the 
men  a  maximum  of  results  in  a  min- 
imum of  time,  * 

The  day  begins  at  5:jo  for  the  in- 
fantry and  for  the  cavalry  at  Jijo. 
They  work  until  i  i  :jo,  then  cat  and 
clean  up  and  rest  unitl  i:jo,  and  work 
again  until  3.J0.  The  men  receive 
ample  food  and  their  night  rest  it 
long,  enough,  for  they  mutt  he  in  at 
nine.'  The  training  tt  practical  and 
thorough  and  up  to  dste.  No  less 
stress  is  laid  upon  the  moral  than 
upon  the  physical  fitness.  Class  dis- 
tinction* are  abolished.  The  sons  el 
,the  poor  and  o|  the  rich  are  treated 


to  the  ranks  according  to  height,  and 
not  acording  to  individual  whims  or 
wishes.  There  are  no  classes,  only 
grades;  no  social,  only  military  dis- 
tinctions. , 
-  After  this  original  recruit  service 
the  young  man  is -a  full-fjedged  sol- 
dier, and  takes  all  his  equipment  home 
with  him,  even  to  his  horse;  for  only 
young  men  are  chosen  for-  the  cav- 
alry who  are  able  to  keep  a  horse, 
which  naturally  limits  the  cavalry  to 
the  farmers.  From  now  on,  every 
year  until  he  is  twenty-seven,  he  has 
to  serve  thirteen  days  a  year  with  his 
regiment,  in  repeat  service  and  man- 
oeuvres. 

As  to  the  training  of  officers,  every 
young  man  starts  in  as  a  recruit  in 
the  ranks,  but  the  young  men  who  in 
their  service  as  recruits  have  shown 
greater  interest  or  talent  for  executive 
ability  are  asked  to  become  non-com- 
missioned or  commissioned  officers. 
As  the  accepting  of  a  grade  entails 
sacrifice  in  time  and  money,  no  one 
is  asked  to  assume  the  burden  whose 
shoulders  are  unable  to  bear  'it.  They , 
are  selected  mainly  from  the  educated 
men  of  Switzerland,  and  among  them 
are  found  the  leading  men  of  every 
profession  and   business. 

The  whole  hook  is  a  concise  and 
clear  discussion  of  a  subject  that 
touches  the  life  of  our  nation  today, 
and  as  such  we  advise  every  citizen 
of  Canada  to  read  it.

MUSICAL  MATTERS 


The  Y.M.C.A.  of  the  United  States 
is  to  he  in  charge  of  the  recreation 
and  entertainment  in  all  the  training 
camps  of  that  country.  They  intend 
to  follow  something  of  the  circuit 
plan  of  the  Chautauquas,  and  will  ask 
for  the  co-operation  of  all  famous 
singers,  violinists,  and  quartette  or- 
ganizations. This  is  a  very  large 
work,  and  will  entail  the  services  of 
1,100  secretaries  and  the  sum  of  $.t>- 
000,000.  Nearly  the  whole  of  .this 
sum  has  been  already  pledged.  It  is 
believed  that  the  singing  and  playing 
of  the  best  music  by  the  best  artists 
will  act  as  the  greatest  of  incentives 
and  inspirations  among  die  soldiers, 
and  consequently  they  are  l<>  limit 
the  number  of  people  who  will  ap- 
pear to  the  very  finest  of  the  profes- 
sion. As  usual  Schumann  Heiuk  is 
already  to  the  fore  and  has  sung  al- 
ready before*  thousands  of  the  sol- 
diers. Mmc.  Heink  is  very  adaptable. 
It  is  not  so  long  ago,  in  fact  it  was 
shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
that  in  response  to  an  encore  at  one 
of  her  entertainments,  the  came  to 
the  front  of  the  stage  and  with  arms 
outstretched  in  appeal  sang  one  of  the 
patriotic  songs  of  Germany.  How- 
ever, we  must  forget  all  that,  she 
probably  wants  to  forget  it,  too,  as 
she  is  fond  of  declaring  that'she  "is 
an  American  first,  last  and  all  the 
time."  John  McCormack  is  another 
singer  whom  they  are  counting  on  to 
lend  the  inspiration  of  his  voice  to 
the  soldiers.  It  is  said  that  practic- 
ally everyone  who  has  been  asked  to 
assist  in  this  great  work  has  most 
enthusiastically    consented., 

"What  is  color  in  music?"  asks  an 
Italian  critic,  and  a  contemporary 
gives  the  following  reply:  Speaking 
roughly,  "color"  means  to  the  musical 
artist  some  perception  of  that  subtle 
but  well-defined  relationship  which 
exists  between  one  tjne  quality  and 
another.  The  contrast,  for  instance, 
between  the  tone  quality  of  a  flute 
and  an  oboe  is  spoken  of  as  a  differ- 
ence in  "color."  The  range  of  these 
"color"'  relationships  is,  of  course. 
much  wider,  and  more  subtle,  in 
sound  than,  in  pigment,  and  French 
composers  have  always  attached  to 
theui  tbe  greatest  importance.  Their 
sensitiveness  to  "color"  cannot  .  be 
hidden  even  -in  writing  for  the  piano, 
and  the  Ravel  quartette  played  on 
the  present  occasion  is  saturated  with 
tine  musical  "color."  To  play  or  lis- 
ten to  such  a  work  without  a  percep- 
tion of  this  quality  is  rather  like 
looking  at  a  painting  through  an  i so- 
chromatic  screen. 


About  a  year  ago  people  coming 
up  from  California  were  very  fond 
of  telling  us  of  the  pro-German  ten- 
dencies of  many  of  the  people  there; 
of  how  one  could  hear  on  every  hand 
outspoken  sympathy  with  the  cause 
of  Germany.  Following  a  complaint 
that  in  some  of  the  schools  of  that 
State  German  songs  were  still  being 
taught  and  sung,  the  California  State 
Board  of  Education  has  now  passed  a 
resolution  absolutely  ^prohibiting  pu- 
pils from  singing  German  songs  or 
songs  of  German  origin.  This  incul- 
cation that  Germany  is  in  the  griev- 
ous wrong  will  have  a  very  wide  ef- 
fect just  where  we  want  to  see  it. 
Impressions  made  in  youth  are  the 
most  lasting  of  all.  Pro-Germanism, 
if  it  ever  existed  to  much  of  an  ex- 
tent in  California,  will  die  out  now 
and  for  all  time. 


-  The  late  correspondent  of  Musical 
America  who  returned  to  that  coun- 
try last  month  describes  the  daily  life 
of  a  musician  in  Berlin,  and  reading 
the  description  we  cannot  find  it  in 
our  hearts  to  envy  that  musician  in 
the  smallest  degree,  although  the 
writer  modifies  his  statement  by  say- 
ing that  the  conditions  of  life  in  the 
German  capital  are  rather  worse  than 
they  arc  in  any  other  part  of  that 
country: 

On  rising  he  or  she  sits  down  to  a 
veritably  spartan  breakfast,  generally 
comprising  "Kricgsbrod"  (a  war- 
bread  made  from  rye  and  tasting  for 
all  the  world  like  moistened  meal), 
a  beverage  called  tea.  and  made  of 
indigenous  herbs  that  may  possess 
medicinal  qualities,  but  that  really 
evince,  very  little  similarity  to  tea.  Of 
sugar  to  sweeten  the  concoction,  there 
is  plenty — for  Germany's  supply  of 
this  product  is  ample  for  soother 
year  or  two.  even  though  the  con- 
sumption thereof  is  also  restricted  by 
means  of  sugar  cards. 

And  then  the  piece  de  resistance  of 
tbe  morning's  repast  constitutes  a 
marmalade  made  from  the  white  beet. 
Which  the  writer,  however,  always 
preferred  to  waive.  Every  ten  days 
the  holder  of  an  egg  card  may  In- 
dulge in  the  orgy  of  eating  two  eggs. 
A  person  might  really  he  justified  in 
engaging  the  services  of  a  secretary 
to  keep  track  of  the  validity,  expira- 


tion and  renewal  of  the  various  cards 
with  which  each  individual  is  tup- 
plied  to  regulate  his  allotted  food 
supply. 

There  are  bread  cards,  and  butter 
cards,  meat 'cards,  at  the  time  of  my 
departure,  April  26.  entitling  the 
holder  lo  500  grams  (one  pound)  of 
meat  weekly,  the  aforementioned  egg 
cards,  sugar  cards,  soap  cards— for  a 
weekly  supplv  of  a  soap  substitute 
prepared  f;om  a  kind  of  clay  and 
containing  but  10  per  cent  of  fats,  a 
dried  fruit  and  vegetable  card,  a  po- 
tato card — allowing  three  pounds  of 
potatoes  weekly  per /capita,  etc.  And 
the  poor  mortal  who  has  not  watched 
his  cards  closely  and  has  allowed  one 
or  the  other  thereof  to  expire  has 
forfeited  the .  right  to  his  ration  of 
that  particular  commodity  for  that 
week. 

In  the  case  of  the  musical  profes- 
sional the  forenoon  passes,  away  in 
practice  and  teaching,  in  many *  in- 
stances attended  to  in  a  rather  half- 
hearted manner.  For  when  the  ani- 
mal in  man  is  but  moderately  fed 
there  is  apt  to  be  a  deficiency  of  vital 
energy.  Herein  artists  are  somewhat 
the  better  off,  inasmuch  as  under 
existing  conditions  it  is  far  easier  for 
an  artist  to  concentrate  on  his  work, 
that  transports  him  away  from  the 
deadening  humdrum  existence  of 
war-times,  than  for  a  business  man  to 
occupy  himself  with  tasks  dealing 
with  topical  conditions.  So,  to  all 
"appearances,  rehearsals  go  on  pretty 
much  as  usual.  The  busy  life  at  the 
concert-bureaux  is  just  a*./  much  in 
evidence  as  formerly.  As  far  as  one 
was  able  to  judge  up  to  the  month  of 
April  the  "concert-directions"  were 
carrying  on  just  as  profitable  a  busi- 
ness as  in  former  days,  especially 
the  management  of  Berlin's  two  large 
concert   halls. 


The  French  Canadian  tenor,  Paul 
Default,  will  be  back'in  this  country 
very  shortly.  He  has  already  set  sail 
from  Yokohama,  having  completed 
a  successful  tour  which  embraced,  be- 
sides Australia  and  New  Zealand,  the 
Island  of  Java  and  the  Malayan 
Peninsula.  He  gained  notable  suc- 
cesses in  Iudo-China,  where  there  is 
a    large    French    population. 

Olive  Fremstad  is  again  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
Company.  After  an  absence  of  three 
years  the  great  American  dramatic 
soprano  will  return  to  the  scene  of 
her   foremost   triumphs  next  January. 


American  daily  papers  have  started 
competitions  to  secure  a  new  national 
air.

dependent good  or  personal  profit, 
the  labor  properly  undertaken  by  the 
several  members  of  a  political  com- 
munity is  necessarily,  and  justly, 
within  certain  limits,  independent. 
This  great  difference  in  final  condi- 
tion involves  necessarily  much  com- 
plexity in  the  system  and  application 
of  general  laws;  but  in  no  wise  ab- 
rogates— on  the  contrary,  it  renders 
yet  more  imperative — the  necessity 
for  the  firm  ordinance  of  such  laws,

— You  will  have  read  all  about  the 
time  we  had  taking  Vlmy  RJdge  from 
the  "Helnies"  some  time  ago.  Needless 
to  say,  we  were  in  the  midBt  of  it  and 
had  quite  a  time  of  It  while  the  affair 
lasted. 

We  came  Into  the  lino  nt  night,  and 
etayed  In  the  tunnels  till  about  half  an 
hour  before  we  were  due  to  "go  over," 
and  then  we  made  our  way  to  the  as- 
sembly trenches.  While  waiting  for  the 
word  to  "go"  we  h»w  that  our  rifles, 
lomlm  and  bayonets  were  in  good  shape, 
••nil  then  we  sat  down  in  the  bottom  of 
the  trench  and  smoked  and   talked. 

About  three  mlnuteH  before  the  time 
to  "go  over"  we  fixed  bayonets  and 
got  lined  up  In  the  trench  in  front  of 
the  places  in  the  wire  we  had  to  go 
through.      We  didn't   worry   at   all   about 

tv  a  st     tfoinir      t  a     hunnsii     1a     uu  *     nil 
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we  knew  was  that  "Heinle"  was  on  the 
other  Mlde,  and  had  to  he  shifted  for 
good.  At  the  exact  second  a  mine  went 
up,  on  our  left,  and  It  sure  was  a  won- 
derful sight.  The  earth  seemed  to  rise 
up  in  a  mound,  and  as  soon  as  I  saw 
this  I  was  "up  and  over"  and  was  going 
through  one  wire  when  the  first  shells 
landed  In  "Fritz's"  line.  Out  of  the  cor- 
ner of  my  eye  I  saw  the  huge  glare 
from  the  mine  light  up  the  ridge,  and 
It  was  a  thrilling  sight,  Just  looked  and 
listened  like  a  subsection  of  hell  work- 
ing overtime. 

The  noise  of  the  shells  and  machine 
guns  was  awful,  fairly  deafened  you, 
but  we  kept  on  going,  and  were  through 
the  enemy's  front  line  before  we  knew 
it;  In  fact,  he  had  no  front  line  left. 
You  could  Just  pick  out  a  piece  of  trench 
mat  hero  and  there  in  shell  holes  and 
nurmlse  that  this  was  where  the  front 
line  had  been. 

After  forcing  the  front  line  my  com- 
pany lay  down  in  order  te  let  another 
company  go  through  us.  and  we  moved 
forward  to  help  them  out  in  case  a 
stubborn  resistance  was  made  In  the 
second  line. 

However,  our  barrage  fire  lasted  there 
for  quite  a  while,  and  as  soon  as  it 
lifted  the  boys  were  Into  the  trench 
and  got  most  of  the  "Helnies"  In  their 
dugouts,  although  a  few  scraps  were 
put  up  In  different  places.  After  we  saw 
we  were  not  required,  we  kept  on  going 
and  again  lay  down  In  advance  of  this 
line,  and  allowed  another  company  to 
go  through  us,  and  then  moved  for- 
ward to  take  our  final  objective.  I  got 
hit  In  the  foot  about  this  time,  and 
didn't  see  the  line  for  a  little  while. 
I  understand  the  boys  met  with  some 
resistance  In  this  line,  but  were  able 
to  handle  them  all  right. 

I  went  back  to  the  dressing  station 
by  degrees,  helping  our  boys  who  were 
hit  as  I  went,  and  on  arrival  there  took 
off  ray  boot  and  found  the  bullet  had 
gone  right  through  my  boot  and  two 
pairs  of  socks,  without  touching  my 
foot. 

I  could  have  sworn  my  big  toe  was 
gone  when  I  was  coming  In,  as  my 
foot  seemed  dead,  probably  o«^|  to  the 
blow  of  the  bullet.  As  so«y*4  Vs  I  saw 
I  was  O.  K.  I  reported  to  headquarters, 
and  was  detailed  for  other  duties  for  a 
while. 

After  finishing  that  work  I  grabbed 
something  to  eat  and  drink,  and  then 
wet  out  to  find  the  new  front  line.  It 
was  dark  by  this  time.  and.  of  course. 
I  fell  into  millions  of  shell  holes,  drag- 
ged myself  out  of  one  only  to  get  Into 
another.  I  was  stuck  in  mud  up  to  my 
knees  for  hours  at  a  time,  and  was  phy- 
sically exhausted  from  digging  and  pry- 

tele

The  last  shell  hole  I  was  In  that  night 
I  couldn't  get  out  of.  try  as  I  would, 
so  I  gave  it  up  for  a  bad  Job  and  waited 
for  soma  one  to  pass  near  me,  or  else 
till  daylight  when  I  could  see  somebody. 
Four  men  came  along  after  a  while  and 
With  their  aid  I  was  Boon  high  and  dry. 
gasping  for  breath. 

I  started  out  after  resting  for  a  while 
and  ultimately  landed  In  a  trench  which 
I  recognised  as  our  old  front  line,  and, 
thoroughly  disgusted,  I  dropped  into 
the  first  dugout  and  resolved  to  wait* 
there  until  daylight,  as  I  was  all  in. 
and  didn't  know  exactly  what  part  of 
the  line  I  was  In.  I  found  quite  a  num- 
ber of  sandbags  there,  and  had  a  fine 
sleep,  woke  up,  and  on  getting  out  on 
top  found  I  was  In  oer  old  front  line 
nearly  a  mile  to  the  right  of  where  1 
left  it. 

It  was  by  this  time  about  i  or  S 
o'clock  In  the  afternoon,  so  I  beat  It  and 
made  for  headquarters,  dropping  into  a 
kitchen  on  the  way  and  inupmed  some 
tea  and  "mulligan."  Was  told  to  stay 
in  the  headquarters  till  further  orders, 
doing  odd  duties  around  there,  and  went 
up  Into  the  line  and  took  over  a  post  the 
following  day. 

It  wasn't  too  bad  up  there  in  the  line. 
"Frits"  waa  shelling  quite  a  bit.  but 
his  aim  was  rotten,  and  he  didn't  do 
much  damage.  There  was  quite  a  nice 
dugout,  too.  and  this  gave  us  some  place 
to  sleep  In  while  we  were  off  duty,  also 
provided  us  with  some  souvenirs. 

On  the  morning  of  the  day  our  bat- 
talion was  to  be  relieved  my  men  were 
takes  away,  and  I  was  to  wait  for  an- 
other trow  coming  up,  so  sat  and  waited 
and  ultimately  fell  asleep;  woke  up 
hearing  voices  at  the  top  of  the  dug- 
out aad  discovered  two  of  our  boys 
atandlng  on  the  parapet.  I  yelled  at 
them  to  gat  down,  as  I  thought  "Frits" 
would  snip*  at  them,  and  got  quite  a 
shock  when  I  was  told  to  "roll  over,  as 
I  waa  on  my  hart."  also  that  "Heinle" 
wad  boat  It.  and  our  own  patrols  were 
after  team;  also  that  I  had  to  report  at 
headquarters  on  the  doable. 

Oepteze  a  Tmego 

Oa  arrival  at  headquarters  I  was  kept 
busy  getting  all  available  men  out  and 
several  other  jobs,  and  by  the  time  I 
hat  daa*  all  this  our.  rsllsf  waa  coming 
la.   aa  lust   stayed   there   till    the   relief 


the  rush  that  morning  on  finding  the 
enemy  gone  I  went  off  and  left  .them  In 
the  dugout  and  didn't  get  a  chance  to 
collect  them  later. 

.  The  only  souvenir  I  got  was  a  belt, 
and  I  picked  that  up  In  the  nemy'a  old 
front  line  when .  we  were  coming  out. 
The  main  souvenir  was  my  little  self, 
and  I  was  lucky  to  get  out  without  be- 
ing dented  of  scratched  in  any  way,  the 
more  I   think  of  It. 

We  had  a  few  casualties,  but  mostly 
slight  wounds  caused  by  machine  guns, 
and  very  few  stretcher  cases.  The  ma- 
chine guns  that  worried  us  were  on  a 
flank  and  were  enfilading  us,  and  It  was 
quite  a  little  while  before  they  were 
put  out  of  action. 

The  "Heinle"  machine  gunners  had 
quite  a  fine  trick  (which  they  thought 
a  Joke)  of  firing  till  our  boys  got  twenty 
yards  off  and  then  they  threw  up  their 
mitts  and  yelled  "Mercy  Kamarad."  Ow- 
Ing  to  tha  state  of  the  weather,  or  per- 
haps Indigestion,  our  boys  weren't  ap- 
preciating Jokes  that  morning,  much  to 
the  "Hemles' "  disgust,  as  I  know  of 
two  crews  who  won't  try  that  stunt 
again.  Some  people  forget  that  the 
other  side  has  machine  guns  and  men 
to  work   them. 

"Mercy,   Kamarad"       — — 

About  the  third  day  in  our  new  line 
a  "Heinle"  -  came  crawling  up  out  of 
some  hole  or  other  and  took  a  shot 
at  one  of  our  boys,  hitting  him  In  the 
shoulder.  Cnfortunately  for  "Heinle" 
of  our  boys  were  quite  nesr,  and  they 
did  a  little  snlptng  In  their  turn. 

We  took  quite  a  number  of  prisoners, 
and  you  could  see  one  of  our  boys 
slightly  wounded  coming  back  support- 
ed by  two  "Frltxes"  and  followed  by 
quite  a  bunch  more,  all  with  their  hands 
above  their  heads  and  a  scared  "Mercy, 
Kamarad."  "Wk  on  their  dials.  Most  of 
the  prisoners  were  put  on  carrying 
stretcher  cases  from  our  dressing  sta- 
tion, ultimately  arriving  at  the  "cages." 
These  prisoners  were  quite  a  pleaaed 
lot  when  they  arrived  in  the  tunnel,  and 
I  guess  more  so  when  they  got  to  the 
cages. 

All  the  time  we  were  up  that  trip 
our  grub  and  rations  were  good;  in  fact 
we  got  our  meals  the  same  as  usual, 
thanks  to  the  good  work  done  by  the 
oooks  and  their  helpers,  and  had 
occasion  to  use  our  emergency  rati  on  i. 
We  only  missed  one  meal  and  that  wis 
breakfast  tha  morning  ws  Went  ove*j, 
•no.  by  gosh,  we  got  our  breakfasts  be-"^ 
fore  we  left  the  tunnel  for  the  attack, 
so  we  got  all  our  meals  the  same  as 
usual. 

Believe  me.  It  waa  a  welcome  sight 
to  see  the  boys  hopping  -ovsr  tha  top 
loaded  down  with  Una  containing  hot 
food  and  drink  for  us. 

The  weather  most  of  tha  time  waa 
pretty  rotten— rain,  sleet,  snow,  all  at 
once — but  It  was  not  so  bad,  as  ws  had 
the  dugout  to  dodge  Into  when  we  were 
off 'duty  or  not  sou  veni  ring.  One  of  tha 
boys  lay  out  wounded  for  three  days 
and  two  nights  before  we  were  abbs  to 
locate  him  and  bring  him  In. 

Two  of  his  pals,  who  knew  where  he 
was  hit  went  out  on  both  nights,  but 
were  unable  to  find  him,  and  we  couldn't 
locate  him  in  the  daytime  with  glasses. 
The  third  night  one  of  his  pals  was  on 
duty  when  he  thought  he  heard  a  yell, 
so  he  asked  the  other  lad  on  duty  If  he 
had  heard  anything...  but  this  fellow 
said  no.  The  boy  was  positive  he  had 
heard  something,  ao  he  yelled  out  "la 
that  Joe  Mitchell?"  and  you  can  Imagine 
his  delight  when  he  heard  the  voles  re- 
ply "Aye,  come  On  oot  and  get  me,  NIc." 
So  a  bunch  went  out  and  found  the 
youngster  sitting  In  a  shell  hole  as  hap- 
py as  you  please. 

You  can  Imagine  what  he  bust  have 
felt  like  lying  there  unable  to  move, 
and  the  weather  absolutely  the  limit. 
He  had  his  rifle  loaded  bealde  him,  also 
his  bombs,  ready  to  give  an  account  of 
himself  In  case  any  of  the  enemy  came 
near. 

He  had  divided  his  emergency  rations 
Into  four  parts,  so  he  figured  he  could 
last  four  days,  and  had  Just  one  portion 
left  when  he  was  brought  In.  Ths  lad 
Is  now  in  "Blighty.','  and  la  gsttlng  on 
well,  although  he  said  In  a  letter  he 
didn't  like  the  hospital,  as  it  was  noth- 
ing but  "old  ladles  and  ao  fruit,  but 
better  than  the  front  line  at  that."  He 
was  Just  a  wee  Scottish  laddie,  but  he 
was  always  there  with  that  grim,  dour 
spirit  that  made  Scotia's  sons  famous 
in  peace  and  war. 

1  lost  quite  a  few  comrades  in  that 
"do,"  Including  one  who  was  a  pal  of 
mine  for  years,  and  with  whom  I  had 
many  pleasant  times  both  in  and  out 
of  the  regiment.  He  was  hit  In  the 
thigh  by  shrapnel  and  died  a  couple  of 
days  afterward,  probably  owing  to 
shock,  and  loss  of  blood.  I  saw  him 
when  he  was  being  carried  out  and  ho 
looked  very  bad.  so  the  news  of  his 
death  was  not  such  a  shock  as  It  would 
have  been  had  I  not  seen  him.  I  miss 
him  greatly,  as  do  all  in  the  company, 
and  It  will  he  many  a  day  before  we 
forget  hire.  He  was  second  In  command 
of  my  company,  and  liked  by  all  ranks, 
both  for  his  ability  as  an  officer  and  his 
square  treatment  of  all. 

Bavarians  stag*  to  Safety 
Out  of  the  bunch  that  weat  over  only 
three  sergeants  came  out  untouched: 
the  rest  were  nearly  all  slightly  wound- 
ed. I  waa  In  luck  again,  aad  hop*  my 
luck  will  hold  good  for  all  time,  aa  I. 
sure  do  have  some  wonderful  |uak  la 
these  affairs. 

I  know  I  will  never  aa  long  aa  1  live 
forget  the  sigh  to  1  saw  those  days  we 
were  putting  It  all  over  the  Huns.  Tha 
srtlllesk  Pre  was  beyond  description, 
and  certainly  did  raise  Cam  with  tha 
trenches  and  ground  generally.  Tha 
ground  -wis  .had  to  cover  waa  nothing 
but  shell  holes,  mud  and  water,  'aad  M 
was  exhausting  work  making  your  way 
through  it. 

In  looking  over  tha  ground  afterward 
you  wondered  how  on  earth  ran  ever 
managed  te  get  across  thsre  at  all. 


Children 's  Aid  School  Raises  Fine  Crop 
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You  may  have  seen  or  heard  that 
some  big  guy.  in  the  "Heinle"  army  Just 
wanted  the  Bavarians  to  get  at  the  Eng- 
lish once;  they'd  show  us  something. 
We  were  up  against  the  famous  Bavar- 
ians that  morning,  and  they  were  so 
pleased  to  greet  us  that  some  came  for- 
ward with  arms  outstretched  and  up- 
raised to  greet  us,  crying  "Mercy,  ,com- 
rode!"  A  few,  very  few,  put  up  a  bit 
of  a  scrap,  and  the  majority  were  either 
caught  in  the  dugouts  where  they  were 
waiting  till  it  was  convenient  to  -come 
out,  or  else  beat  It,  minus  equipment 
and  rifles,  to  tell  their  friends  the  Eng- 
lish were  calling  on  the  Bavarians  and 
It  looked  like  a  permanent  call,  as  they 
brought  their  haversacks  and  rations 
with  them. — : — 

I  don't  think  any  of  our  boys  saw  a 
Hun  over  there  with  his  equipment  on, 
or  a  bayonet  fixed  or  a  rifle.  All  the 
little  scraps  were  with  bombs  when  It 
wasn't  a  machine  gun. 

We  are-  not  doing  an  awful  lot  at 
present.  Just  plugging  along  the  same 
as  we  did  before,  and  enjoying  the  sun- 
shine, which  feels  good  after  the  awful 
weather   we've  had   to   put  up  with. 

I  certainly  was  glad  to  see  Uncle  Sam 
had  done   the  right   thing,   and  am   sure 


Why  that  small  tot  of  rum  in  tne 
morning  is  Just  sufficient  to  warm  you 
all  over,  and  restores  the  circulation 
after  a  cold  and  dreary  night.  There  are 
hundreds,  aye  thousands,  of  lads  over 
here  that  don't  touch  a  drop  when  they 
are  out  of  the  line,  but  look  out  for 
squalls  when  they  don't  get  their  rum 
issue  in  the  morning  in  the  line  In  Win- 
ter. 

We  don't  get  rum  now  and  don't  need 
It.  as  the  weather  is  fine.  If  the  war 
continues  we'll  get  some  more  In  Octo- 
ber next  when  the  weather  starts  to 
get  bad  again.  I'd  Just  as  soon  do  with- 
out it,  though,  if  it  would  help  to  shor- 
ten the  war. 
We  don't   get    much   new*  out   nere,   but 


as  far  as  we  can  learn  I  think  the  Rus- 
sian business  will  turn  out  all  right  in 
the  end,  also  that  the  "U-boat"  menace 
will  cease  to  be  a  menace  In  due  course. 
It  takes  time  to  get  things  going  to 
combr.t  an  attack  like  this,  but  I  think 
we  can  leave  It  to  the  "silent  navy"  to 
fix   the   U-boats.

Some  of  the  old 
lines  have  ceased  to  exist  or  have  been 
absorbed  by  others.  Companies,  on  the 
other  hand,  which  previously  sought 
only  passengers  for  American  ports, 
have  now  for  years  ran  special  Cana- 
dian services.

My  only  drink  since  I  came  to  France, 
that  Is,  Intoxicating  drink,  has  been 
rum,  the  stuff  we  are  Issued  In  the  Win- 
tertime, and,  believe  me.  It  Is  a  life- 
saver  and  no  mistake.  Some  temperance 
folks  rant  and  rave  about  the  Issue  of 
rum  to  the  troops,  how  It  Is  making 
drunkards  of  us  alt;  why,  they  make 
me  sick.  I'd  like  some  of,  them  to  be 
stuck  up  to  their  knees  In  mud  for  days, 
or  else  nearly  frosen,  as  we  have  been, 
and  they  see  what  they  were  like.

Apropos  of  the  Jubilee  of  Confedera- 
tion, some  interesting  reminiscences 
were  given  to  the  Canadian  Associated 
Press  In  London  by  J.  O.  Colmer,  hon- 
orary secretary  of  the  Canadian  War 
Contingent  Association,  who.  nearly 
forty  years  ago,  opened  the  first  Cana- 
dian High  Commissioner's  office  in  Lon- 
don. "Sir  Alexander,  who  waa  the  first 
High  Commissioner,"  said  Mr.  Colmer, 
"came  in  March,  1880.  I  accompanied 
him  as  private  secretary.  I  intended 
stsying  In  London  merely  for  a  few 
months,  but  noon  after  my  arrival  I 
was  appointed  secretary  to  the  office." 
Before  Sir  Alexander  Gait  came.  Can- 
adian Interests  In  England  were  super- 
vised   by    Hon.    W.   Annand,    formerly   a

Lots  to  Eat  in  Oaklands  School  Garden 
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SCHOOL  KIDDIES  HELP 
INCREASE  PRODUCTION 

Gardens  Are  Cultivated  by  Children   as   Part  of 
Educational  Course  — Boys  Work   Dur- 
ing Holidays— Youngsters  Conduct 
Cutworm  Crusade. 


Hundreds  of  the  children  of  Victoria 
are  learning  many  lessons  as  they  dig 
and  hoe  and  rake  and  sow  and  gather 
In  their  harvest  of  vegetables  and  flow- 
ers. A  very. happy  little  army  of  work- 
era  are  the  boys  and  girls  who  spend 
hours.  In  the  sunshine  and  open  air  In 
the  early  weeks  of  Summer,  and  a  rich 
frulf,  will  'the  training  they  receive 
bring  forth  in  the  characters  and  habits 
of  the  chlldrep  who  nre  to  be  future 
cltlsens.  Not  only  are  they  learning 
how  to  cultivate  the  soil  and  study  the 
habits  of  seeds  and  plants,  but  to  work 
together  for  the  common  good.  A  child 
who  has  natural  aptitude  or  greater  ex- 
perience Is  ready  to  show  his  neighbor 
how  to  remedy  defects  In  order  that 
the  whole  appearance  of  the  garden  may 
not  be  marred  by  the  failure  of  any 
Individual.  In  many  cases  If  not  in  all 
the  young  gardeners  learn  by  experi- 
ence the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  v  hlch 
come  from  sharing  the  fruits  of  honest 
toll. 

For  gardening  to  both  teachers  and 
taught  Is  very  hard  labor.  Seldom  can 
all  the  work  be  overtaken  In  school 
hours.  The  passerby  may  see  the  young 
folk  In  the  gardens  at  playtime,  and 
many  of  the  teachers  spend  their  after- 
noons In  planning  what  the  children 
shall  do  tomorrow  or  In  perfecting  the 
day's  work.

There  is  not,  however,  any  sign 
among  the  young  gardeners  as  they  ply 
their  various  occupations  that  they  look 
upon  their  outdoor  lessons  as  drudgery. 
Each  finds  exhilaration  in  the  fresh  air, 
the  sunshine,  the  sight  of  growing 
things,  the  songs  of  birds  and  the  hum 
of  insects.  There  Is  much  for  sharp 
eyes  to  see,  and  no  restraint  Is  exercised 
except  that  which  Is  necessary  to  pre- 
vent Interference  with  the  freedom  of 
others. 

The  story  of  school  gardening  In  Vic- 
toria cannot  be  told  without  a  reference 
to  the  work  of  many  women  teachers, 
notably  of  Miss  Williams,  of  the  Girls' 
Central  School.  In  window  gardening. 
How  many  homes  throughout  the  city 
are  more  beautiful  because  of  the  love 
of  flowers  fostered  by  the  well  cared 
for  plants  which  formed  part  of  the 
school  environment  of  the  girls  It  would 
be  very  hard  to  ascertain. 

Miss  LawEon,  of  Kingston  Street,  was 
the  first  to  see  the  importance  of  beau- 
tifying the  grounds  as  well  aa  the  In- 
side of  the  school.  Roses,  vines  and 
other  perennials  with  a  sprinkling  of 
annuals  had  become  a  delight  to  the 
little  folk  before  the  more  formal  work 
was   begun. 

.  At  what  is  now  the  Girls'  School, 
Mr.  S.  B.  Paul,  the  principal  of  the 
High  School  < himself  aa  enthusiastic 
gardener)  saw  to  the  planting  of  the 
shrubs  and  vines  and  the  sparing  of 
the  old  oaks  which  make  the  building 
and  grounds  at  the  corner  of  Fern  wood 
Road  and  Fort  Street  so  beautiful  to- 
ddy. 

More  recently  the  trustees  saw  the 
Importance  of  making  flower  borders 
round  all  the  principal  schools,,  and  a 
gardener  was  engaged  for  the  purpose 
of  selecting  and  plnatlng  exotics  and 
perennials,  while  the  help  of  Janitors  j 
and  caretakers  was  enlisted  In  watering 
the  beds. 

Competent    In  struct  lop 

It  Is  four  years  since  Mr.  H.  B.  Mc- 
Lean, a  graduate  of  Guelph  Agricultural 
College,  who  had  experience  In  the  Con- 
solidated School,  established  by  Sir 
William  Macdonald,  near  Pownal,  Prince 

Slward  Island,  was  entrusted  with  the 
sk  of  Introducing  school  gardening  as 
a  regular  subject  of  Instruction  Into  tha 
George  Jay  School.  A  plant  house  was 
built  and  a  garden  made  on  the  south 
side  of  the  building.  Mr.  McLean's  en- 
thusiasm overcame  all  Initial  difficulties 
and  the  trustees  of  that  time  were  not 
afraid  to  Incur  expense  In  preparing  the 
soil  and  furnishing  the  plant  house. 
The  latter  has  been  a  paying  Invest- 
ment even  from  a  financial  standpoint, 
as  Mr.  Bennett,  the  school  gardener,,  has 
raised  in  It  seedlings  and  plants  for  all 
the  schools.  The  ftupils  have  learned 
lessons  In  propagation  and  the  use  of 
the  cold  frame,  and  when  bedding  out 
time  la  over  a  crop  of  tomatoes  have 
shown  the  method  of  glaas  cultivation 
for  profit. 

When  Mr.  McLean  was  appointed  to 
a  position  In  the  Normal  School  Mr. 
Henry  Charlesworth,  the  new  principal, 
set  t>«*  older  children  to  make  gardens 
at  home,  and  Mr.  Rowan  McKensh*  car- 
ried on  the  work  among  a  younger  class 
at  school.  This  year  Miss  Harris  has 
succeeded  Mr.  McKensle,  who  is  now  as- 
sistant at  South  Park  School.  The  home 
gardens  were  a  success  last  year.

As    school    gardening    has    become     ■ 
part  of  the  system  of  provincial  educa- 
tion,   though    it;;    introduction    Into    any 
particular  district  bat:  hitherto  been  op- 
tional,   Mr.    J.    W.    Gibson.

equipment.     Mr.  <jlb*on  Is  of  course  the 
Judge  of  the  value  of  the  woik  done.

The  gardening  here  Is  done 
by  the  older  children,  the  Entrance 
Class  undertaking  the  ears  of  a  big  po- 
tato plot  Oaklands.  school  garden  Is 
one  of  the  best  in  Brltt-h  Columbia.

At  Kingston  Street  eighty  little  peo- 
ple of  the  Float  and.  Second  Reader 
Classes  are  showing  that  very  young 
children  have  the  strength,  the  skill  and 
the  lodgment  which  successful  garden- 
ing requires.  Here  the  sine  of  the  plat 
waa  doubled  this  Spring,  and  while  the 
new  ground  was  ploughed  and  put  la 
order,  all  the  digging  was  done  py  smell 
boys,  none  of  whom  is  over  eleven  er 
at  meat  twelve  years  of  age. 

The  oMMrea.here  are  dt-  ided  late  two 
groups,  aad  Miss  Lawaon  has  the  ess- 
eteat  aanietaaoo  of  Mtaa  Grace  Cameron. 
The  Fim  Reader  beys  aad  glrle  eelU- 


vate  a  border  along  the  west  wall  ot 
the  school,  where  bean.-,  peas  and  root 
and  salad  crops  are  grown  for  Mrs.  Kin- 
ney, the  caretaker.  Apart  from  the  In- 
trinsic value  of  the  vegetables,  this  sign 
Of  the  kind  relations  existing  between 
the  little  folk  and  their  friend  Is  a 
touch  of  human  nature  pleasant  to  note. 
On  her  part.  Mra.  Klnsey  waters  the 
whole  garden  in  the  holidays.  Thie  work 
Is  entirely  co-operative. 

Inside  the  rails  are  the  Individual 
plots,  and  the  children  are  vleing  with 
each  other  in  raising  crops  to  be  sold 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Red  Cross.  As 
most  of  the  customers  are  parents  or 
sympathetic  friends  the  market  price  Is 
likely    to   be   high. 

The  children  who  graded  from  this 
school  last  year  to  South  Park  are  en- 
gaged In  home  garden  work  under  the 
superintendence  of  their  teacher,  Miss 
Irene  Alrd. 

Work  During  Holidays 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  all 
the  school  gardens  In  Victoria  Is  that 
rullhateri  by  the  boys  of  the  Pembroke 
Street  School.  These  lads  are  still  Bt_ 
work  during  the  holidays.  How  care- 
fully they  have  been  taught  by  Miss 
O'Keefc  and  the  pride  they  take  in  their 
work  may  be  learned  by  any  friend  who 
visits  their  home  near  the  Jubilee  Hos- 
pital. Some  of  the  boys  are  spending 
their  holidays  elsewhere,  but  not  a  plant 
Is  neglected  by  the  comrades  who  ha\« 
taken  over  their  work.  Miss  O'Kcefe's 
natch  of  potatoes  and  her  vegetable  an>t 
flower  garden  are  being  lovingly  tend- 
ed by  the  hoys,  who  watch  the  growth 
of  every  plant,  and  the  unfolding  of 
each  blossom  with  delight  In  another 
part  of  the  gsrden.  a  lad  la  growing 
potato**  for  his  mother,  and  by  the 
look  of  the  plants  she  will  have  a  good 
supply. 

Peas  are  nearly  ready  for  the  table, 
and  the  little  fellow  who  took  the  first 
prize  Is  watching  his  lettuce  head  up. 
On  Thursday  two  of  the  boya  were  busy 
making  soap  suds  to  destroy  the  out 
worms,  and  another  stated  that  the 
ants  carried  off  the  dead  bodies  of  the 
marauders,  a  statement  the  grown-ups 
listening  were  not  prepared  to  dispute. 
What  was  perfectly  plain  was  that  ev- 
ery child  had  found  pleasant  and  eon- 
genial  occupation,  that  some  of  the  lads 
were  passionately  fond  of  flowers,  snd 
that  with  the  germination,  growth  and 
fruitage  of  the  plants  the  hidden  life  of 
many  a  boy  was  developing  well  while 
evil  tendencies  wsre  being  uprooted. 
Good  Object  Lesson 

In  the  big  garden  cultivated  by  Mr. 
Spofford  for  the  benefit  of  the  home 
and  In  the  beautiful  roses  and  other 
flowers  cared  for  on  the  grounds  the 
children  have  a  good  object  lesson  In 
successful   gardening. 

Under  their  principal.  Mr.  Horning, 
and  Miss  Katie  Coates,  the  boys  and 
girls  at  Burnslde  School  have  made  a 
fine  beginning  In  school  gardening,  and 
perhaps  after  the  holidays  a  more  ex- 
tended notice  of  their  work  will  be 
given. 

The  plan  of  all  the  school  gardens  la 
similar.  Kach  child  has  an  Individual 
plot  which,  for  the  time  being,  Is  looked 
upon  as  his  very  own.  Whatever  grows 
in  It  csn  be  disposed  of  as  the  worksr 
thinks  fit,  the  only  condition  being  that 
there  shall  be  no  waste,  and  that  no 
pains  shall  be  apared  In  bringing  each 
plant  to  the  largest  slse  possible.  Flow- 
ers are  usually,  hut  not  always,  culti- 
vated aa  a  common  enterprlss,  and  this 
la  often  the  case  with  potatoes.  It  la 
this  plan  of  Individual  and  collective 
ownership  that  gives  seat  to  the  work. 
The  children  feel  that  each  must  get 
all  that  la  possible  out  of  his  or  her 
Individual  plot,  and  that  those  belong- 
ing to  all  must  be  kept  In  good  order 
so  that  successors  next  year  will  enjoy 
In  perennials  or  In  seeds  the  fruits  of 
the  seasons  labor.  It  Is  to  be  hoped 
that  nothing  will  be  done  to  hamper  the 
teachers  or  to  Interfese  with  the  free- 
dom end  sense  of  ownership  which  the 
children  feel.  Those  who  expect  that 
school  gardens  will  yield  an  Immediate 
return  In  dollars  and  cents  ars  likely 
to  be  disappointed.  The  best  frulta 
sre  to  be  looked  for  In  the  building  of 
character  and  In  Instilling  a  love  «f 
nature.  Such  results  are  hard  to  meas- 
ure. Nevertheless  In  a  country  where 
agriculture  la  still  In  Its  Infancy  It  will 
be  no  email  gain  If  the  children  In  the 
schools  learn  to  look  upon  gardening  aa 
a  delightful  pursuit.

dairy  settle  sre  being  killed  ss  before, 
and  the  farmer  will  have  another  loss 
ts  face,  in  addition  to  the  super  taxes.. 
Wilt  this  lower  the  cost  of  producing 
milk*  Whst  is  the  use  of  printing  re- 
ports of  tile  speeches  of  the  food  con- 
troller When  we  have  seen  recently  a 
proposed  milk  bylaw,  receiving'  the 
ssnotlon  of  the  City  Council  end  the 
officials  of  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment stopped  by  the  common  sense  of 
Reeve  Borden  on  the  ground  of  hard- 
ehlps  to  dairymen  and  a  tendency  to 
raise,  the  price  of  milk.  The  food  con. 
t roller  says  save  and  economise  en 
every  feed  possible — the  government 
and  City  Council  say  kill  off  twenty 
per  cent,  of  the  dairy  cattle,  and  make 
the  farmer  carry  out  expensive  altera- 
tions to  his  premises,  If  he  Intends  to 
continue  the  sale  of  fresh  milk.

culin test.

The  following  statement  regarding 
the  naval  situation  baa  been  issued  by 
,  sir   CHvd   Phlllrppe-Wolley: 

When  the  battered  remnants  of  Ad- 
miral Bcheer's  fleet  returned  to  Wll- 
helmshaven,  the  crews  were  lined  up 
to  hear  a  flamboyant  oration  by  the 
Kaiser,  who  assured  them  that  they  had 
forever  shattered  the  legend  of  British 
naval  supremacy.  After  this  Imperial 
gasconade  the  onlookers  of!  the  neutral 
t*erld  naturally  expected  to  see  the  Ger- 
man Fleet  cruising  about  In  the  North 
Sea,  rolling  up  the  British  patrols  who 
bad  hitherto  isolated  Germany  from  the 
eea,  and  convoying  Into  German  ports 
many  argoelee  laden  with  the  precious 
foodstuffs  and  raw  material  of  which 
•he  stood  in  sVich  dire  need.  But  all 
auch  anticipations  proved  chimerical. 
Month  after  month  went  by  without 
wltneaftng  any  serious  symptoms  of 
German  naval  activity.  In  the  Hummer 
and  Autumn  of  last  year  the  High  Sea 
Fleet  on  vtwo  occasions  was  said  to  have 
been  sighted  In  the  North  Sea,  but  Ua 
commanders  showed  no  Inclination  to 
fight,  and  made  off  at  top  speed  as  soon 
ea  our  scouts  appeared  on  the  scene. 
Apart,  from  the  futile  excursions,  the 
enemy's  Fleet  does  not  appear  to  have 
stirred  from  Its  ports._ 

There  have  been  some  destroyer  raids 
against  undefended  towns  on  our  south- 
east coast,  hut  the  German  battleships 
and  battle-cruisers  have  kept  discreetly 
at  home,  and  for  all  the'  influence  they 
have  had  on  the  war  during  the  past 
—  twelve  months  they  might  as  well  hare 
been  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea.  That 
has  been  the  result  of  our  victory  at 
Jutland,  a  victory  which  historians  will 
rank  but  little  below  Trafalgar  In  de- 
cisiveness. Other  great  naval  actions 
may  he  fought  before  the  war  Is  over. 
In  a  last  despairing  attempt  to  stave 
off  the  day  of  retribution,  the  Kaiser 
may  order  his  fleet  to  sacrifice  Itself, 
but  even  In  Germany  there  is  no  enthu- 
siasm at  the  prospect.  So  far  as  action 
at  sea  is  concerned,  the  German  game 
Is  up,  and  none  know  it  better  than  the 
Kaiser  and  his  fellow  gamblers.        «•*

In  supreme  command  of  the  Grand 
Fleet  we  have  Admiral  Sir  David  Beatty 
an  officer  whose  deeds  have  already  be- 
come household  words,  and  In  whom 
we  recognize  that  unique  blend  of  au- 
dacious courage,  penetrating  Intellect, 
and  high  scientific  attainments  which 
has  been  characteristic  of  our  great 
naval  captains  of  the  past.  The  Battle 
Cruiser  Fleet,  which  won  such  glorious 
laurels  at  Jutland,  Is  now  commanded 
by  Vlce-Admlral  Sir  William  Pakenham, 
a  splendid  seaman  of  the  modern  school 
with  unrivaled  experience  In  the  hand- 
ling of  this  type  of  ship.  Every  other 
squadron,  both  heavy  and  ligtfn,  Is 
commanded  by  an  officer  of  whole  war 
experience.  In  some  quarters  there  Is 
still  an  lmpress!on  that  the'  Grand 
Fleet  spends  most  of  the  time  at  Its 
bases  In  the  northern  mists.  This  Is 
quite  wrong.  The  Fleet. makes  periodi- 
cal swoops  through  the  North  Sea,  and 
It  Is  not  deterred  by  fear  of  subma- 
rines and  mines  from  frequently  pene- 
trating right  up  and  Into  "the  wet  tri- 
angle." But  the  Germans  steadily  re- 
sist those  pressing  invitations.  Since 
Jutland  they  have  had  no  stomach  for 
open  and  above-board  fighting.  And 
perhaps  they  are  wise.  The  men  of  the 
Grand  Fleet  do  not  boast.  But  they  are 
eager  to  fin  tab  the  Job  which  German 
discretion  compelled  them  to  leave  half 
done  at  Jutland.  It  rests  with  the  Kai- 
ser to  name  "The  Day." 

The  Patrol  Service 
-The  most  pungent  commentary  on  the 
German  claim  to  victory  at  Jutland  wan 
the  fact  that  within  a  fortnight  of  that 
battle  a  whole  fleet  of  British  mer- 
chantmen, which  previously  had  been 
'Imprisoned  In  Scandinavia  ports,  left 
their  shelter,  crossed  the  North  Sea, 
and  arrived  safely  In  England  without 
the   least   molestation   from    the   enemy.

Since  the  Battle  of  Jutland  a  num- 
ber of  Important  changes  have  occurred 
In  our  naval  administration.  Sir  Ed- 
ward, Carson  has  succeeded  Mr.  Balfour 
ae  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  while 
the  victor  of  Jutland,  Admiral  Sir  John 
Jellicoe,  Is  First  Sea  Lord.  The  recon- 
struction of  the  Board,  which  took  place 
a  few  weeks  ago,  has  had  the  effect  of 
concentrating  the  direction  of  the  Fleet 
In  the  hands  of  naval  officers,  all  of 
who  have  prolonged  experience  afloat 
during  the  war.  At  the  same  time  It  re- 
lieves them  from  many  onerous  and 
'  distracting  departmental  duties  which, 
Indispensable  as  they  are  to  the  gen- 
eral efficiency  of  the  Fleet,  often  «all 
for  business  acumen  and  knowledge  of 
Industrial  conditions  rather  than  for 
the  peculiar  attributes  of  the  naval  of- 
ficer. In,,  short,  the  sailors  are  left 
free  to  devote. all  their  time  to  plans 
lor  cripplings  the  enemy,  while  they 
have  the  assurance  that  everything 
possible  la  being  done  to  keep  the  Navy 
fully  supplied  with  men,  ships,  guns, 
shells,  torpedoes,  mines  and  every  other 
t  human  and  .  material  resource.  This 
vitally  Important  task  hss  been  under- 
taken by  Vlce-Admlral  Sir  Eric  Geddes. 
whose  work  with  the  Army  haa  stamp- 
ed him  ae  a  most  talented  organiser, 
and  a  man  who  invariably  "delivers 
the  goods."  Both  In  the  strategical 
and  administrative  spheres,  the  Admir- 
alty la  now  organised  on  a  thoroughly 
efficient  basis,  and  the  country  knowing 
the  Navy  to  lie  In  such  good  hands,  can 
await  with  confidence  whatever  the  fu- 
ture may  bring. 

The  fllrand  meet 
At  the  Battle  of  Jutland,  the  Grand 
Fleet  wae  stronger  by  far  than  the 
whole  German  Navy,  though  unfortu- 
nately the  runaway  tactics  of  the  Ger- 
mane prevented  a  close  engagement  in 
which  our  superior  numbers  would  prob- 
ably have  told  with  annihilating  effect. 
Since  that  battle  the  Fleet  has  been 
greatly  Increased,  and  It  Is  now  more 
powerful  than  ever.  It  loot  no  battle- 
ships at  Jutland,  whereas  the  Huns 
lost  three*  at  the  leaet.  and  doubtless 
several  more.  We  were,  It  Is  true,  de- 
prived of  three  battle-crulaers.  hut,  ec- 
k  cording  to  statements  tjy  Lori  Beree- 
\fsra  ana  others  our  Fleet  has  been  re- 
inforced In  this  type  by  several  mighty 
ships  at  a  new  pinna  with  Incredible 
spssd  sa«  trcmsndsaa  gtm-power  In 
ealier  type*  as  well  there)  has  bean  a 
largo  Increase.

Some  of  those  ships  came  from  the  Bal- 
tic, which  the  Berlin  press  declares  to 
be  a  German  lake.  In  truth,  for  weeks 
after  the  battle  the  German  naval  sys- 
tem seems  to  have  been  utterly  de- 
moralised.    A   curious   resjilt  .pf   victory! 

On  the  other  hand,  our  blockade  line 
has  never  been  drawn  so  tightly  as 
within  the  last  year.  At  very  rare  In- 
tervals some  German  raider,  elabor- 
ately disguised  as  a  neutral,  contrives 
to  wriggle  through  Into  the  Atlantic, 
but  there  Is  reason  to  believe  that  for 
everyone  that  succeeds,  three  are  de- 
tected, driven  back  or  sunk.  Germany 
Is  Isolated  from  the  oversea  world  as 
completely  as  If  a  concrete  wall  gir- 
dled her  coasts.'  At  all  season/  and  in 
all  weathers  our  petroling  cruisers 
.keep  watch  and  ward.  Never  for  an 
instant  is  their  grip  relaxed,  and  it  Is 
that  grip  which  is  slowly  but  surely 
strangling  the  Hun.  We  hear  very  lit- 
tle of  their  work,  but  Its  effect  may  be, 
traced  in  the  food  riots,  labor  troubles," 
and  general  domestic  unrest  which  have 
been  a  feature  of  the  last  few  month* 
In  Germany.  There  have  been  many 
blockades,  but  never  one  so  complete 
and  so  effective  as  that  which  our  cruis- 
ers are  enforcing  against  Germany  to- 
day. 

The  Viva*  Bate  ate 

Meanwhile  she  is  making  a  superhu- 
man effort  to  wear  us  down  by  ruthless 
submarine  piracy.  Hundreds  of  U-boats 
are  constantly  at  sea.  and  the  German 
yards  have  been  building  little  else  for 
more  than  a  year.  The  "big  push"  In 
piracy  began  laet  February.  At  first 
it  resulted  In  heavy  shipping  losses. 
Then  the  counter-attack  began,  and  for 
several  weeks  now  our  losses  have  been 
less  than  half  the  previous  average. 
This  Is  a  fact  of  enormous  significance 
In  view  of  the  hopes  which  Germany 
reposed  In  the  new  submarine  effort.  It 
was  officially  stated  to  be  "the  only* 
means  of  ensuring  a  speedy  and  cer- 
tain victory."  Well,  we  can  see  now 
that  It  has  broken  down,  and  It  will 
not  be  long  before  the  wretched  Oer- 
man  people  And  that  they  have  been 
duped  again.  The  remarkable  success 
of  our  antl-submarlnc  campaign  la  doe 
lr  great  measure  to  the  co-operation  of 
our  Allies,  We  are  Indebted  to  the  ex- 
ponent* of  •  fright f nlneaa"  for  the  Inter- 
vention of  the  United  States,  which 
more  than  balance*  the  shipping  losses 
we  have  already  had  or  are  likely  ts 
incur.  The  American  flag  ts  now  flying 
tn  our  waters  on  a  floUlla  of  powerful 
.destroyers,  and  more  ere  to 
*     strongly     re 


Germany's  submarines  no  longer  de- 
pend entirely  on  the  torpedo  to  accom- 
plish their  deadly  purpose.  Many,  if 
not  most  of  them,  now  carry  a  cargo 
of  mines,  which  they  are  sowing  by  the 
thousand,  not  only  In  the  narrow  home 
seas,  but  far  out  on  the  ocean  shipping 
routes.  This  new  form  of  devilry  Is 
however  being  met  and  overcome  by  our 
Indomitable  mine-sweepers,  the  bravest 
of  the  brave.  In  the  present  war  naval 
service  of  any  description  calls  for 
courage  of  a  h^gh  order,  but  few  of  the 
duties  *whlch  our  seamen  have  to  per- 
form are  so  fraught  with  constant  and 
Imminent  perl]  as  this  endless  quest 
for    "the   devil's   eggs."  The   men   In 


with  death  from  the  time  they  leave 
port  to  the  time  they  return.  They  go 
out  in  their  little  trawlers,  through 
waters  teeming  with  these  Infernal  en- 
gines, and  make  their  catch  with  the 
same  Imperturbable  coolness  they  would 
display  If  they  were  out  after  herrings 
instead  of  the  deadly  mines.  It  Is 
largely  owing  to  the  mine-sweeping 
service  that  our  shipping  losses  are 
dally  becoming  less.  The  service 
has  been  much  strengthened  of  late, 
and  It  is  now  organised  on  a  thorough- 
ly efficient  system,  which  Is  proving 
quite  equal  to  the  additional  strain 
thrown  upon  It  by  the  enemy's  lavish 
use  of  submarine  mine-layers. 

Onr  Submarines 
For  obvious  reasons  little  can  be  said 
of  the  war  services  of  our  submarine 
flotilla.  It  Is  known  that  we  had  many 
fine  boats  in  commission  on  '  the  out- 
break of  war,  and  since  then  we  have 
built  many  others  of  a  more  efficient 
type.  The  "nature,  of  their  work,  and 
how  they  perform  it  cannot  yet  be  re- 
vealed, but  this  much'  may  be  said: 
Our  submarines  are  performing  duties 
of  the  very  highest  Importance  In  a 
manner  that  leaves  no  doubt  as  to  their 
all-round  superiority  over  the  German  ■+- 
boats.  The  enemy's  ports  are  kept, un- 
der continuous  surveillance,  '  And  one 
reason  why  his  big  ships  are. so  reluc- 
tant to^eome  but  Is  the  presence'  of  our 
submarines.  Targets  are  few  and  far 
between,  but  on  those  rare  occasions 
when  they  get  a  chance  our  underwater 
boats  are  never  found   wanting. 

Since  last  Summer  they  have  torpe- 
doed three  big  German  Dreadnoughts,'  to 
say  nothing  of  the  lesser  craft.  They 
are  at  war  In  many  seas,  find  they  go 
about  their  business  with  none  of  the 
Bombastic  advertisements  which  the 
enemy's  l!-hoats  enjoy.  When  In  due 
course  the  veil  ts  lifted,  the  public  at 
large  will  be  better  able  to  appreciate 
the  superb  achievements  of  our  subma- 
rine flotilla. 

How  We   Stand 

Since  Jutland  the  (Jerman  Hag  has 
disappeared  from  the  face  of  tho  wa- 
ters. Her  fleet  lies  Idly  at  :t:-i  anchor* 
unable  to  strike  a  blow  or'  take  any 
useful  part  In  the  war.  It  hlis  been 
the  most  monumental  fiasco  <n  history. 
The  world's  second  greatest  Naval 
Fower  has  now  becoihe  a  common  pirate 
against  whom  the  forces  of  civilization 
are  arrayed  In  Irresistible  strength. 
With  the  backbone  of  the  submarine 
campaign  already  broken,  Germany's 
only  remaining  card  has  been  trumped. 
The  Battle  of  Jutland,  indecisive  as  it 
seemed,  was  In  reality  the  turning 
point  of  the  whole  war,  for  the  tide  has 
ever  since  flowed  steadily  In  our  favor. 
The  aause  of  the  Allies  Is  assured  of 
victory.  If  only  because  in  a  war  of 
ouch  world-wide  dimensions  as  this, 
success  In  the  long  run  must  Inevitably 
fall  to  the  aide  which  controls  the  high- 
ways of  the  world.  It  Is  for  this  rea- 
son that  we  attach  so  much  significance 
to  the  great  sea  fight  of  a  year  ago, 
which    set    the    -<esl    *o    the    naval    «.i- 


premacy  of  the  Allies,  and  nwep;  away 


the  Huns'  last  chance  of  victory. 

Our  Sea  Power  is  .still  the  faithful 
guardian  of  our  liberties,  and  eveiy 
patriotic  subject  it  the  Kins  can  look 
to  the  Fleet  with  the  fulness  of  con- 
fidence and   hope.

Supplementary  absolutions 
In  connection  with  the  Terms  of 
Union  submitted  by  Governor  Mus- 
grave,  and  adopted  in  substance  by  the 
legislative  Council  of  British  Colum- 
bia, supplemental  resolutions,  as 
Stated  In  the  previous  article,  were 
passed,  stating:  T.  That  duties  levied 
upon  malaters  and  brewers,  under  the 
excise  law  of  Canada,  would  be  detri- 
mental to  British  Columbia,  and  re- 
questing that  no  export  duty  should  be 
chlrged  on  spam  exported  from  British 
Columbia:  2.  That  the  application  of 
the  Canadian  tariff,  while  reducing  the 
aggregate  burden  of  taxation,  would  in- 
juriously affect  the  agricultural  and 
commercial  Interests  of  the  community, 
and  requesting  that  special  rates  of 
customs  duties  and  regulations  should 
be  arranged  for  the  colony;  2.  That  a 
geographical  survey  of  British  Colum- 
bia be  made,  such  survey  to  be  com- 
menced one  year  after  Confederstlon: 
4.  And  that  all  public  works  and  pro- 
perty of  British  Columbia  at  the  time 
of  admission,  except  such  public  works 
and  property  as  properly  belonged  to 
the  Dominion  under  the  B.  N.  A.  Act, 
should  belong  to  British  Columbia,  and 
all  roads  to  be  free  of  toll  of  every  kind 
whatsoever. 

The  Terms  Adopted 
The  terms  agreed  upon  between  the 
delegates  from  British  Columbia  and 
the  Government  of  Canada  differed  from 
those  adopted  by  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil In  the  following  Important  respects: 
That  the  population  should  be  estimated 
at  60,000.  instead  of  120.000;  that  Brit- 
ish Columbia  should  be  entitled  to  six 
members  In  the  House  of  Commons,  in- 
stead of  eight,  and  three  in  the  Senate, 
Instead   of   four. 


Batlway  Instead  of  Bond 
The  proposal  for  the  construction  of 
a  wagon  road  from  the  main  trunk  road 
of  BritlBh  Columbia  to  Fort  Garry  was 
dropped,  and  the  Dominion  undertook  to 
secure  the  commencement,  slmultane- 
oualy,  within  two  years  of  the  date  of 
union,  of  the  construction  of  a  railway 
from  the  Pacific  to  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, and  from  a  selected  place  east  of 
the  Kocky  Mountains  to  the  Pacific,  to 
connect  the  seaboards  of  the  Pacific 
with  the  railway  system  of  Eastern 
Canada,  and  to  secure  the  completion 
of  the  railway  within  ten  years  frOm 
the  date  of  union.     For  the  construction 


vessels    to    be   adapted    for    the    convey- 
ance of  freight  and  passengers. 

Suitable  pensions  were  to  be  pro* 
vided,  as  approved  by  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  for  officials  in  the  Colony 
whose  position  and  emoluments  were  af- 
fected by  the  union.  As  a  consequence 
of  this  the  names  of  a  number  of  the 
old  servants  of  the  Colony  appeared  for 
years  in  the  superannuation  list  of  the 
Dominion.  This,  of  course,  eliminated 
the  opposition  of  the  official  element  to 
Confederation. 

The  existing  customs  tariff  and  ex- 
cise duties  in  force  in  British  Columbia 
were  to  continue  until  the  C.  P.  It.  was 
completed,  unless  the  Legislature  decid- 
ed sooner  to  accept  the  Dominion  tariff 
and  excise  laws  of  Canada,  which,  aa 
a  matter  of  fact,  it  did  at  the  very 
first  session  of  the  Leglslture  after 
union. 

The  influence  of  the  Dominion  Gov* 
ernment  was  to  be  exercised  to  secure 
the  continued  maintenance  of  the  Naval 
Station  at  Esquimau.  Esqulmalt  was 
made  a  British  naval  base  In  1165,  but 
that  this  clause  of  the  terma  of  union 
became  a  dead  letter  Is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  when  Canada  took  over  its 
own  defences  in  li*0&,  exactly  fifty  years 
later,  Esqulmalt  ceased  to  be  a  British 
naval  station.  In  other  words,  as  the 
result  of  a  definite  policy,  the  Domin- 
ion Government  did  not  use  Its  Influ- 
ence   In    the    direction    required. 

Another  very  Important  stipulation 
was  that  the  Dominion  Uovernment 
should  guarantee  the  interest  for  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  the  completion 
of  Ihe  works,  at  the  rate  of  Ave  per 
cent  per  annum,  on  such  sum,  not  ex- 
ceeding $500,000  as  might  be  required 
for  the  construction  of  a  flrst-class 
graving  dock  at  Esqulmalt.  The  his- 
tory of  politics  in  British  Columbia  for 
about  ten  years  after  union  was  aerl- 
ously  affected  by  that  bargain.  Tho 
province  should  never  have  agreed  to 
undertake  such  a  burden  as  the  con- 
struction, of  a  dry,  dock,  which  was 
essentially  Federal  and  Imperial  In  Its 
objects,  and  in  the  end  it  had  to  be 
relieved  of  It.  The  prospects  are  that 
we  shall  have  in  Esquimau  a  graving 
dock  which  shall  be  Imperial  in  the 
truest  sense  of  the  term,  the  British 
Headquarters  of  a  Pacific  fleet,  part  of  a 
navy    common    to    the    Empire. 

The   legislative   Sequence 

An  election  was  held  In  November  of 
1870,  In  which  it  Is  unnecessary  to  state, 
the  terms  of  union  were  the  main  Issue. 
The  new  Council  met  January  B,  1871. 
Dr.  Helmcken  was  nominated  as  Speaker 
but    declined.

forty  mile  belt  should  be  made  good  to 
jtK»  Dominion  from  contiguous  public 
lands.  In  consideration  of  the  lands 
thus  to  be  conveyed  on  account  of  the 
railway  the  Dominion  agreed  to  pay  to 
British  Columbia  from  the  date  of 
union  the  sum  of  (100,000  per  annum 
in  half-yearly  payments  In  advance.  The 
charge  of  the  Indians  and  the  trustee- 
ship and  management  of  lands  reserved 
for  their  use  and  benefit  were  assumed 
by   the   Dominion   Government. 

In  this  connection  It  must  be  under- 
stood thst  it  was  the  original  Idea  of 
the  Domtnlon,  Government  that  the  line 
of-  rallwajf^could  be  built  out  of  land 
aubaidtes.  with  poaaibly  a  cash  bonus 
per  mils  to  a^,  private  company  and  not 
ae  a  Government  undertaking  at  all. 
Just  its.  the  Southern"  Pacific  and  North- 
ern Pectfie  were  built.  The  forty-mile 
railway  belt  was  Intended  to  have  been 
hsnded  over  to  a  company  and  not  be 
retained  by  the  Dominion  Government 
as  it  subsequently  was,  and  to  this  con- 
tribution of  a  railway  belt  from  British 
Columbia  and  the  Dominion.

A  bill  was  Introduced  on  January  SI, 
1*71.  to  give-  power  to  alter  the  consti- 
tution of  British  Columbia.  The  bill 
was  considered  In  committee  of  the 
whole  and  reported  complete.  It  was 
formally   adopted    on    February    <th.

Anthony  Musgrave,  afterwards 

knighted  for  his  services  In  connection 
with  Confederation,  continued  in  office 
until  the  appointment  of  the  Hon. 
Joseph  Truteh — afterwards  Sir  Joseph — 
on  the  First  of  July  as  the  first  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of  British  Columbia. 
On  July  20  British  Colombia  formally 
psssed  into  Confederation  as  a  province 
of  the  Dominion.  On  July  Zf)  Oovernor 
Musgrave  took  his  departure,  not,  how- 
ever, before  receiving  an  address  from 
the  public  officials  of  the  Province,  by 
whom,  as  well  as  by  the  people  gener- 
ally, he  waa  highly  respected.  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Truteh  arrived  on  H. 
M.  S.  Sparrowhawk  in  Victoria  on  Au- 
gust 13,  and  was  sworn  In  on  the  fol- 
lowing day.  In  the  Interregum  the  cur- 
ious situation  developed  that  there  was 
no  government  of  any  kind.  Musgrave 
had  gone,  and  Truteh  had  not  arrived. 
However  that  waa  not  considered  a  serl- 
out  matter,  although  the  King  was  deed 
and  there  waa  no  king.  Another  curi- 
ous situation  developed.  Governor 
Truteh,  who  atyled  himself  "His  Excel- 
lency." loved  to  govern  alone,  and  It 
was  not  until  October,  1171,  that  the 
first  election  was  held.  Out  of  the 
elected  members  of  the  new  Legislature 
he  had  to  choose  his  Ministers.  It  was 
always  a  matter  of  wonderment  why  he 
chose  the  sdvlsers  he  did,  vis.,  the  Hon. 
J.  v  McCrelght,  Premier,  the  Hon. 
Kocke  Hobertaon  Colonial  Secretary  (ae 
he  was  styled  >.  Hon.  O.  A  Walkers. 
Commissioner  of  Lands  snd  Works,  and 
Henry  Hoi  brook.  Xew  Westminster, 
i 'resident  of  the  Council.  None  of  these 
men  had  boon  very  prominent  in  tho 
agitation  for  Confederation,  prominent 
ii-  such  men  as,  for  Instance,  tho  Hon. 
Amor  de  Cosmos,  and  tho  Hon.  John 
Kooeon  had  boon.  It  wag  without  doubt 
a  matter  of  personal   preference.

beKln  to  assume  shape  within  the  next 
ten  days. 

Nine  vessels  are  to  be  built  In  Vic- 
toria for  the  Imperial  Munitions  Board, 
four  at  the  Cameron  Genoa  plant  and 
five  at  the  Foundation  Company's  yard. 
Twenty-seven  boats  all  told  will  be 
built  in  the  Province,,  and  once  opera- 
tions bes;in  there  will  be  no  delay  In 
Setting   the  steamers  afloat. 

Kvery thing  is  going  along  splendidly, 
and  the  only  thing  holding  the  builders 
back  at  present  Is  the  fact  that  the 
band-saws  required  have  not  yet  ar- 
rived. A-  very  high  grade  of  saw  la 
needed  for  this  work,  and  thoaa  ordered 
by  the  -builders  are  expected  to  arrive 
here  Tuesday. 

Floaty  of  Labor 

All    thought  of   trouble  over  securing 
ufflclent  labor  to  carry  on  the  work  of 

ipbulldtng  has  apparently  been  swept 
aside,  as  Mr.  John  Day,  who  has  been 
registering  labor  for  the  shipyards  dur- 
ing the  past  few  weeks,  reports  that  be- 
tween 100  and  900  men  have  filled  out 
application  cards.  In  addition  to  which 
many  inquiries  have  been  received 
through  the  malls. 

The  securing  of  a  steady  supply  of 
materials  appears  to  be  a  more  serious 
matter  for  consideration,  but  it  is '  be- 
lieved that  the  lumber  interests  will  ex- 
ert apary  endeavor  to,  keep  the  shlp- 
yards   well  supplied. 

Masars.  'Russell  and  Chiaholm,  repre-

land, and  all  of  these  in  Victoria  where 
audi  work  can  be  carried  out.  They  will 
next  visit  Prince  Rupert,  and  look  over 
the  facilities  there,  and  no  doubt  upon 
their  return  from  the  north  something 
definite « will  be  given  out  as  to  what 
will  be  done  in  this  respect. 

The  various  concerns  have  exhibited 
a  good  deal  of  enterprise  in  pooling  their 
Interests  in  order  to  show  u  united 
front  to  the  Imperial  representatives  In 
order  to  secure  these  contracts  for  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  where  the  ships  are  being 
built.

No  Satisfactory  Results  An- 
nounced From  Vancouver 
Conference  but  Negotiations 
With  Seamen  Continue 


No  adjustment  of  the  differences  be- 
tween the  'steamship  companies  and  the 
firemen  and  deckhands  employed  on 
local  boats  has  yet  been  made,  despite 
the  fact  that  negotiations  have  been 
under  way  at  Vancouver  to  bring  about 
an  amicable  settlement. 

The  men  are  apparently  still  holding 
out  for  the  full  twenty  per  cent  In- 
crease In  wages,  and  for  the  time  being 
some  of  the  sailings  will  be  eliminated 
from  the  regular  schedule  and  the  bur- 
den of  travel  via  the  night  steamers 
will  continue  to  be  borne  by  the  big 
vessels  taking  the  day  schedule  be- 
tween  Victoria  and   Vancouver. 

The  companies  have  submitted  pro- 
posals for  the  consideration  of  the  men 
following  the  first  meeting  arranged  at 
Vancouver,  but  so  far  no  good  results 
aeem  to  have  come  of  it  The  situa- 
tion, therefore,  is  still  unchanged,  but 
it  Is  believed  that  negotiations,  for  a 
settlement  are  atlll  under  way. 

The  steamer  Princeaa  May  arrived  In 
port  yesterday  afternoon  from  points 
up  the  coast.  The  S.S.  Princess  Alice 
left  Vancouver  at  9  o'clock  last  night 
for  Skagway  on  her  schedule  time,  and 
the  S.S.  Princess  Sophta  left  Skagway 
on  time  Thursday  night,  southbound.

Jump  taken  in  a  year  and  a  half  in  the 
value  of  the  steamship  Unkal  Maru  No.

New  Westminster  Yard  Will 
Start  on  Government  Ships 
Thursday  if  Necessary  Ma- 
terial Arrives 


Four  Japanese  and  Two  White 
Men  Smuggle  Out  of  Japan- 
on  Schooner—One  Plunges 
Overboard 


Determined  that  he  would  rather 
drown  in  his  third  attempt  than  fail  to 
enter  Canada  after  having  twice  been 
refused  admittance  by  the  authorities,  a 
Japanese  named  Muchil  plunged  over- 
board from  the  schooner  Seaborn  as  she 
was  approaching  Vancouver.  Harbor  Frl- 
Tternoon.  and  swam  out  tn  the  ai- 
rection  of  English  Bay.  Kvldently  a 
powerful  swimmer,  Muchil  was  reported 
by  those  on  board  making  rapid  headway 
when  last  seen.  It  is  belie  veil, lie  landed 
safely. 

Before  breaking  away  from  the  ship 
the  Japanese  told  a  compatriot  that  he 
could  easily  swim  three  miles,  and  that 
he  held  a  number  of  swimming  cham- 
pionships from  his  native  district. 

Three  other  Japanese  and  two  white 
men,  all,  like  Muchil,  stowaways  on  the 
Seaborn  from  Yokohama,  were  turned 
over  to  the  immigration  authorities 
When  the  Seaborn  docked.  The  six  men 
had  been  over  a  week  hidden  In  the  hold 
of  the  vessel  before  they  were  discov- 
ered, subsisting  on  peanuts  and  other 
edibles  which  they  stole  from  the  cargo. 
The  food  agreed  fairly  well  with  the 
Japanese,  but  the  white  men  did  not 
relish  the  monotony  of  the  one-course 
meals,  and  were  nothing  loath  to  work 
their  paasage  for  the  balance  of-  the 
Journey.  In  exchange  for  the  regular  sea- 
men's  "chuck." 

The  Ave  stowaways  will  in  all  prob- 
ability be  deported  as  undesirables, 
while  a  search  is  being  conducted  for 
the  Japanese  who  risked  his  life  in  the 
attempt  to  swim   ashore. 

The  Seaborn  is  an  auxiliary  full-rigged 
schooner,  built  in  Seattle,  chartered  to 
Ostrander  &  Co.,  and  Is  on  her  maiden 
voyage.  She  made  the  trip  from  Yoko- 
hame  In  thirty  days.  From  here  Bhe 
goes  to  Howe  Sound  and  Mill  Creek  to 
discharge  sulphur.  *

NEW  WESTMINSTER.  July  7— The 
first  two  keels  of  the  four  wooden 
ships  to  be  built  in  New  Westminster 
will  be  laid  neat  Thursday  according 
to  the  present  plans  oC  the  contractors, 
the  New  Weatmlnster  Construction  and 
Khgineertog  Company,  Ltd.  The  keel 
blocks  are  now  being  prepared  and  only 
delay  in  the  delivery^*  the  neces- 
sary timbers  will  postpone  the  actual 
start  of  shipbuilding  operatlona  on  the 
Fraser  River. 

The  new  shipyards  are  located  on 
Poplar  Island  on  the  North  Arm  of 
the  Fraser.  The  whole  of  the  twen- 
ty-seven acres  on  the  Island  have  been 
cleared  and  the  necessary  buildings 
erected.

It  would  bo  *ruel  to 
do  anything  which  would  only  tend 
to   prolong   It. 

I  think  everyone  wanu  to  see  the

China's   Tutors 

Sir, — In  view  of  the  interest  felt  In 
the  recent  coup  d'etat  in  China,  may 
I  recall  to  you  a  paper  sent  to  you 
by  mo  in  February  last,  written  In 
April,  i9ift,  and  translated  for  the  Po- 
lish press — an  article  relating  to  the 
affairs  of  the  East  as  Influencing  Eu- 
ropean, and  more  especially,  Russian 
policy;  "The  key  to  this,  aa  well  as 
many  other  Far  Eastern  and  Euro- 
pean problems  Is  to  be  sought  in  Pekln 
and    Petrograd. 

"What  statesman  indulging  In  day- 
dreams, which  may  later  change  the 
map  of  the  world,  could  see  a  greater 
future  In  store  for  his  ountry  than  the 
controlling  of  another  nation  some 
four  hundred  millions  strong?  The 
domination  of  China!  That  is  the  stake* 
for  which  the^lplomats  of  Petrograd 
and  Tokio  are  striving  and  have  been 
striving  ever  since  their  countries 
came  into  touch  with  the  Celestial  Em- 
pire. 

"To  be  the  motive  power  of  China,  to 
stand  behind  the  (now)  Inert  mass  of 
Chinese,  to  control  through  a  reinstated 
Manchu  dynasty  the  greatest  national 
force  in  the  world,  here  indeed  is  a 
unique  stake.  To  Japan  and  Russia 
alone  it  is  given  to  playefehe  game;  ap- 
parently' other  nations  can  only  stand 
and  watch.  It  Is  not  a  gams  of  today 
or  yet  of  yesterday's  growth,  the  be- 
ginnings are  so  far  back  and  so  Insig- 
nificant that  history  hears  but  little 
record  of  them. 

"The  same  policy  on  the  part  of  Rus- 
sin  which  made  her  maintain  friendly 
relations  with  Pekm  while  other  Eu- 
ropean powers  were  at  war  with  China, 
and  there  was  the  greatest  national 
feeling  against  all  foreigners,  exists  to- 
day. 

"Both  nations  understand  China  and 
both  can  enter  Into  her  point  of  view 
and   feelings. 

"On  the  part  of  Japan  there  Is  doubt- 
less more  real  and  natural  sentiment, 
mixed  with  some  cupidity  and  desire  of 
expansion;  while  on  the  part  of  Rus- 
sia, cupidity  end  expansion  alone  dic- 
tate  her    policy."

al MSS.  to  President  Wilson  and  that 
he  had  given  several  points  his  "In- 
terested   consideration."

The  statement  of  The  Colonist  at  the 
time  that  responsible  government  had 
not  been  achieved  was  true  In  a  literal 
rather  than  in  a  constitutional  sense. 
The  Governor  was  the  power  behind  the 
throne  during  the  period  of  the  nrst 
administration,  and  sat  with  bis  min- 
isters in  council,  something  that  no  rep- 
resentative of  the  crown  had  done  in 
responsible  government  since  the  days 
of  Qeorge  III.  Perhaps,  in  a  sense,  that 
was  an  advantage,  as  none  of  his  min- 
isters had  had  ministerial  experience. 
This  state  ot  affairs  only  existed  until 
after  the  resignation  of  the  McCrelght 
Government,  which  was  short-lived. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  know  who 
were  the  members  of  the  first  Legisla- 
ture of  British  Columbia.  They  were 
as  follows:  Cariboo,  George  A.  Walkem, 
Joseph  Hunter.

SINN   FEINERS 


Manse   Derived   Warn   Gaelic,    Meaning  ••Our- 
selves  Alone" — Resume   of 
History 

The  application  for  passports  to  al- 
low three  representative  Sinn  Felners  to 
go  to  the  United  States  to  explain  the 
Sinn  Fein  movement,  draws  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  movement  is  very 
little  understood  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  As  a  matter  of  faot,  tts  ob- 
ject is  summed  up  in  the  first  article  in 
tha  Sinn  Fein  constitution,  which  says, 
"The  object  of  Sinn  Fein  is  the  re-es- 
tabllshment  of  the  Independence  9f  Ire- 
land." Sinn  Fein  Is  Itself  a  Gaelic 
phrase,  meaning  "Ourselves  alone."  The 
League  owes  Its  origin  to  a  pamphlet 
published  by  Mr.  Arthur  Griffith  In 
1004,  in  which,  arguing  for  the  exam- 
ple of  Hungary  in  1807,  fie  case 
Was  stated  of  an  lndepend_it  Ire- 
land achieved  by  ber<tclf  not 
through  violence  but  throuKh  a 
policy  of  self-reliance  and  passlveness. 
The  whole  scheme  was  stated  in  detail, 
and  although  It  was  stated  by  the  Irish 
party  to  be  "mad"  it  gained  wide  atten- 
tion  and   support. 

The  movement  once  under  way  an 
effort  was  made  to  keep  it  un-aectarlan 
and-to  bring  both  Orange  and  Green  to- 
gether. "If,  as  now  seems  probable," 
says  one  Irish  writer  In  describing  It, 
"there  was  In  the  League  from  the 
start  an  implacable  element  Influenced 
always  by  sedition  and  hate,  that  ele- 
ment lay  dormant  awaiting  "the  favor- 
able opportunity."  We  know  that 
among  its  leaders  were  some  of  those 
intellectuals  who  afterwards  suffered 
death  for  the  cause,  among  the  rank 
and  file,  too,  were  malcontents  who  in- 
spired by  bitter  hatred  of  England,  by 
love  of  excitement  or  gain,  were  ready 
for  any  venturing  however  reckless. 
Soon  after  1004  Sinn  Fein,  It  seems, 
was  In  touch  with  the  Clan-na-Uael,  the 
Republican  Brotherhood  and  other  Irish- 
American  societies.  Money  came  from 
the  United  States,  and  It  In  clear  now 
that  In  Germany  the  spirit  of  8lnn  Keln- 
Ism   had   always   a   congenial   ally.'' 

Up  till  1913  the  won.  of  *.hc  League 
was  mainly  educative,  the  League  labor- 
ing to  make  Ireland  "Itself  alone"  in 
language,  sports,  arts,  Ideate.  Then 
came  the  unrest  over  Home  Rule  which 
resulted  in  the  forming  of  rival  volun- 
teer armies,  the  Sinn  Keiners  eventually 
breaking  away  from  all  others  and  form- 
ing the  Irish  National  Volunteers  which 
drilled  and  manoeuvred  openly,  and  II- 
.nally  Joined  With  the  Citizen  Army,  al- 
ready pledged  to  work  for  an -Irish  Re- 
public. What  that  led  to  when  Germany, 
which  has  since  been  linking  Irish  fish- 
ing boats  and  murdering  Irish  flnher- 
men,  tried  to  land  guns  nn  dammunl- 
tlon  In  Ireland  to  support  the  Sinn 
Keiners,  Is  a  matter  of  history. — From 
the  Montreal  HeralJ

"Thin  war  cannot  be  closed  by  com- 
promise.

So  says  Mr.  Hllulre  Belloc  la  a  re- 
markable survey  of  the  war,  its  begin- 
ning'and  its  end,  in  Land  and  Water. 


"The  war  ripens,"  be  says.  "It  Is  .In 
the  consciousness  of  all  Kurope  that  its 
turning-polin,  is  at  hand.  Tbe  length 
of  time  already  past,  the  doubts  of  In- 
ternational finance  upon  the  fortunes 
of  further  loans,  the  pouring  out  of  lives 
and  the  staleness  of  the  strain  are 
bringing  us  to  the  point  where  the  ex- 
hausted enemy  can,  for  the  first  time 
in  the  long  process  of  his  enemy,  play 
a  strong  political  card.  He  is  playing  It 
with  all  the  energy  remaining  to  him — 
he  is  ploying  It  not  only  In  Russia  and 
at  Stockholm,  but  in  public  statement 
through  the  suggestion  and  the  repeti- 
tion which  be  hopes  may  shake  resolu- 
tion even  in  France  and  England.

"The   will    Is    the    same   as   ever,    but

3aetrlbuUon  to  Bestore  Security 

"One  thing  only  will  restore  security. 
and  that  is  a  victory  over  the  armed 
forces  of  the  enemy,  his  disarmament, 
and,  then  the  exaction  of  Just  retrlbu* 
tlon."  adds  Mr.  Belloc.  "If  that  Is  not 
done  from  lack  of  will  and  tenacity, 
then  we  have  voluntarily  lost  in  the 
great  debate,  and  we  shall  no  longer  be 
ourselves  again  for  ever.  If  it  cannot 
be  done  from  lack  ot  power,  then  we 
have  compulsorlly  lost  the  future  of 
England.  If  it  Is  done — and  only  if  It 
Is  done — can  the  security  of  Britain, 
with  all  that  it  means,  be  .restored. 

"Retribution  Is  a  part  of  jultlce  and 
still  more  in  the  present  connection  a 
necessary  part  of  policy.  Those  who 
have  deliberately  destroyed  must  re- 
store. Those  who  were  guilty  of  break- 
ing the  public  law  of  Europe  must  suffer 
a  penalty.  For  there  Is  nothing  final 
that  Is  not  rooted  In  the  spirit,  and  if 
you  do  not  break  -the  evil  will  you  do 
not  conquer  evil.

"When  that  spirit  gets  Into  an  In- 
dividual or  Into  a  community,  you  must 
extirpate  it.  Tou  must  kill  It  or  It 
will  kill  its  neighbors,  and  amongst  Its 
neighbors  Is  yourself.  You  can  only 
extirpate  It  by  breaking  its  will,  and 
you  can  only  break  Its  will  by  punish- 
ment. There  will  be  no  true  victory 
unless  by  Its'  own  labor  tbe  German 
community  which  bas  done  these  things 
of  its  own  free  will,  and  even  wltb  de- 
light, is  compelled  to  restore  tbe  ma- 
terial part  of  that  which  it  has  destroy- 
ed. There  will  be  no  victory  unless  a 
very  large  number  of  men  personally 
and  demonstrably  guilty  of  the  evil 
deeds  are  personally  punished  for  them; 
and  there  wUI  be  no  victory  unless  tbe 
instrument — I  mean  tbe  German  army — 
by  which  these  things  were  done  with 
tbe  full  consent,  remember,  the  full  ap- 
proval and  full  support  of  the  German 
people  as  a  whole,  is  broken  up  snd 
forbidden  to  arise. 

The  Impossible  Thing 

"If  you  are  convinced  that  a  com- 
plete victory  is  unattainable' (and  I  am 
convinced  of  the  exact  opposite — be- 
lieving that  the  Issue  actually  may  be 
near  at  hand,  and  In  any  cage  only  de- 
pends upon  tenacity),  then,  whether  you 
Jike  It  or  not.  you  are  admitting  defeat. 
England  simply  cannot  live  so  long  as 
there  remains,  autonomous,  capable  of 
action,  full  of  the  memories  of  a  suc- 
cessful resistance,  an  organised  and 
armed  community  which  baa  broken, 
and  will  break  again,  those  conventions 
of  public  law — particularly  in  maritime 
warfare — upon  which  the  life  of  this 
country   depends. 

"Say  that  victory  In  tha  complete 
sense  Is  Impossible,  if  you  will — but 
then  have  the  intellectual  candor  to  ad- 
mit the  immediate  consequence,  which 
Is  the  abyss  of  failure.  For  If  vlctoVy 
Is  not  complete  in  this  supreme  crisis 
of  the  world,  there  \n  no  victory  at  all, 
but  sheer  defeat. 

"The  things  that  Germany  has  done, 
that  tbe  whole  German  nation  has  en- 
thusiastically done,  In  this  war  will 
either  be  made  Impossible  In  the  future 
through  the  memory  of  the  terrible 
punishment,  or  else  they  will  not.  Either 
the  will  and  the  very  soul  of  thlti  evil 
wUI  be  broken  up  or  they  will  remain. 
If  they  remain,  all  that  we  have  known 
in  the  past  as  England  cannot  remain 
side  by  side  with  them.  The  artery  of 
English  life,  which  Is  tbe  sea,  will  be 
cut.  Security,  which  is  the  root  of  Eng- 
lish character,  will  be  lost  and — perhaps 
most  profound  of  all  In  its  effect — the 
years  to  come  will  be  lived  out  under 
an  Increasing  sense  of  failure  and 
humiliation. 

A    Thing    Which   Bald— 

"There  arose  in  Europe  a  novel  thing 
which  said:  'I  propose  -to  live  my  own 
life  In  spite  of  Europe.  I  will  break 
treaties,  I  will  annex  and  despoil — I  will 
consume  all  that  feeds  me,  even  if  my 
Increase  Is  the  death  of  others.'  At  ttr 
fullest  development  It  challenged  what 
It  had  long  threatened.  It  was  opposed 
by  a  league  representing  older  and  bet 
ter  things.  In  this  league  tbe  two 
principals  were  the  ancient  western 
civilisations  of  France  and  England. 

"Now  either  this  evil  place  and  spirit 
so  besieged  will  be  carried  and  the  war 
won,  or  it  will  hold  out.  If  It  holds  out 
— that  Is,  If  peace  Is  permitted  It  aa  to 
an  unreduced  fortress,  then  those  Who 
set  out  to  restore  public  law  and  to 
avenge  Europe  are  defeated.  No  verbi- 
age can  disguise  that  truth,"  concludes 
Mr.  Belloc.

Le  Journal  of  Paris  publishes  an  ar- 
ticle contributed  by  Colonel  Keyler  on 
the  two  kinds  of  peel  Hum.  which  are 
abroad  In  ths  world  today.  It  Is  Inter- 
esting to  compare  the  Leninist  pacifism 
of  Russia  with  that  of  Mr.  Wilson,  he 
says.  The  President  of  the  United 
States  is  a  logical  man.  Before  all 
things  slse  he  Is  a  pacifist,  and  we  all 
are,  far  who  could  help  that  who  wit- 
nesses this  war?  Thus,  he  exhausted 
every  means  of  peace  as  long  as.  In 
the  interests  of  the  United  States  and 
those  of  humanity,  he  saw  any  hope 
of  preserving  or  ^-establishing  peace. 
But  on  that  day  when  war  became  In- 
evitable, and  for  the  precise  reason  that 
he  intended  that  a  Just  peace  should 
triumph,  he  assumed  the  attitude  of 
the  military  man  and  Immediately 
adopted  the  measuraes  which  are  those 
of  the  war.  Bstablishlng  between  the 
German  government  and  the  German 
people  a  distinction-  as  to  the  correct- 
ness of  which  doubts  may  be  expressed, 
but  which  he  considers  a  Just  one,  he 
began  by  declaring  that  the  aim  of  the 
American  war  must  be  the  condemna- 
tion of  the  guilty,  the  suppression  of 
the  Hohensollerns.  Tbe  United  States 
would  sot  sheath*  Its  sward  until  that 
government  had  fallen.  The  aim  of  the 
American  nation,  having  thus  been  In- 
dicated. It  will  adopt  those  measures 
far  which  Its  realisation  calls,  and  one 
may  be  certain  that  there  win  be  as 
weakening  is  ths  process.  Germany 
has  done  a  sad  thing  for  Itself  in  em- 
viking  ths  Anglo-Saxon*  as  well  aa  ths 
Latins.  By  doing  ss  It  hah  sealed  its 
own  defeat.  .  .  .  Mr.  Wilson,  then.  will. 
la  carry  on  ths  war.  adopt  ths  methods 


which  war  demands,  and  he  will  use 
them  all.  Colonel  Feyler,  having  enum- 
erated all .  that  has  already  been  done 
In  tbe  United  States  to  put  the  nation 
on  a  war  footing,  draws  his  compari- 
son between  Mr.  WUson's  pacifism  and 
that  of  the  Russian  extremists.  The 
pacifism; of  Mr.  Wilson,  he  says,  Is 
that  of  a  cultivated  man  who  knows 
history,  and  whose  views  are  wide 
enough  to  understand  the  conditions  or 
human  life  and  profit  by  the  lessons 
afforded  by  nature;  he  does  not  carry 
thought  aspirations  up  to  the  point  of 
negation  and  the  neglect  of  actuality.
